ON  February  14th,  1776,  theRefolu- 
tion  and  Difcovery  were  put  ia 
commiffion,  and  the  pendants  hoifted.  Af- 
ter undergoing  a  thorough  repair,  &c.  jol 
the  dry  dock,  they  were  moored  along/fiiie 
the  hulk,  and  continued  in  that  fituation, 
taking  in  the  neceflary  ftores,  till  the  1 2th 
of  May,  when  the  Difcovery  fell  down  to 
Galleons.  Some  days  after  the  Refohition 
followed,  and  anchored  in  Long  Reach, 
Vol.  I.  B  »  anC 
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and  the  Difcovery  having  received  her 
gunner's  (lores  on  board,  proceeded  to  the 
fame  place,  and  after  a  fliort  flay,  both  vef- 
felis  fell  down  to  the  Nore,  where  the  Re- 
folution  remained.  The  Difcovery  had  or- 
ders to  make  the  bed  of  her  way  to  Ply- 
mouth, but  contrary  winds  having  obliged 
her  to  put  into  Portland,  it  was  near  a 
week  before  fhe  arrived  there. 

About  a  fortnight  after,  the  Refolution 
anchored  in  the  Sound.  From  this  time 
to  July  12th,  every  body  was  affiduoufly 
employed  in  completing  her  flock,  when, 
in  the  afternoon  of  the  fame  day,  fhe 
weighed,  and  made  fail  for  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope.  The  Difcovery  was  equally 
prepared  for  fea  ;  but  Captain  Clerke's  af- 
fairs detained  him  in  town  a  confiderable 
time  after,  and  he  did  not  arrive  in  Ply-* 
mouth  till  the  £rll  of  Auguft. 

.  In  the  afternoon  fhe  got  up  her  anchor, 
and  made  fail  likewife  for  the  Cape, 
On  the  7th  in  the  morning,  they  faw 
Cape  Finifterre,  bearing  S,  S.  E.  t  E.  di- 
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ftiht  five  or  fix  leagues,  arid  in  the  after- 
noon of  the  1 3th  fiw  Porto  Sandto,  and 
the  next  day  Madeira.  'On  the  26th  and 
27th,  pjlfled  the  iflandai  Sal,  St.  Nicholasj 
and  Bonavifta,  arid  early  the  next  niorn- 
ing  ftdod  in  for  Porto  Praya  bay,  as  Cap- 
tain Gierke  was  riot  without  hopes  of 
finding  the  Refolutiori  there.  -  ' 

They  now  foon  loft  the  N.  E.  trade 
?tvind,  it  fhifting  to  the  S.  W.  but  upon 
approaching  the  equinoflial,  it  gradually 
veered   round  to  the  S.  E.     September 
24th,    in  the   evening,  the    corporal  of 
marines  fell  overtoard  and  was  drowned. 
Odober  3 1  ft,  about  two  in  the  afternoon, 
they  faw  the  appearance  of  land,  which 
from  its  bearings,  &c.  they  ftrongly  fuf- 
peded  was  the  Table  Hill,  or  fome  of  the 
high  land   near  it ;  but  the  next  day  a 
heavy  gale  of  wind  arofe  from  the  S.  E. 
and  continued  to  blow  with  great  violence^ 
till  the  8th  of  November,  when  it  became 
more  moderate,  and  (hifted  to  tlie  S.  W; 
The  next  morning,  to  their  great  joy^ 
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they  faw  the  Table  Hill  bearing  E.  by  S. 
and  at  1 1  at  night,  having  very  light  airs, 
anchored,  but  immediately  after  a  heavy 
fquall  from  the  fouthward  came  on,  and 
drove  the  Difcovery,   in    fpight  of  her 
anchor,   towards  Penguin  Ifland,  which 
circumftance  obliged  her  to  weigh  it  again 
and  make  fail.     At  one  in  the  morning, 
having  flood  over  to  the  S.  E.  fide  of  the 
bay,  fhe  came  to,  and  at  fix  weighed ; 
and  with  the   afliftance  of  her  boats  got 
fafe  in  about  nine,  when  flie  faluted  the 
fort  with  thirteen  guns,  which  was  re- 
turned with   an  equal  number,  and  the 
Refolution,  overjoyed  at  feeing  her  long 
expeded  confort,  faluted  wiih  nine  guns. 
The   daily   occurrences    at    the  Cape 
were  fo  little  interefting  and  entertaining 
(being  nothing  more  than  refitting  the 
fhips,  repairing  the  rigging,  receiving  on 
board  (lores  and  provifions)  as  not  to  re-- 
quire  a  relation  qf  them  j  it  therefore  will 
be  only  neceffary  to  fay,  that  by  the  30th  of 
November,  both  vefTeJs  were  ready  for  fea. 
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The  next  day  (December  ift)  at  five  ia 
the  afternoon,  we  weighed  and  made  fail; 
and  having  i'aluted  the  fort,  (lood  out  of 
Table  ijay.  When  dear  of  the  land,  we 
fleered  a  S.  S.  E.  and  S.  K.  courfe,  it  be- 
ing Captain  Cook's  intention  to  afcertain 
the  reality  of  fome  land  to  the  fouthward, 
which  was  faid  to  be  difcovered  by  Mon- 
fieur  Kerguelen,  and  which  he  had  in 
vain  fought  for  in  his  laft  voyage.  The 
French  charts  were  unluckily  incorred:, 
for  the  Refolution,  in  her  trac^,  paffed 
over  the  very  fpot  where  it  was  faid  to 
exift.      ^  '  "  ^  :   ,     <■'•■  •:  '  ,,-vV'',*' 

As  we  approached  the  fouthern  parts, 
we  by  degrees  found  great  alteration  in 
the  weather,  which  now  became  very  cold, 
with  thick  fogs,  rain,  and  ftrong  gales  of 
wind,  and  coughs  and  colds  were  general 
in  both  (hips.  On  the  i6th  we  defcried 
land,  which,  upon  a  nearer  view,  proved 
to  be  two  fmall  iflands,  affording  at  a  di- 
ftance  a  rocky,  barren,  and  dreary  profped:, 
and  almoft  furrounded  with  fc^s  ;   the 
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more  lofty  parts  were  covered  with  fnow. 
Upon  a  nearer  view,  we  faw  a  few  trees 
upon  the  lowgrquad,  bjit  they  were  thinly 
(battered. 

Thcfe,  which  were  ^allqd  Prince  Ed- 
ward's Ifles,  with  three  or  four  othprs  farther 
to  the  eaftward,  were  firft  djfcovered  by 
Monfieur  Marion  in  1774  and  1775-  The 
^aftern  ones  lies  in  latitude  46  deg.  35  piiij. 
fouth,  ^n4  longitude  37  deg.  51  min- 
taft ;  the  weftern  one  46  deg.  54  min. 
fouth  latitude,  and  y}  deg.  39  min.  eaft 
longitude.     ^'-^^^^  ^''^"'  '- '  '  '^*'  ''i"*"' 

We  p^flfed  between  them, and  continu€;d 
pur  courfe,  and  on  the  24th  at  four  in  the 
^orning  again  faw  land,  which  proved  to 
be  that  we  were  in  queft  of.  Our  ob*- 
fervcd  latitude  at  noon  was  48  deg.  24 
min.  fouth,  and  longitude  68  deg.  30  min. 
eaft.  At  three  in  the  afternoon,  we  dif- 
covered  more  land  to  the  fouthward, 
which  was  a  continuation  of  the  former. 
We  now  directed  our  courfe  immediately 
for  it,'  and  at  eight  in  the  evening  ap- 
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chored  In  a  fmall  bay,  about  balf  a  mile 
from  ihore.  The  rockvS  were  almon: 
covered  with  penguins,  and  numbers  of 
ihags  flew  round  us.  Captain  Cook  im- 
mediately ordered  out  one  of  the  boats,  to 
fee  if  they  could  difcover  a  convenient 
watering-place,  and  to  make  likewife 
fome  obfervations  upon  the  produce  of  the 
place.  She  returned  about  an  hour  after, 
and  the  officer  who  went  in  her  informed 
the  captain,  that  there  was  a  fecure  har- 
bour, and  that  water  might  be  procured 
from  a  fine  ftream  with  very  little  trouble. 
He  farther  told  him,  that  there  were 
numbers  of  feals,  fea-bears,  and  pen- 
guins, and  brought  off  feveral  of  the  lat- 
ter, as  a  proof  of  his  aflertion.  This  ac- 
count induced  the  captain  to  flay  a  day 
or  two ;  and  early  the  next  morning  (the 
25th)  the  anchors  were  weighed.  The 
wind  being  diredtly  againfl  us,  we 
were  reduced  to  the  neccihty  of  ftanding 
fome  way  out  to  fea,  that  we  might  have 
|i  greater  fcope  to  work  to  windward. 
The  Refolution  fucceeded  very  well ; 
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but  the  Difcovery  being  a  goocT  way  out, 
it  became  for  a  time  almoft  calm,  which 
prevented  her  from  getting  in  till  near 
three  in  the  afternoon,  when  (he  drop- 
ped her  anchor  in  twelve  fathom  water, 
the  bottom  muddy.  When  moored,  the 
fouthernmoft  point  of  the  harbour  bore 
S.  E.  t  S. ;  the  N.  E.  point  E.  by  S. 
and  the  head  of  the  harbour,  N.  W.  by 
W.  our  diftance  from  fliore  about  a  quar- 
ter of  a  mile.  The  entrance,  and  indeed 
the  harbour  itfelf  being  very  narrow,  we 
were  obliged  to  tack  every  minute. , 

As  this  place  afforded  a  retreat  for 
feals  and  fea-bears,  the  captain  determined 
to  embrace  the  opportunity  of  fupplying 
the  flups  with  blubber,  which  we  might 
afterwards  convert  to  oil  at  our  leifure. 
This  plan  we  found  of  the  greatefl  ufe  to 
us  in  the  courfe  of  our  voyage,  as  our 
ftock  would  otherwife  have  been  quite 
exhaufted. 

The  next  day  (the  26th)  parties  were 
fent  out  for  this  purpofe,  and  in  the  fpace 
of  five   or  fix  hours   had  filled  all   the 
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hogQieads  we  could  fpare.  Some  of  our 
men  brought  feveral  of  the  hearts  of 
thefe  animals  on  board,  and  a  few  dc*- 
ciared  them  tor  be  i  nearly  as  good  eating  > 
as  that  of  a  bullock;  but,  in  fact,  we  had 
not  as  yet  experienced  hungry  bellies, 
enough  to  induce  us  to  relifh  them. 
On  the  2;'th,  we  celebrated  ChHftmas 
day,  when  the  failors  had  double  allow- 
ance of  grog.  The  next  day  (28th) 
we  filled  our  water  cafks,  afid  brought 
ofF  a  load  orftwo  of  long  coarfe  grafs, 
which  ^re'W**  upon  fome  low  marfhy 
ground  at  th^  head  of  the  harbour,  for  our 
ftodk.  Soon  afteV  all  thofe  animals  which 
had  eaten  of  it  began  to  difcover  evident 
/  fymptoms  of  pain  and  uneafmefs,  and 
\'  fomb  *d!f  their  bodies  became  tenfe  and 
fwelkd ;  in  fhort,  feveral  of  them  died. 
Ci^Phn  Cook,  alarmed  at  this,  ordered 
G\Wf  particle  to  be  thrown  away,  con- 
cluding that  fomething  poifonous  had 
been  brought  on  board  with  it ;  but  up- 
on  in^elligating  the  matter  more  clofely, 
'■-•'-'  .-         '       '^  it 
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it  was  found  that  our  people  had  cut  it 
upon  a  fpot  where  a  great  number  of 
penguins  had  been  fitting,  and  that  a 
confiderable  quantity  of  their  dung  had 
been  included  in  it.  This  was  imme- 
diately pronounced  to  be  the  caufe  of 
^heir  death,  and  feveral  fimilar  inflances 
^ere  related  of  cattle  in  England  dying  in 
confequence  of  eating  grafs  on  which 
ducks  and  gcffp  had  dunged.  On  the 
morning  of  the  29th  we  got  under 
way,  and  proceeded  along  the  eaftern 
coaft  of  this  ifland,  which  is  moderately 
low  and  even,  and  affords  to  appearance 
feveral  very  good  harbours.  Upon  the  ap- 
proach of  evening,  the  commodore  made 
the  Difcovery's  fignal  to  take  the  lead, . 
and  look  out  for  a  proper  place  to  anchor 
in  for  the  night,  and  fuch  a  one  being 
found,  we  anchored  in  lixteen  fathom. 
Hi  jddy  bottom,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
from  Ihore.  '- •*  "*^ 

In  this  day's  run,  we  were  not  without 
pur  apprehcnfions ;  being  obliged  to  pafs 
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ifirough  many  extenfive  fields  (if  I  ms^y 
be  allowed  the  expreffion)  of  fea  weed, 
(fucus  gigartinuSy  Lin.)  and  as  they 
generally  indicate  a  rocky  neighbourhood, 
we  were  fearful  of  meeting  with  fome  of 
thofe  dangerous  obftrudions. 

The  (hips  were  no  fooner  fecured  than,  y 
Captain  Cook  ordered  out  the  pinnace,       '^\ 
and  went  on  Ihore  on  the  eaftern  fide; 
while  the  Difcovery's  fmall  cutter,  with 
the  matter,  was  fent  to  a  fmall  iiland  to 
the  weftward,  to  take  the  bearings  and 
diftances    of   the     different    remarkable 
points  of  land.     The  feals  and  fea-bears   . 
were  more  numerous   than   at   the  laft 
place,  and  fome  of  them  much  larger. 
The     next    morning     (the     30th)    we 
weighed,  and  made  fail,  and  after  coafting 
fome  time,  in  order  to  afcertain  the  extent 
of  the  land,   we  ftood  to  the  eaflward, 
fhaping   our  courfe  for  Van   Diemen's 
Land,  ii  *' 

This   ifiand    was  firft    difcovered    by 

Monfieur  Kerguelen.    Chriftmas-harbour 
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(which  was  that  part  of  it  where  we  firft 
landed,  and  which  was  fo  called  in  re- 
membrance of  Chriftmas  day)  lies  nearly 
in  latitude  48  deg.  41  min.  fouth,  and 
•,       in  longitude  68  deg.  52  min.  eaft.     It  is 
eafily   to    be   know    by    a    remarkable 
pierced  rock  on  its  eaflern  fide,  which  is 
like  the  gateway  of  fome  old  caftle.    The 
harbour  is  very  fecure,  and  is  furrounded 
':    by  high  land.      If  we  may  judge  of  the 
general  produce  of  this  place,  from  what 
-^        we   faw  of   it   at    Chriftmas    Harbour, 
it  is  certainly  as  rocky,  barren,  and  defo- 
late  an  ifland  as  can  well  be  conceived, 
'     which  induced   Captain  Cook  to  call  it 
.   the  Ifland  of  Defolation.    It  does  not  af- 
^""'         ford  a  fingle  Ihrub,  and   is  covered,  in 
fome  few  fpots  only,  with  mofs  and  four 
or  five  fpecies  of  plants,  among  which  is 
one  fomething  refembling  a  cabbage  in 
\    its  appearance.      Its  inhabitants  are  feals, 
fea-bcars,   penguins   (alca  cirrhata  apte- 
nodytes   antar5lica)^   gulls.    Port  Egmont 
hens   (larw    cattaraSlcsJ,    quaker   birds 
-     :^.-  (proce!-^ 
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fprocellaria  aquihj^  petrels  (pfocetla" 
ria  capenjis^  vittataj^  terns,  fhags,  ducks, 
and  a  white  bird  about  the  fize  of 
a  groufe,  which  we  called  a  fnow  bird. 
Its  beak  is  ftrong  and  black,  with  a  hol- 
low protuberance  at  the  bafe,  fomething 
like  that  of  a  petril ;  it  has  four  toes ; 
its  feet  are  of  a  flefh  colour.  At  the  bafe 
of  the  wing  is  a  black,  hard,  round 
knob,  which  projects,  about  a  quarter  of 
an  inch ;  its  eyes  ai  e  furrounded  with  a 
kind  of  membrane  which  appears  as  if 
corrugated,  and  is  alfo  of  a  flefli  colour. 

We  found  this  a  well  flavoured  bird, 
which  circumftance,  with  the  great  plenty 
of  ducks  and  fhags,  induced  our  fportf- 
men  to  be  out  pretty  often,  but  at  laft  they 
became  fliy,  and  alraoll:  quitted  the  fpot. 
The  eaftern  part  of  this  ifland  affords 
the  fame  barren  afped  as  Chriftmas  Har- 
bour, and  in  {hort  the  whole  is  an  affem- 
blage  of  huge  rocky  matter,  only  calcu- 
lated for  the  refidence  of  fuch  half-formed 
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Animals  as  feals  and  fea-bears.  The 
thermometer  was  from  34.  to  36,  and  onc6 
50  degrees.  ,    ..  ^^J.  ,,     -    ,    '.^ 
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i'befiips  proceed  to  Van-Tiiemetis  iand-^ 
arrival  in  Adventure  Bay—meet  with

UR  courfe  from  the  Ifland  of  Defola- 
tion,  was  nearly  E.  by  N.  and 
E.  N.  E.  The  weather  after  a  few  days 
run,  became  more  moderate  and  warm, 
the  thermometer  riling  to  50,  and  i;^. 
The  wind  proved  tolerably  fteady,  tho* 
now  and  then  a  fquall  ufed  us  rather 
roughly,  in  one  of  which  the  Refolutiori 
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carried  away  her  fore-top-maft  and  maiiw  ♦ 
top-gallant-maft.  We  continued  ftand- 
ing  on,  in  daily  expedation  of  feeing  thd 
land,  and  on  January  23d,  1777,  were 
by  our  obfervations  within  a  few  leagues 
of  it ;  but  the  weather  being  hazy,  we 
faw  nothing  till  the  next  day,  Friday 
24th,  in  the  morning,  when  we  defcried 
part  of  New  Holland,  bearing  N.  by  W. 
diftant  about  nine  leagues.  We  traced 
the  coaft,  palling  Storm  Bay  and  the  Fluted 
Cape,  till  the  27th,  and  at  two  in  the 
afternoon  the  Difcovery  anchored  in  Ad- 
venture Bay  in  13  fathom  of  water, 
fandy  bottom.  The  Refolution  at  this 
time  was  in  the  ofFing,  and  did  not  ar- 
rive till  paft  four.  Ths  bearings  on  board 
the  Difcovery  when  moored,  were  as 
follows  :  Penguin  Ifland  N.  74  E, 
diftant  a  mile  and  half;  Cape  Frederick 
Henry  N.  25  E.  and  the  watering 
place  N.  yy  W.  diftant  from  the  neareft 
ihore  about  a  mile. 

Soon  after,  the  Commodore  went  on 
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fhore  to  fijc 


pon  a  proper  place  for 
credling  the  Aflronomers  Tents,  and 
iikewife  to  look  for  a  convenient  fpot 
for  wooding  and  watering.  In  the  two 
former  he  fucceeded  very  well,  but  in  the 
latter,  by  no  means  to  his  mind,  every  run 
pf  water  (at  leaft  every  one  that  would 
have  fuited  our  purpofe)  proving  brack- 
ifli.  Our  people  on  board  were  alfo  em- 
ployed in  catchmg  fifli,  with  which  this 
Bay  abounds,  particularly  very  large 
rays,  which  afforded  them  excellent  fport, 
and  a  variety  of  other  fifh.  The  next 
morning  (28th)  parties  were  fent  out  to 
wood  and  water,  and  as  fifh  were  fo  plenti- 
ful, another  gang  of  hands  were  dif- 
patched  to  haul  the  fean.  Several  of  the 
gendemen  Iikewife  made  excurfions  into 
the  woods  in  fearch  of  game.  We  ob- 
ferved  from  the  fhips  many  fraokes  in 
different  parts,  and  fome  at  no  great 
diflance,  but  faw  none  of  the  natives  till 
the  evening,  when  about  20  of  them 
came  to  the  wooding  place,  and  feveral 
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er8  to  our  watering  party.  They  were 
entirely  naked,  and  fome  had  a  kind  of 
bludgeon  in  their  hands,  about  three 
feet  long,  which,  upon  their  approaching 
our  wooderfi,  they  threw  down,  and  made 
figns  for  them  to  lay  afide  their  hatchets, 
&c.  which  was  complied  with.  They 
then  came  near,  and  examined  our  faws, 
and  other  different  tools ;  but  what  fur- 
prifed  them  moft,  was  our  cloathing, 
which  they  at  firfl:  thought  was  part  of 
our  body.  They  were  below  the  middle 
fize,  of  a  dark  brown  colour,  and  not 
ill  made. — The  party  with  our  waterers, 
paid  a  deal  of  attention  to  what  they  were 
employed  about,  and  examined  the  cafks 
with  fome  nicety ;  but  the  boat,  which 
lay  at  fome  little  diftance  from  the  fhore, 
attraded  their  notice  more  particularly, 
and  fome  of  them  got  hold  of  the  rope 
and  were  hauling  it  on  fliore.  The  officer 
who  attended,  made  figns  for  them  to 
defift ;  but  they  difregarding  him,  he 
fired  a  mufquet  over  their  heads,  which 
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fudden  and  unexpcdcd  nolfe  {o  alarmed 
them,  that  every  foul,  as  well  thofe 
who  were  with  the  wooders  as  waterers, 
clapped  their  hands  upon  their  heads, 
and  ran  off  with  the  greateft  expedi- 
tion. Our  fifhermcn  were  very  lucky, 
and  brought  ofF  a  variety  of  fifli,  amongft 
which  were  fome  of  the  largeft  rays  we 
ever  faw,  and  a  very  uncommon  looking 
fifli,  which  we  called  an  elephant-fifh  (c/ii~ 
■tnara  calhrynchusy  Lin.)  The  fhooting 
party  were  not  fo  fortunate :  birds  of  all 
kinds  were  very  fliy,  particularly  the 
liiags  and  ducks.  -7  .     ^     •  '    -  ■■.■> 

Early  the  next  morning  (29th)  our 
parties  were  employed  on  fhore,  as  be- 
fore i  but  the  water  proving  very  bad^ 
upon  trial,  the  Commodore  thought  it 
moft  prudent  to  relinquifh  liis  fcheme  of 
flaying  there  any  longer,  and  according- 
ly gave  orders  for  every  thing  to  be 
brought  on  board.  Whilft  our  people 
were  employed  in  getting  off  the  Aftrd- 
nomers  tents,  and  various  other  matters, 
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e  natives  again  paid  us  a  vlfit.  W<J 
now  had  a  better  opportunity  of  making 
our  remarks  than  before.    ■     *         ■ 

Their  colour,  as  has  been  before  obferv* 
ed,  was  dark  brown ;  their  hair  (which  was 
fhort  and  woolly)  and  beard  were  formed 
into  fmall  diftindl  lumps,  with  a  mixture 
of  reddifli  brown  earth,  and  fomc  kind  of 
liquid,  which  appeared  to  be:  of  an  oily 
nature  :  this  mode  of  dreffing  their  hair 
gave    them    an   uncommon    appearance. 
The  man  who  feemed  to  be  the  principal 
among  them,  had  his  face  entirely  painted 
with  this  compofition.    Their  teeth  were 
in  general  ^ad,  ti\eir  nofes  flat,  lips  thick, 
foreheads  low,  but  their  eyes  were  dark 
brown  and  lively.    Their  arms  and  breads 
were  marked  with  lines  running  in  various 
diredions,  but  totally  different  from  any 
"We  had  ever  feen  before,thc  flefh  being  ele- 
vated or  raifcd  up  as  it  were  in  little  ridges. 
Round  the  necks  of  fome  of  them  was  a 
kind  of  cord,  about  the  thickncfs  oF  our 
whip  cord,  very  lirong,    and   twifrd   in 
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the  fame  manner  as  our's,  confifting  of 
three  fmaller  cords.  They  were  rather 
averfe  to  parting  with  thefe.  Their 
women  were  very  plain ;  their  heads 
fliaved  quite  clofe,  except  a  very  narrow 
circle  of  hair,  which  quite  furrounded  it* 
Some  of  them  had  the  fkin  of  fome  ani- 
mal thrown  over  the  fhoulders,  and  fatt- 
ened before,  which  feemed  to  be  merely 
for  the  convenience  of  carrying  their  child- 
ren, two  or  three  of  which  they  had  with 
them.  Thofe  who  had  no  children^ 
were  without  this,  or  any  other  covering. 
They  readily  accepted  of  every  thing  that 
was  offered  them,  but  fet  no  particular 
value  upon  an;  thing.  Their  language 
was  entirely  new  to  us,  and  they  feemed 
to  fpeak  very  faft.  When  -^ny  thing 
pieafed  them,  they  always  exprefled  their 
fatisfadlon  by  a  fliout.  Having  got  all 
our  things  to  the  boats,  we  took  leave  of 
our  new  friends,  and  departed  for  the 
fliips.  '  '      ,   ,  •  V 

We   weighed    our   anchors  the ,  next 
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morning  (30th)  and  flood  out  of  the  Bay, 
At  noon  Penguin  Ifle  bore  S.  E.  diftant 
a  mile  and  half,  and  Cape  Frederick 
Henry  N.  by  W. 

Advenaire  Bay  (fo  called  laft  Voyage 
by  Captain  Furneaux  of  the  Adventure) 
lies  in  lat.  43  deg.  14  min.  S.  and  long. 
147  deg.  28  min.  E. 

The  land  furrounding  it  is  moderately 
high,  and  covered  with  variety  of  trees  to 
the  very  top.  They  are  in  general  tall 
and  ftraight;  fome  afford  an  agreeable 
fpice,  an '  others  abound  with  gums.  The 
"jnder-wood  is  fo  thick  as  almoft  to  render 
travelling  imprad'cable  in  the  valleys ;  be- 
tween the  hills  are  fine  lagoons,  where 
are  found  (hags  and  ducks,  but  very  fhy 
and  not  plentiful :  this  circumftance  in- 
duced us  to  believe  that  the  natives  fre- 
quently molefl  them.  In  al?  our  excur- 
fions,  we  faw  not  one  tree  tnat  had  the 
leafl  appearance  of  fupplylng  the  in- 
habitants with  food,  fo  that  in  all  pro- 
bability they  are  reduced  to  the  neceffity 
of  principally  living  upon  what  ihell-fifli 
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ihey  can  colled  from  the  rocks.    We  faw 
the  remains  of  two  or  three  old  huts,  or 
rather  fiieds,  in  and  round  which  were 
fcattered  mufcle  and  cockle  fhells  in  a- 
bundance,  but  not  the  leaft  appearance 
of  any  thing  elfe.     Nor  did  we  fee  any 
thing  like  a  boat  or  canoe ;  fo  that  in  fadt 
they  feem  to  be  nearly  upon  a  par  with 
the  wretched  natives  of  Terra  del  Fuego. 
The  only  quadruped  we  faw  d'-\«ndly 
was  afpecies  of  opoflumjwhic'    ig;cLS  in 
piany  refpeds  with  Mr.  Pennant's  defcrip^ 
tion  of  the  Surinam  opofTum,  and  from 
the  particular  conformation  of  its  hind 
feet,  viz.  the  firft  and  fecond  toes  clofely 
united,  it   probably   may  be   the   fame 
fpecies,  ' 

The  birds  are  various,  though  not  nu- 
merous, and  fome  of  them  very  beauti- 
ful, particularly  a  fpecies  of  parroquet, 
and  a  fmall  bird  of  the  motaciUa  genus 
with  a  bright  blue  head,  which  we,  on 
that  account,  called  motaciUa  cyanea. 

Among  a  variety  of  fifh,  we  obfervcd, 
the  atherina  hepfetus,  and  a  new  fpecies 
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of  ojlr acton ^  only  one  of  which  was 
caught.  The  foil  is  in  general  good ;  we 
planted  potatoes,  kidney- beans,  peach  and 
apricot  ftones,  which  poffibly  may  fucceed 
very  well.  v>.  <  - 
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JDepartUre  from  Van  I)lemen*s  hnd—^ar' 
rival  at  New  Zealand— -fomt  of  the  na-

FROM  Adventure  Bay  we  purfued 
an  E.  N.  E.  courfe.  February  4th, 
Tuefday.  early  in  the  morning,  one  of 
the  Di  fee  very 's  marines  fell  over  board, 
and  was  drowned.  On  Monday  the 
IPth^  in  the  afternpop,  we  faw  the  Coaft 
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of  New  Zealand,  the  extremes  bearing 
from  E.  to  S.  by  E.  and  on  Wednefday 
the  1 2th,  both  (hips  anchored  in  Ship 
Co.e,  Charlotte  Sound.  When  moored, 
the  N.  point  of  the  Cove  bore  N.  42  E. 
the  S.  E.  point  S.  35  E.  and  the  N.  part 
of  Motuara  Ifland  N.  6 1  E.  '^*    ' "' 

The  {hips  were  fcarcely  fecured  before 
we  obferved  feveral  canoes  of  the  natives 
croffing  from  the  Hippa  to  the  oppofite 
fliore,  along  which  they  paddled,  and 
flopped  at  fome  diftance  to  reconnoitre  us: 
but  at  length  they  came  nearer,  and  ex- 
pofed  fomething  white  in  their  hands, 
which  they  waved  backwards  and  for- 
wards. This  we  fuppofed  to  be  in  token 
of  peace,  and  of  courfe  anfwered  it  im- 
mediately; they  then  came  along  fide 
the  fhips,  though  not  without  evident 
figns  of  fufpicion  and  diftiuft.  We  pur« 
chafed  a  filh  or  two  and  a  few  other 
trifles,  and  they  foon  after  departed. 
The  head  of  one  of  thefe  canoes  was 
curioufly  ornamented  with  carved  open 
work, 
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t^vThe  liext  day  (Thurl'day  13th)  the 
tents  were  feiit  on  fliore,  with  the  cooper, 
and  all  the  empty  cafks,  the  aftrono- 
mers  tents  and  parties  to  wood  and 
water.  Coppers  were  alfo  fixed  up  on 
ihore,  to  boil  the  blubber  we  had  coUedcd 
at  the  Ifland  of  Defolation,  while  the  re- 
maining hands  on  board  repaired  the 
rigging,  and  performed  the  neceflary 
duty  of  the  (hips.  As  we  had  now  met 
with  but  little  refrefliment  fmce  our  depar- 
ture from  the  Cape,  Capt.  Cook,  ever  at- 
tentive to  the  health  of  his  fliips  com- 
panies propofed  brewing  a  kind  of  beer, 
from  a  tree  which  bore  fome  refem- 
blance  to  the  fpruce  fir,  the  good  efFeds 
of  which  he  had  experienced  in  his 
former  voyage.  Other  coppers  were 
therefore  fixed  for  that  purpofe.  On 
Tuefday  the  i8th,  the  beer  was  ferved 
out,  and  found  to  be  fo  pleafant  and  falu- 
tary,  and  fo  generally  approved  of  by  all 
partiesjthat  the  Commodore  determined  to 
carry  as  much  of  it  to  fea  as  he  could.  The 
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oil  party  on  (hore  were  conftantly  attended 
\>y  many  of  the  natives,  who  received  the 
fcuni  and  pieces  of  blubber  that  remained 
after  boiling  with  the  greateft  thankful- 
nefs;  and  indeed  you  could  not  oblige  a 
New  Zealander  more  than  to  give  him 
the  oil  out  of  the  fhips  lamps,  which  he 
would  fwallow  with   all  the  greedinefs 
imaginable.    Of  thofe  who  were  the  moft 
conftantly  on  board,  a  young  lad  called 
Tiu-arrooa   was    the    principal ;  he   was 
poflefled  of  good- nature,  and  had  a  great 
fhare  of  fenfe  and  difcernment.     He  was 
greatly  attached   to   Captain   Cook   and 
Omai,  and  was   conftantly  with  one  or 
the  other.    His  father  was  late  chief  of  the 
diftrift  in  which  our  fhips  lay,  and  was 
killed,  with  feveral  others,  about  fix  weeks 
before  our  arrival,   by  a  ftrong  party  of 
another  tliftrid,   who  attacked   them   in 
the  night.     Tiu-arrooa  ai;d  a  few  others 
efcaped  with  the  greateft  difficulty. 

A    few     days     ^efore    our    departure, 
Kihoorah  (the  chief  who  headed  the  party 
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that  cut  ofF  the  unfortunate  Mr.  Rowe) 
paid  us  a  vifit.  At  firft  he  was  very  Ihy^ 
and  would  not  venture  on  board,  fearful 
no  doubt  that  we  fliould  revenge  the 
death  of  our  people  upon  bun  j  but  when 
he  found  we  took  no  notice  of  it,  he  laid 
afide  that  diffidence,  and  readily  came  ta 
the  fhips. — He  was  much  difliked  by  hi& 
own  people,  who  frequently  defi red  us 
to  ihoot  him,  at  the  fame  time  exprefling> 
their  difapprobation  of  him  in  pretty 
fevere  terms,  ot  ;>i7.rt  {:/«£  s>n{}i  i'.i  001  '^.^^ 

On  the  20th  (Thurfday),  we  had  very 
heavy  fqualls  of  wind,  in  confequence  of 
which  the  Difcovery  drove,  and  was 
obliged  to  let  go  her  fheet-anchor,  and 
both  veflels  ilruck  yards  and  top-mafts.  >,k 

The  natives  all  this  time  fupplied  us 
plentifully  with  fifh,  among  which  was, 
the  elephant-hfli,  but  one  in  particular,, 
which  they  called  a  mogee,  was  not  in-- 
ferior  to  a  falmon.  We  alfo  frequently 
procured  very  excellent  lobfters, 
■.-::i,  ■  -,    -  .!..••.-,.'■    -rn *.'■;;.'•!     :  ';\i  Captain 
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'Ca^taiifi  Cook  having  given  orders  fjf 
ftriking  the  tents,  &c.  and  preparing  for 
fea,  on  the  23d  every  thing  was  put  on 
board.  Tiu-arrooa  and  another  lad  hav- 
ing exprefled  a  defire  to  continue  with 
Omai,  were  permitted  by  the  captain  to 
accompany  him.  The  mother  of  the  for- 
mer came  on  board,  and  with  tears  en- 
treated him  to  remain  behind,  teUinghim, 
among  many  other  powerful  arguments, 
that  we  fhould  kill  and  eat  him ;  but  he 
was  too  refolute  and  firm  to  pay  any  at- 
tention to  her  perfuafions,  and  the  poor 
woman  went  on  {hore  quite  inconfolable. 

The  next  morning  (Monday  24th),  at 
nine,  we  weighed  and  made  fail,  but  hav- 
ing very  light  winds,  we  were  obliged  at 
noon  to  anchor  again  in  nine  fathom, 
muddy  bottom,  Point  Jackfon  bearing 
north,  Cape  Koamaroo  E.  -J  S.  and  the 
Hippah,  S.  by  W.  |  W. 

At  eight  the  next  day  (Tuefday  25th), 
we  again  got  up  our  anchor,  and  made 
fail,    ftanding    through   Cook's    Straits.

At  noon,  Cape  Terra-wittee  bore  »*^* 
E.  by  S.  Cape  Koamaroo  W.  y  S* 
and  foine  rocks  called  the  Brothers, 
from  W.  by  S.  to  N.  W.  by  \V.  our  ob- 
ferved  lathude  being  41  deg.  6  min. 
fouth. 

So  much  has  already  been  faid  of  the 
natives,  with  their  manners,  cuftoms> 
houfes,  furniture,  canoes,  &c.  &c.  that 
as  we  can  make  no  improvement,  a  re- 
petition would  be  both  tedious  and  ufe- 
lefs. 
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Tnfs  through  Cook's  Straits — difcover  an 
ijland— affords  a  pleafmg  profpeB — 
are  feen  by  the  natives — two  of  them 
come  off  in  a  canoe — the  boats  fent 
to  look  for  a  landing-place — but  return 
without  fuccefs-^fome  ai  count  of  the 
natives — leave  the  ifiand — difcover  two 
more — the  natives  very  readily  come  on 
hoard — defcription  of  them^^the  arrival 
of  a  chief-^he  enters  into  a  league  of 
friendjhip  with  us — our  boats  fent  on 
JhorCy  attended  by  a  number  of  canoes^-^ 
the  iing  of  the  iffand  fends  Captain 
Gierke  a  pig  and  fome  cocoa^nuts-^the 
return  of  the  boats — are  not  able  to 
land— the  Ovps  fand  off  a?id  on  for  the 
night.  , . 

WE  continued  in  Cook's  Straits  the 
bed  part  of  Wednefday  (Febru- 
ary 26th.)  At  noon,  Cape  Terra-witte 
bore  N.  W.  by  W.  and  Cape  Pallifer 
E.  by  N.  diftant  about  four   leagues. — 

.   From 
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From  this  time  to  the  17th  of  March 
(Monday),  we  continued  nearly  a  N.  E.^ 
coaft.  At  noon  our  obferved  latitude 
was  33  deg.  and  23  min.  S.  In  the  after-* 
noon  we  pafled  the  trunk  of  a  tree, 
which  appeared  much  weather-beaten, 
and  was  furrounded  with  barnacles.  Early 
in  the  morning  of  the  29th  (Saturday), 
being  in  lat.  22  deg.  11  min.  foutb,'« 
and  longitude  201  deg.  50  min.  eaft,  we 
pafled  feveral  pieces  of  wood  and  rock-* 
weed :  feveral  man  of  war  birds  ~vere 
obferved  ;  and  a  bird,  fomething  »  a 
cuckow,  flew  round  the  ihips.  Thefe 
being   indications   of  the   proximity  of*

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land,  we  kept  a  good  look-out,  but  upon 
examining  our  charts,  we  found  none  laid 
down  nearer  than  the  Society  Ifles.  ^ 

At  nine  the  next   morning  (Sunday 
30th),  we  difcovered  land  bearing  about,, 
N.  E.  Tlie  Difcovery  being  a-head,  made  . 
the  fignal,  which  was  anfwered  by  the  *. 
Refolution.     The  winds  foon  after  prov- 
ing light,  and  being  fome  diftance  from 

the 
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r  the  land,  night  came  on  before  we  could 
diftinguifh   objeds  clearly ;    fo   got   our 
tacks  on  board,  and  flood  off  and  on  till 
morning  (Monday  31ft),  when  we  made 
all  fail  fcr  the  land.     At  four  we  were 
running  along  the  fouth  fide,  at  about  the 
diftance  of  four  miles,  which  as  the  fun 
was  juft  rifmg,  afforded  a  moft  pleafing 
profpedt.    The  interior  parts  rofe  in  mode- 
rately high  hills,  upon  the  tops  of  which 
were  trees  of  various  kinds.     The  fides 
next  the  fea  were  ver^    woody,  and  we 
could  plainly  diftinguifh   coco  nut   and 
plantain  trees  in  abundance. — Upon  our 
nearer  approach  to   the  fhore,   we   faw 
many  of  the  natives  running   along  the 
beach,  and,  by  the  help  of  our  glaffes, 
found  that  fome  had  large  clubs  upon 
their  fhoulders,  and  that  others  were  arm- 
ed with  long  fpears.     As  we  proceeded, 
the   Indians  followed   us,   fhouting    and 
hollowing,  their  number  increafing  very 
faft.     Soon  after  two  of  them  put  off 
in  a  canoe  (the  only  one   we  faw),  and 
Vol.  I.  D  came 
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came  within  fifty  or  fixty  yards  of  the 
.(hips,    but  would   not   venture    nearer, 
though  we   made  all  the  friendly  figns 
we   could    think  of,   and  fhewed  them 
Isbeads,     hatchets,     looking-glafles,     ahd 
i-many   other    articles    of    Indian    trade. 
J  Their  complfxion  appeared  to  be  of  the 
jt^ark  olive  cafe,  their  hair  was  faftened  on 
( 'the  top  of  their  heads  fomething  in  the 
jjlNew  Zeeland  fafliion  :  one  of  them  had 
vna  large  pearl  oyfter-fhell  fufpended  from 
his  neck,  and  forriething  round  his  mid- 
bridle;  the  other  was  naked. — The  canoe 
[f  was    neatl;;    made,    and   furniflied    with 
an  out  rigger ;  the  ftern  was  high  for  fo 
^jjjfmall  a  boat,  and  terminated  in  a  kind  of 
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fork.         -    H- 

.      Captain  Cook  finding  ihe  little  proba- 

,  -bility  there  was  of  opening  aa  intercourfe 

-pWith  the  natives  in  this  manner,  ordered 

.i  the  pinnace  and  fmall  cutter  to  be  got 

.  ^  out,  which,  with  the  large  cutter  of  the 

Difcovery,  and  proper  olHcers  on  board 

each,  with  trade  of  various  kinds,  were 
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fcdt  la  (hore,  to  fee  if  there  was  a  poSi- 
bility  of  landing,   and  to  endeavour  to 
purchafe  fomething  from  the  inhabitants. 
During  their  ahfence,  we  founded  feveral 
times,  but  got  no  ground  at  forty  fathom. 
About  three,  hours  after,  they  returned, 
and  the    information   we   received  was, 
that  the  ifland  (at  leaft  this  part  of  it) 
was  furrounded  with  a  reef  of  coral  rock, 
upon  which  a  heavy  furf  was  continually 
^breaking}  fo  that  it  was  totally  imprac- 
..,ticable  to  land   without    deflroying   the 
i I  boats,    and    Ciidangering    the    lives   of 
oithofe  who  were  in  them.     About  a  quar- 
h  ter  of  a  mile  from  the  reef,  they  found 
^  ground  at  twenty- one  fathom. 
./,/u>  During  their  cruife,  they  had  an  op- 
:;  portunlty  of  making  a  few  remarks  up- 
!;  on  the  natives,  many  of  whom  fvvam  to 
•'them  from  the  fliore.     They  were  flout 
~    and  well  made,  but  i  U  armed;  fo  that  it 
''  was  more  than  probable  they  would  have 
\  oppofed  us,  if  we  had  fuccecded  fo  far  as 
to  have  landed  upon  the  reef.     Some  of 
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them  were  armed  with  pata-patows,  like 
thofe  of  the  New  Zeelanders ;  and  their . 
language  refembled,  in  many  refpe<3:5, 
that  of  Otaheitee.  They  quite  difregarded 
hatchets  and  nails,  but  were  much  pleafe4' 
with  looking-glaffes :  like  all  other  Indi- 
ans they  were  given  to  thieving,  and  qw^ 
of  them  very  artfully  ftole  a  bunch  of 
beads  out  of,  one  of  the  boats,  with  whiclj 
he  fwam  oflF.  Our  people  could  not; 
procure  a  fingle  coco  nut,  nor  woul4 
they  part  with  any  thing  they  had.  The 
fhore  appeared  very  delightful,  the  trees 
being  lofty  and  Ihady,  and  the  air  was  ab-» 
folutely  perfumed  with  the  fcents  of  v^rii 
ousflowers.    ^    -^  --  ^  r"^  -  ^      '  ^ 

We  were  much  chagrined  at  our  bad 
fuccefs  for  feveral  reafons,  but  more  par- 
ticularly on  account  of  our  live  ftock, 
which  were  almoft  in  a  ftarving  condition. 
Finding  that  nothing  more  could  be 
done,  at  noon  we  made  fail,  Handing  to 
the  northward,  the  extremes  of  ^^}^e  ,i^J^  , 
bearing  N.  £.  by  E.  and  S,  by  E.  \ 
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The  next  day  (Tuefday,  April  ift),  at 
i&on,  land  was  again  difcovered,  bearing 
isT.  by  E.  The  Difcovery,  being  near 
three  miles  a-head  of  the  Refolution, 
made  the  fignal.  At  four  in  the  after- 
noon, it  bore  from  N.  E.  t  N.  to  N.  E. 
j:  E.  diftani:  about  feven  le^ues ;  we 
flood  off  and  on  for  the  night,  and  at  day- 
break (Wednefday  2d)  it  bore  N.  E. 
about  four  leagues.  It  appeared  to  be  an 
illand  nearly  of  the  fame  extent  as  the 
former.  At  five  the  Refolution  hoifted 
the  Difcovery's  fignal  to  make  fail  a-head 
to  the  N.  E.  and  at  feven  wr  ".w  another 
fmall  ifle  bearing  N.  f  E.  At  noon 
tacked,  the  fmall  ifle  bearing  E.  and  the 
body  of  the  largr  one  S.  E.  by  E.  our 
latitude  being  19  leg.  47  min.  fouth, 
and  longitude  202  deg.  1 2  iniri.  eaft.  All 
the  afternoon  we  were  making  the  belt  of 
our  way  for  the  large  ifland,  but  being 
obliged  to  work  to  windward,  night  came 
on  before  we  could  reach  it,  fo  of  courfe 
ftbod  off  and  on  till  morning.  During 
-'-■"'  '    T>  ^    <^  '^'^  -     die- 
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the  night  we  faw  feveral  fires  on  fhor?: 
and  the  next  day,  at  five  in  the  morning, 
the  Difcovery  made  all  fail  for  the  ifland, 
in  confequence  of  a  fignal  from  the  Refb- 
lution.  - 

As  the  mips  were  Itandmg  m,  many 
of  the  natives  put  off,  fome  in  fmgle, 
others  in  double  canoes  ;  the  fingle  have 
feldom  room  enough  to  contain  more  than  ' 
one  perfon,  the   double  ones  will   hold 
eight  or  ten.     They  foorr  paddled  along 
fide,  and  with  very  little  perfuafion  came 
on  beard,  their  fize  was  above  the  middle 
ftandatd,  and  they  were  f^.ont  well-made 
people,    with   fine  open   countenances*;/' 
their  colour  of  the  olive  caft,  with  a  mix- 
ture of  brown.     Their  hair  was  black;  ^ 
in  fome  long,  in  others  fhort,  and  wore 
in  a  variety  of  forms,  jufl  as  convenience 
or  fancy  direded.     None  had  more  than  a 
narrow  piece  of  cloth  round  their  mid- 
dle, which  was  painted  or  dyed  of  dif- 
ferent patterns,  with  red,  black,  and  yel- 
low.    Several  were  marked  or  tatowed

moft  curioufly  from  the   middle  down- 
wards, particularly  upon  their  legs.    They 
were  very  friendly  and  good-natured,  and 
ran  about  the  fhip  with  as  little  ceremony, 
and  appeared  as  perfedlly  at  eafe,  as  if 
they  had  been  long  ufed  to  them.     In 
this  interval  Captain  Cook  ordered   out 
the  pinnace  and   large  cutter,   and  fent 
them  on  board  the  Difcovery,  with  Mr. 
Gore  the  firft  lieutenant,  and  Gmai,  to 
learn  if  there  was  a  poflibility  of  anchor-*** 
ing,  and   if  any  refrefhments  could    be 
procured  from   the  natives,  for,  as  flie  ' 
was  much  nearer  the  fhore  than  the  Rt^^i 
folution,  of  courfe  all  the  canoes  came '16'' 
her.     Soon  after   their  arrival,  a  double 
canoe,  paddled  by  eight  people,  with  a 
tall  ftout  man  ftanding  up  in  her,  came 
along-fidej   he,   without  any  ceremony, 
came  on  board  with  a  branch  of  a  cocp 
nut  tree  in  his  hand,  and  fcveral  roots  of 
the  a'wa  (piper  metlyfticum  h'ojieri)  a  fpe- 
cies  of  pepper,  with  which  they  intoxicate 
themfelves.

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ui  .;^  Ornai  accofled  him   in  the  Otahcltee 

♦  *i   language,   which  appeared  to  vary  <  but 

little  from  his  own.     It  feems  the  iiiten-

(in  one  of  which  the  Aree  went),  attended 

^j  by  the  Difcovery's  large  cutter,   and  a 

number  of  canoes,  proceeded  to  the  fhore. 

At  noon  our  obferved  latitude.was  19  deg, 

59  min,  S.    In  the  afternoon,  the  King  of 

the  ifland  fent  Captain  Gierke  a  prefent 

of  fome  coco  nuts,   and  a   young  pig,

j[  fome  nails,  a  large  piece  of  fcarlet  cloth,

J^fv  ^ii^c  ^^  Refolution's  pinnace  an4 
cutter,  in  the  former   of    which   werej 
Mr.  Gore  the  Srft  Heutenant,  the  furgeon,, 
and  Omai,  attended  by  the  Difcovery's 
large  cutter,  were  fent  on  fhore.    The 

,    ,  -      .     .    "  natives 
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natives  eame  to  the  (hips,  bringing  coco 
nutf,    plantains,    and    the    intoxicating 
pepper  root,  but  no  hogs,  which  would 
have  been  the  moft  welcome  fight;  we 
gave  them  in  return  knives,  red  cloth, 
and  nails.     At  feven  in  the  evening  the 
boats  returned,  but  without  either  hogs, 
bread-fruit,  plantains,  or  any  thing  elfe. 
*  '<  The  account  we  received  was,  thai  they 
had  with  great  difficulty  got  on  Ihore  in 
the  Indian  canoes  j  as  foon  as  they  were 
landed,  the   natives   led  them   in  great 
form  to  the  King,  who  behaved  rather 
referved  upon  the  occafion :  upon  inform- 
ing him  that  we  were  in  great  want  of 
provifions,  he  faid  that  we  ftiould  have 
hogs  and  other  things,   but  as  they  were 
at  a  diftance  up  the  country,  it  would  be 
fome  time   before   his  people  could  get 
them.     They  waited  a  confiderable  time, 
but  none  appearing,  they  again  requefted 
that  fome  might  be  brought,  or  at  leaft 
fome  bread-fruit,  plantains  or  coco  nuts. 
They  were  defired  to  flop  a  little  longer, 

which 
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which  they  did  till  it  became  rather  late, 
and  they  deemed  it  prudent  to  get  on 
board  as  foon  as  they  could.     The  in- 
habitants   would    at   firft   fcarce   permit 
them  to  go,  but  feeing  them  refolutely^ 
bent  on  departing,  they  at  laft  acquiefced, 
having   taken  from    them  almoft  every  ^ 
thing  they  could  find,  and  glad  were  ourn 
gentlemen  to  efcape   fo  cheap,  as   they) 
were  apprehenfive  of  being  detained  on" 
fliore    much    againft    their   inclinations,' 
One  circumftance  was  very  remarkable  ji» 
.which  was,  Omai's  finding  five  of  his'^ 
countrymen  upon  this  ifland.     The  ac-'i 
count  they  gave  was,  that  in  pafling  from 
one  ifland  to  another  they  were  drove  out ' 
to  fea,  and  after  beating  up  and  down  for'^ 
feveral   days    and  nights,   and  fufFering'^ 
almoft  the  extremes  of  hunger,  thirft,  and 
fatigue,    they   at    laft  fell   in  with   this 
ifland  J    the    inhabitants    of    which    not 
only  very  humanely  afforded  them  pro- 
tedion,   but  likewife  gave  them  wives;/' 
and,  in  ihort,  that  they  were  now  looked 
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Upon  as  natives  of  the  place.  This  affair, 
according  to  Omai,  happened  near  te^

Both  the  men  and  women  were  cloth-* 
ed  much  in  the  Otaheitee  manner;   they' 
were  armed  with  fpears  and  clubs,  the 
latter  being  curioufly  carved.   The  Indian' 
name  of  this  ifland  is  Watieu,  that  of  the  * 
fmaller  one  Modu-ete.     During  the  nightj 
we  flood  off  and  on,  and  the  next  morn- 
ing (April  4th),  fhaped  our  courfe  for  the 
fmall  ifle,  purpofing  to  try  if  we  ihould 
be  more  fortunate  in  our  attempts  at  that 
place  than  at  the  former.  rVr-   n  >frTTTtrTrro:> 

At   ten,    the   boats  from    both   (hips  ^ 
were  difpatched  on  fhore,  not   for   the  ,' 
purpofc  of  procuring  provifions,  for  the  , 
rfland  was  uninhabited,  but  to  cut  grafs  1 
&c.  for  our  live  flock,  the  providing  for  I 
which  was  the  principal  object.     After  ^ 
they  had    well    loaded    the   boats,    they 
were   to    bring  coco    nuts,    bread-fruit, 
plaintains,  &c.    if   the    place    produced 
them ;  in  which  cafe  fuch  a  number  of 
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nails,  liatchcts,  &c/w'ere  to  be  left,  as  \ 
were  thought  a  fuificient  recompence  for 
them.  Our  obferved  latitude  to-day  was 
19  deg.  47  min.  S.     '  ' 

"  At  half  paft  fix  in  the  evening,  the 
boats  returned  with  a  plentiful  ftocjc  of  \ 
grafs  and  many  cgco  nuts,  which  were 
the  only  fruit  they  could  find.  The 
latter  were  divided  amongft  the  ihips 
companies,  and  the  former  afforded  a 
moft  welcome  repaft  to  our  cattle,  which 
were  reduced  almoft  to  the  laft  extremity. 
Our  people  faw  the  remains  of  two  or 
three  old  huts,  which*  had  polTibly  been 
erected  there  by  thofe  who  came  froni 
Waticu  for  the  purpofe  of  fifhing. 
"^  This  ifland  is  alfo  furrounded  with  a 
reef,  which  rendered  landing  rather  dif- 
ficult. It  is  very  fmall,  being  not  more 
than  a  mile  and  half  in  length,  and  is 
fituated  about  ten  miles  from  Watieu. 

At  eight  in  the  evening  we  hoifted  in 
the  boats,  and  bore  away  for  Harvey's 
Ifland,  which  Captain  Cook  difcovered 

during

during  his  laft  voyage.  The  next  day 
(April  5th)  the  fliips  companies  were  put 
to  two-thiids  allowance  of  every  fpecies 
of  provifion  except  grog.  Soon  after 
day-light  the  next  morning  (April  6th), 
we  faw  Harvey's  Ifland,  bearing  "W.  S. 
W.  At  ten,  we  had  very  light  airs,  and 
the  Difcovery  got  too  near  the  Refolu- 
tion,  and  was  obliged  to  get  out  her  large 
cutter  to  tow  her  clear.  Soon  after  we 
faw  fevcral  Indians  putting  off  in  their 
canoes ;  at  firft  they  kept  aloof,  as  if  to 
reconnoitre,  but  at  laft  ventured  along- 
fide.  Their  appearance  was  altogether  - 
wretched,  and  very  different  from  the 
inhabitants  of  the  tropical  ifles  in  gene- 
ral. Their  hair  was  black  and  Ihaggy, 
they  were  very  dirty,  and  had  only  a 
very   fmall   ftrip   of    cloth   round   their 

middle.  *"'r  ' ••'<-^'    -.-     ■-'— • 

They  wanted   every  thing  they   faw, 

and  one  of  them  was  handing  the  oars 

out  of  the  Difcovery  *s  cutter,  which  was 

along-fide.   Thefe  we  were  not  willing  to 
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paft  with,  and  of  courfe  oppofed  hlirti 
which  enraged  the  fellow  fo  much,  that 
he  caught  up  his  paddle  and  ftruck  one  of 
our  people  over  the  head  with  it.  Some 
of  them  finding  a  piece  of  beef  towing 
over  board  to  frefhen,  very  dexteroufly 
divided  the  rope,  made  off  with  the  bqef, 
and  afterwards  fold  it  on  board  the  Refo- 
lution  for  fome  nails.  In  the  afternoon, 
the  boats  were  fent  in  (hore,  well  manned 
and  armed,  to  try  if  a  trade  could  be 
opened  with  the  natives.  They  returned 
in  about  two  hours,  with  only  a  few  co- 
co nuts,  the  inhabitants  being  more  dif* 
pofed  to  commit  hoftilities  then  to  traf- 
fick.  This  ifland,  we  found  during  our 
run  along  (hore,  was  two  feparate  ones, 
which  circumftance,  with  its  being  in- 
habited, were  unknown  before. 

Captain  Cook  now  finding  it  imprac- 
ticable to  reach  Otaheitee  in  any  reafon- 
able  time,  as  the  wind  continued  (o  far 
to  the  eaftward,  and  it  being  abfolutely 
neccffary  to  procure  food  for  the  cattle, 
■""•-;f    '     ^    'yr'  "  gave 
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gave  up  all  thoughts  of  it  for  the  prefenti 
efpecially  as  the  feafon  waa  too  far  ad- 
vanced to  flop  any  time  at  the  Society 
Ifles,  ahd  then  proceed  to  the  northward. 
He  therefore  determined  to  make  the  beft 
of  his  way  to  the  Friendly  Ifles,  and  or- 
dered the  Difcovery,  which  was  the  beft 
failing  Ihip,  to  keep  two  miles  a-head, 
purfuin^ '  M "  W.  S.  W.  courfe :  and  ad 
Palrherfton's  Ifland  was  in  our  way,  he 
prbpofed  flopping  there  a  day  or  two,  and 
taking  in  a  frefh  fupply  of  grafs  and  co- 
co nuts ;  a  fufficient  quantity  of  whichj 
efpecially  of  the  former,  he  hoped  to  pro- 
cure to  lafl  to  the  Friendly  Ifles.     At  five

Hoi  fultry  weather  with  thunder  and  light* 
ning — arrive    at   Palmerjion's  IJl^nd-^ 
find  no  anchorage  for  thejkipi — the  boats 
Jent  on  Jhore — account  of  this  Ifiand — in- 
habited by  numerous  flocks  of  birds — the 
reef  affords   excellent  fijh — particularly 
■  large    eels — defcription   of  them^—many 
Jharks^-find  part  of  a  canoe  and  a  piece 
■ .    of  plank  upon  the  beach — pafs  Savage 
'  Jfland^^and  defcry  the  Friendly  Ifles^-^ 
anchor  off  Anamooka,  .^ 

FROM  the  feventh  to  the  twelfth,  we 
had  very  light  airs  and  calms:  the 
weather  was  hot  and  fultry,  the  thermo- 
meter (landing  at  83,  and  84.  We  had 
alfo  much  thunder  and  lightning,  at- 
tended wirh  frequent  fqualls  and  heavy 
(howers  of  rain.  The  latter  proved  very 
acceptable  to  us,  as  we  coUe^ed  feveral 
hogflieads,  and  though  it  was  ftrongly 
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impregnated  with  the  flavour  of  the  tar; 
which  it  had  contraded  from  the  rigging, 
flill  in  our  prefent  fituation  it  was  much 
too  valuable  to  be  loft.    '  '" 
.  On  Sunday,  April  1 3th,  at  fix  in  the 
morning  we  faw  Palmerfton's  Ifland  bear- 
ing Wi     At  noon  our  obferved  latitude 
was    1 8°  6'  S.  and  longitude   197"  23' 
E.  when  it  bore  W.  by  N.  diftant  about 
five  leagues.     In  the  courfe  of  the  day, 
we  had  light  variable  winds,  and  during 
the  night  ftood  off  and  on.     In  the  morn- 
ing (April  14th),  at  four,    he  land  bore 
W.  between  three  and  four  leagues  diftant. 
At  eight,  boats  from  both  Ihips  were  fent 
to  found,  but  returned  in  the  afternoon, 
having  found  no  proper  anchorage,  but 
had  difcovered  a  kind  of  inlet  or  break 
in  the  reef,  where  the  boats  might  land 
with  fafety. 

.  Our  firft  care  the  next  day  (April  15th) 
was  to  cut  grafs  for  the  ftock,  which  were 
in  a  moft  piteous  condition,  nor  did  we 
think  of  engaging  in  any  other  bufinefs 
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till  we  had  got  a  fuflBcIent  quantity  to 
maintain  them  till  our  arrival  at  the 
Friendly  Ifles.  After  this  the  people 
were  employed  in  gathering  coco  nuts, 
which  were  diftributed  to  the  fhip*s  com- 
pany. The  grafs  and  nuts  being  brought 
on  board,  v/e,  on  Friday  evening  (April 
17th),  bore  away,  fleering  a  wefterly. 
courfe. 

Palmerflan's  Ifland  lies  in  btitude  iS^ 
4  S.  and  1 96®  40'  E.  longitude ;  it  WAS 
difcovered  and  thus  called  by  Captain 
Cook  in  his  lait  voyage.  It  confifts  of  aa 
extenfive  reef,  which  is  nearly  fevcn 
leagues  in  circumference :  upon  different 
parts  of  this  reef,  rifes  a  fmall  patch  of 
land,  of  which  there  are  in  all  nine. 
The  largeft  is  not  more  than  a  mile  arid 
half  in  circumference ;  fome  of  them  not 
1 50  yards.  Within  the  reef  is  a  lagoon, 
'  which,  as  far  as  we  faw,  had  no  connec- 
tion 'with  the  fea :  it  appeared  to  be  in 
fome  places  between  two  and  three  fa- 
ihom  deej>.  , 

The 
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The  produce  of  this  place  confifts  prin- 
cipally of  coco  nuts,  and  very  fine  fcur- 
yy  grafs.  The  only  inhabitants  we  faw 
were  rats,  lizards,  man  of  war  and 
tropic  birds,  boobies,  noddies  and  a 
few  curlews.  The  tropic  and  man  of 
W^r  lairds  were  fo  numerous,  that  the 
trees  were  abfolutely  loaded  with  them, 
and  at  the  fame  time  fo  tame  as  to  fufFer 
tfiemfelves  to  be  taken  off  the  boughs ; 
a  convincing  proof  that  they  are  never 
jnolefted  by  any  human  beings. 

The  reef  affords  fhelter  for  variety  of 
(Excellent  fifh,  particularly  a  large  eel, 
which  we  found  moft  excellent  eating. 
This  fifh  is  very  ugly  in  its  appearance, 
which  is  fufficient  to  create  horror  and 
difguft,  and  had  it  not  been  for  Omai, 
-who  told  us  it  was  very  fine,  it  is  more 
than  probable  that  we  fliould  have  re- 
mained ignorant  of  its  goodnefs.  The 
idea  which  it  would  firfl  flrike  one  with, 
is  that  of  a  large  fnake  ;  its  length  is  be- 
tween four  and  five  feet,  and  fpotted  or 
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ji?ariegated  with  brown  and  black  ;  in  cir- 
cumference it  is  about  ten  or  twelve 
inches ;  the  head  is  fmall  and  rather  flat, 
with  fmall  fiery  eyes  ;  the  part  immedi- 
ately behind  the  head  is  as  it  were  fwelled 
or  puffed  up  to  a  confiderable  fize  j  the 
mouth  is  wide  and  well  armed  with  fmall 
but  very  ftiarp  teeth.  There  are  likewife 
an  incredible  number  of  fharks  continually 
lurking  about  the  reef,  which  though  fmall 
are  very  ravenous.  None  of  our  boats 
could  pafs  or  repafs  to  the  fliips,  without 
twelve  or  fourteen  pf  thefe  gentry  after 
them,fo  that  if  i^ny  of  our  people  had  bee;i 
unfortunate  enough  to  fall  ove^rboard,  they 
muft  inevitably  have  been  devqured. 

Upon  the  beach,  we  found  the  remains 
of  a  canoe,  and  a  piece  of  plank,  which 
appeared  to  have  compofed  part  of  an 
^European  veflel.  Some  diftance  from  thefe 
was  another  piece  of  wood,  rudely  carved, 
which,  from  the  figures  upon  it,  Omai 
,  faid  had  once  belonged  to  a  burying  place 
pf  fbme  ifands  in  thefe  feas.       ~-    '  *    "' 
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We  pafled  Savage  Ifland  (fo  denomIi..| 
nated  laft  voyage  on  account  of  the  fero- . 
city  of  its  inhabitants)  on  the  23d  in* 
flant  at  midnight,  when  it  bore  from 
W.  by  S.  to  N.  W.  by  N.  Our  weather 
was  in  general  cloudy  and  fqually,  with 
thunder,  lightning,  and  heavy  rain.  On 
Monday  evening  (April  28th),  being  ac- 
cording to  our  reckoning  not  far  from 
the  eaftermoft  of  the  Friendly  Ifles,  we 
paffed  the  night  in  ftanding  to  the  north- 
ward and  fomhward.  The  next  day 
(29th),  ^t  nine  in  the  morning,  we  de- 
fcried  the  eaftern  range  of  thofe  iflands 
from  the  maft-head.  At  noon  they  bore 
from  N.  W.  by  N.  to  W.  by  N,  our 
diftance  from  the  neareft  being  about 
four  miles. 

At  four,  we  had  no  lefs  than  fifteen 
iflands  in  fight,  the  largeft  of  which, 
called  by  the  natives  Anamooka,  by  us 
Rotterdam,  bore  N.  W.  ~  N.  At  fix 
the  Refolution  made  the  fignal  for  cafting 
^nchor,  and  half  an  hour  after  both  fhips 
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came  to;  Three  Hill  Jflaiid  (a  fmall  ifle 
with    three   elevations    upon   it)  bearing* 
N.   \Y.  by  N.      The   night   was   very' 
fqually,  with  thunder  and  lightning.    "'*^^^_ 
. April. ^oth,  in  the  morning,  at  fix,  we 
weighed;   and    mado    fail,    fhaping   oiir 
cburfe  tor  Ariamboka,  as  well  as  variabl0 
winds'  would  peirrriit.     At  nine,  many  of 
tlie  natives  put  ofF  in   their  canoes,  and 
came  along"  iidc  without  any  hefitation  or 
appearance  of  fear,  and  totally  unarmed. 
This   confidence  which   they  repofed  in 
us,  was,  we  thought,  a  proof,  and  a  con- 
vincing on^  tpQ^  of  a  peaceable  and  friend- 
ly difpofition,    and   the  name  by  which 
theie     illauds     are     djflinguiflied,     viz. 
Friendly,     is    well    applied.     We    pur- 
chased of  them  (for  all  their  canoes  were 
freighted  with  fome  good  thing  or  other) 
coco  nuts,,  fowls,  bread-fruit,  and  yams, 
for  which  we  paid   beads,  nails,  knives, 
and  fmall  pieces  of  red  cloth.     At.  noon 
the  weather  became  fo  thick  and  hazy  with 
hard  rain,  that  we  were  not  able  to  dif- 
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tinguini  the  1  nd,  and  all  the  afternoon 
and  night  we  were  employed  in  ftanding 
off  and  on,  not  being  able  to  find  an  an- 
phoring  place.  *'  •> 

The  next  day  May  ift),  at  noon,  Ana- 
mooka  bore  E.  ;-  S.  about  four  miles  di- 
ilant.  At  fix  in  the  afternoon  we  an- 
■  chorcd  in  forty-feven  fathom,  fandy  bot- 
tom, the  north  point  of  Anamooka  bear- 
ing E.  N.  E.  diftant  five  miles.  At  day- 
light (Friday  2d)  we  got  up  our  anchor, 
jind  made  fail.  Numbers  of  the  natives 
came  oiF  to  us,  and  we  foon  purchafed  a 
fufficient  quantity  of  hogs,  yams,  plan- 
tains, fowls,  &c.  &c.  for  the  fhip's  com- 
pany, and  bid  adieu  to  every  fpecies  of 
fhip's  provifion  except  grog.  At  noon 
the  extremes  of  Anamooka  bore  S.  E.  by 
S.  and  S.  |  W.  diftant  from  the  neareft 
Ihore  three  miles.  At  four  in  the  after- 
noon,  both  veflels  anchored,  and  foon  after 
•were  moored  a  cable  each  way,  the  beft 
bower  of  the  Difcovery  being  infeventeen 
fathom,  the  fmall  bower  in  twenty-feven 
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fathom,  her  diftance  from  the  reef  about 
three  cables  length.       :     ,v  t      :,',■,    ;>?.

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A3  foon  as  the  {hip$  "Were  fee u red, 
Captain  Cook  iflued  ap,  order  to 
prohibit  all  trade,  except  for  necefTaries, 
^hich  was  read  to  the  ihips  companies. 
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The  fubftance  of  it  was,  that  there  (hould 
be  a  perfon  appointed  from  both  (hips  tq 
hold  a  market  with  the*  natives  on  fliore, 
for  fucfi  provifions  ^s  the  ifland  pro- 
duced. 

That  two  other  perfons  fhould  Ukewife 
be  appointed  to  trade  on  board;  and  that 
none  other  fhould  prefume  to  purchafe  or 
buy,  without  leave  of  the  captain,  or,  in 
his  abfenpe,  that  of  the  commariding  of-? 
ficer.  ,    V 

That  no  curiofities  fliould  be  bought 
^ill  the  Ihips  had  procured  a  fufficient 
ftock  of  refrcfhment ;  after  which  a  gene- 
ral trade  would  be  opened,  and  every 
one  at  liberty  to  purchafe  what  he  thought 
proper.  ♦  v  ^;  r      .  v. 

The  next  day  (May  3dj  the  aftrono- 
mers  tents,  inftruments,  &c.  were  got 
on  fhore,  together  with  the  coopers,  the 
empty  cafks,  &c.  and  the  marines.  The 
chief  of  the  ifland  furniflied  us  with  a 
large  hut  for  our  reception  on  fhore,  in 
(he  front  of  which  the  market  was  held ; 
.  a  line 
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a  line  was  drawn  between  the  natives 
and  us,  at  fome  diftance  from  the  hut, 
to  prevent  their  crowding  too  near,  and 
none  of  them  were  permitted  to  come 
within  it.  We  were  abundantly  fupplied 
with  hogs,  fowls,  yams,  plantains,  bread- 
fruit, and  coco  nuts,  and  in  fliort  fared 
fumptuoufly  every  day. 

On  the  fourth,  a  party  of  men  were 
fent  to  cut  wood,  as  the  ifland  apparent- 
ly affordcJ  plenty  of  that  article;  amOn^lt 
other  trees  they  unluckily  cut  down  feve- 
ral  of  the  manchineel,  the  juice  of  which 
getting  into  their  eyes,  rendered  them 
bii«d  for  feveral  days.  In  the  after noen, 
the  Difcovery's  fmall  bower  cable  parted, 
having  been  divided  by  the  rocks ;  the 
ftream-anchor  was  diredly  carried  out  to 
fteady  the  fliip  to  the  wed  ward,  ;but  the 
pbb  tide  run  fo  ftrongly  to  the  eaftward, 
that  they  were  obliged  to  poftpone  it  till 
ilack  water,  which  was  near  twelve  at 
night.  Moft  of  the  boats  and  people 
•VV'ere   employed   the   next    morning    in 
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fweeping  for  the  anchor,  which  was  too 
valuable  an  article  to  be  loft;  they  did 
not  fucceed  howiver  till  the  afternoon, 
when  they  purchased  it  by  the  buoy  rope. 
The  cablf^  was  cut  about  twenty- eight 
fathoms  from  the  anchor. 

In  the  courfe  of  this  day  we  v^ere  vl- 
flted  by  a  chief,  whofc  name  the  natives 
told  us  was  Fcenow;  this  man  came 
from  the  illand  of  Tonga-taboo  or  Am- 
fterdam  j  he  had  a  numerous  retinue, 
who  paid  him  great  rerpe(5t.  One  cf 
them,  who  appeared  to  be  a  principal  man, 
made  a  long  oration,  in  the  courfe  of 
which  he  gave  us  to  underftand,  that 
Feenow  was  Agee  lahee,  or  king  of  Ana- 
mooka,  and  all  the  furrounding  ifles,  of 
which  he  enumerated  near  a  hundred. 
There  were  likewife  feven  or  eight  fine 
handfome  girls  with  him,  which  we  were 
told  were  his  wives,  'ajliw  ,iuu  ■  *tju  < 
-  Having,  before  the  arrival  of  this  chief, 
loft  feveral  things  from  the  {hips,  which 
we  could  impute  to  no  one  but  the  In- 
dians, 


^- 
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dians,  the  Captain  complained  to  Iilm  of* 
the  thefts,  and  begged  that  he  would  ex- 
ert his  authority,  and  get  them  reftored  i 
Feenow  promifed  to  do  it,  and  in  the 
courfe  of  the  day  they  were  returned. 
The  bottom  where  the  Difcovery  lay 
being  very  rocky  and  uneven.  Captain 
Clerke  determined  to  fhift  it  farther  to 
the  weftward.  The  next  day  (May  7th) 
he  gave  orders  to  weigh  the  ftream-anchoi , 
and  heave  fhort  upon  the  beft  bower;  hut 
the  united  force  of  the  whole  fhip's  com- 
pany was  not  able  to  purchafe  it,  the 
cable  having  got  foul  of  a  rock ;  they 
waited  till  flack  water,  when  the  {hip 
would  tend  to  the  ebb  tide,  and  probab^^' 
ckar  it,  but  at  eleven  the  cable  parted. 
The  recovery  of  this  anchor  caufed  an  in- 
finite deal  of  trouble,  as  it  had  got  in  a 
hole  between  the  rocks,  and  could  only 
be  feen  when  the  water  was  pcrfedly 
fmooth ;  but  at  laft,  after  a  number  of 
unfuccefsful  trials,  they  were  lucky 
enough  to  weigh  it.

Feenow  had  for  fome  days  paft  been 
very  defirous  that  Captaia  Cook  would 
accompany  him  to  fome  iflands,  which  he 
faid  were  about  two  days  fail  from  Ana- 
mooka;  thefe  iflands  he  called  Happi, 
which  in  the  language  of  thefe  people 
fignifies  a  dufter.  As  this  bid  fair  for  a 
new  diibovei),  the  Captain  very  readily 
accepced  his  invitation.        v 

On  Wednefday  morning  (May  14th) 
we  weighed,  and  made  fail,  and  after  a 
troublefome  and  dangerous  paflage,  occa- 
fioned  by  the  number  of  rocks  and  fhoals 
through  which  we  were  partly  obliged  to 
pafs,  arrived  at  Happi  on  the  17th.    We 
here  experienced  a  repetition  of  thofe  ci- 
vilities from  Feenow,  which  we  found  at 
Anamooka :  every  diing  was  conducted 
with  the  greatefl:  regularity  and  decorum, 
and  in  fhort,  nothing  was  wanting  to  ren- 
der our  ftay  as  agreeable  as  pofhble. 

He  entertained  us  with  boxing  and 
wreftling  matches,  and  variety  of  dances 
both  by  men  and  womenj  which  exceeded 

every 
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€very  thing  of  the  kind  that- was  ever  feen 
before.  An  idea  cannot  be  conveyed  by 
words,  for  their  attitudes  were  fo  Tarious 
and  different  from  any  other  dances,  and 
at  the  fame  time  fo  regular  and  exa<St, 
that  the  whole  company,  which  conHfted 
of  thirty  or  forty  people,  feetr.ed  to  be 
adluated  by  one  foul. 

Feenow  having  given  a  fpecimen  of 
what  his  countrymen  could  do,  defired 
Captain  Cook  to  entertain  him  with  fome- 
thing  in  our  way.  The  next  day  (May 
30th)  the  marines  from  both  fliips  were 
fent  on  fliore  to  perform  their  exercife, 
which  however  did  not  appear  to  ilrike 
him  with  any  very  great  furprize.  Pro- 
bably, he  was  confcious  of  his  fuperiority 
over  us  in  that  particular ;  at  leaft  if  he 
was  not,  mod  of  us  were.  However, 
left  he  fhould  think  ua  a  parcel  of  poor 
creatures  altogether,  a  number  of  fire- 
works were  let  oft'  in  the  evening,  which 
feemed  to  turn  the  balance  in  our  fa- 
vour. */  7 
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On  the  29th,  we  weighed  our  anchors, 
and  made  fail.  Sunday  (June  ift)  ia 
the  evening,  it  being  very  fqually,  wet, 
and  dark,  the  Refolution  made  the  fignal 
of  danger,  having  got  too  near  the 
breakers,  upon  a  reef  of  coral  rock,  which, 
almoft  furrounded  us,  but  fortunately 
(he  foon  cleared  them.  On  the  2d,  at  one 
in  the  afternoon,  the  weather  became  fo 
fquaily,  that  Captain  Cook  thought  it  pru- 
dent to  caft  anchor,  for  we  were  enclofed 
on  every  fide  with  rocks  and  fhoals,  and 
the  violence  of  the  wind  prevented  us 
from  feeing  in  what  diredion  to  proceed : 
we  accordingly  dropped  our  heft  bowers 
in  forty- three  fathoiu  water,  with  a  Tandy 
bottom,  and  took  in  our  top-gallant-yards. 

This  difagreeable  weather  continued 
till  the  4th,  during  which  time  we  under- 
went a  good  deal  of  anxiety,  for  our  fitu- 
ation  was  truly  alarmin?  as  we  muft  un- 
avoidably have  gone  l^  the  rocks  if 
our  cables  had  parted.  Having  got  up 
our  anchors,  we  again  madf  fail,  and  on 
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the  6tli,  at  three  in  the  afternoon,  an- 
chored off  Anamooka,  about  three  quai- 
ters  of  a  mile  from  fhore,  .  , 

One  of  Captain  Cook's  reafbns  for  flop* 
ing  here  a  fecond  time,,  was  to  look  at 
Tome  melons  and  cucumbers,  the  feeds  of 
which  he  had  planted  foon  after  our, ar- 
rival in  May;  but  to  his  great  regret 
they  were  in  a  very  poor  ftate,  having 
been  nearly  deftroyed  by  vermin. 

The  day  after  our  fecond  arrival  here, 
we  were  informed  that  another  great  man 
from  Tonga-Taboo,  or  Amfterdam,  was 
arrived,  whofe  name  was  Fatafee-Powla- 
how.  This  gentleman  foon  after  came 
on  board;  he  was  above  the  middle  fize, 
exceeding  fat,  and  appeared  to  be  about 
forty.  His  attendants  were  numerous, 
and  there  was  not  one  of  them  but  told 
us  that  this  man  was  the  real  king  of 
Tonga- Taboo,  Anamooka,  Happi,  and  in 
ihort  ail  the  iflands  which  we  before  flip- 
pofed  Feenow  king  of.  This  ftrange  ac- 
count furprift'd  us  a  good  deal,  as  every- 
body 
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bbdy  had  taken  it  for  granted  that  Fed- 
how  was  fovereign,  every  mark  of  re- 
fpe£t  and  fubmiflioii  being  paid  him,  and 
how  to  account  for  the  ufurpation  (if  fuch 
it  was)  of  this  man,  was  a  circumftance 
We  could  not  readily  fucceeded  in* 
■^Feenow  had  gone  the  day  before  our 
departure  from  Happi,  to  a  neighbouring 
ifland  called  Va  vow,  from  Which  he  was 
to  return  at  the  end  of  three  days,  with 
a  large  ftock  of  red  feathers  and  various 
other  things.     The  time  elapfed,  but  no 
Feenow   appeared.      This    circumftance* 
though  it  did  not  ftrike  us  then,  appeared 
againft  him  now  with  double  force,  and 
gave  us  great  reafon  to  fuppofe,  that  our 
old  friend  had  really  alTumed  a  title  to 
which  he  had  no  rigiu,  and  that  in  fa£t  he 
was  abfent  for  no  other  reafon,  but  to 
avoid  an  interview  with  Powlahow,  in  the 
courfe  of  which  all  his  confequence  muft 
fall  to  the  ground. 

Powlahow,  during  hii  /lay  ou  board,  paid 
great  attention  to  the  different  parts  of  the 
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fhip,  arid,  amongft  other  queftiOns,  ^iked 

us  what  we  came  to  thefe  iflands  for? 

He  faid,  we  appeared  to  be  in  want  of 

nothing,  and  that  we  all  looked  well  and 

in  health.     A  queftion  of  this  kind  came 

fo  unfufpeded,  that  at  firft  the  Captain 

was  at  a  lofs  what  reply  to  make;  but 

recoUeding  himfelf,  he  told  him  he  came 

there  by  the  order  of  his  King,  who  was  a 

great  and  mighty  prince,  and  was  defirous 

of  entering  into  a  league  of  friendfhip 

with  him;   that  there  was  a  large  ftock 

of   hatchets,    knives,   beads,    red   cloth, 

&c.  on  board,  which  he  would  barter  with 

him  for  hogs,   and  fuch   articles  as  the 

ifland   produced.     This    anfwer   fatisfied 

him  very  well,  and,  at  the  defire  of  the 

Captain,  he  went  down  with  him  into  the 

great  cabin,  where  he  received  a  prefent 

fuitable  to  his  rank,  and  then  went  on 

board  his  canoe  very  much  pleafed. 

The  next  morning  Feenow  arrived, 
and  in  the  prefence  of  Ibme  of  our  gentle- 
men, who  by  chance  were  with  Powla- 

liow, 


^^ 
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how,  acknowledged  him  as  his  fuperlor, 
and  paid  him  the  homage  of  a  fu^jedl,  . 

hut  with  a  countenance  fo  expreffive  of 
fliame,  that  every  one  who  faw  him  fe|t 
for  and  pitied  him.     Feenow's  conduct 
was  however  natural  enough ;  for  moft 
people  are  anxious  to  appear  greater  than 
they  really  are,  efpecially  if  they  are  like- 
ly to  gain  any  thing  by  it,  which  jnoft 
probably  was  the  cafe  with  him;  and  in 
this  refped  it  anfwered  his  purpofe  very 
well,  for  he  received  many  prefents  on 
that  account,  which  otherwife  would  not 
have  been  given  him. "    We  found,  how- 
.ever,   that  though  he  AViiS  liftt  king,  he 
was  one  of  the  principa,!  men,  and  gene- 
;rali/]5mo  of  the  king';:  forces^  and  upon 
^Jl  occafions  led  them  out  to.  battle,  --m,.

IN  the  afternoon  we  got  up  our  anchors 
jind  made   fail,  attended  by  Powla- 

:  tow  and  feenow,  in  their  canoes,  which 
went  at  a  great  rate,  and  a  number  of 
fmailer  ones.  The  royal  canoe  was  di- 
ilinguiftied  from  the  reft  by  a  fmall  bun- 
dle of  grafs,  of  a  red  colour,  faftened  tq 

•  the  end  of  a  pole,  and  fixed  in  the  ftern 
of  the  canoe  in  the  fame  manner  as  out 
enfign  flaffs. 

We 
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We  found  this  paflage  a  moft  trouble-' 
fome  and  dangerous  one ;  we  could  clearly 
perceive  the  bottom  (which  was  one  con- 
tinued bed  of  coral),  throughout  the  time, 
and  here  and  there  a  rock  towering  its 
head  above  the  reft.  The  Difcovery  did 
fall  foul  of  one,  and  had  we  not  the  ad- 
vantage of  fmooth  water  and  a  fteady 
breeze,  in  all  probability  we  might  have 
run  upon  more  of  them,  ^^^■•^^^v^^  n:  ,.  . 
■'^  On  the  ninth,  at  eleven  in  the  morn- 
ing, th€  Rcfolution  let  go  her  anchor,  as 
did  the  Difcovery  foon  after,  but  ftill  fur- 
rounded  in  a  manner  by  rocks.  Amfter- 
dam,  or  Tonga-Taboo,  then  bore  S.  75 
\V.  but  at  a  good  diftance.  T  he  boats  were 
foon  after  fent  away  to  look  for  a  more 
fecure  place  for  the  (liips,  and  havin?- 
found  one,  we  removed  to  it,  and  at  five 
anchored  for  the  night  in  about  eight  fa- 
thom, fandy  bottom.  The  next  morning 
(June  I  oth)we  weighed  and  flood  for  Am- 
fterdam,  and  in  the  afternoon  both  fliips  let 
go  their  anchors  in  a  fine  fecure  harbour, 
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our  depth  of  water  being  ten  fathom, 
with  a  black  fancly  bottom  j  our  dillanc^ 
from  the  fhore  about  half  a  mijc. 

Th€  next  day  (June  1 1  th)  the  tents  an(} 
obfervatories  were  got  on  (hore,  ai.d  the 
gunner  of  each  Ihip  appointed  to  trade 
with  the  natives.  The  market  was  held 
in  a  pleafant  fpot  of  ground,  furrounded 
with  trees,  and  in  the  front  of  one  of 
Powlahow  s  houfes,  adjoining  to  whicl^ 
the  (hips  tents  we;e  pitched.  Every 
Article  of  trade  was  in  the  greateft  plenty 
except  bread-fruit,  the  feafon  for  which 
was  then  over;  but  the  want  of  this  waa 
amply  fupplied  by  yams  and  tarrovy. 
The  catde  Ukewife  were  fent  oq  fhore^ 
as  they  had  been  at  Anamooka. 

In  the  courfe  of  the  day  we  Vv  ere  in-? 
formed  that  a  very  old  man,  whofe  name 
was  Malla-wagga,  was  the  real  King  of 
all  thefe  iflands  but  being  overwhelmed 
by  the  infirmities  of  age,  he  was  uhr 
able  to  hold  the  reins  of  government, 
which  "were  therpfor^  turned  over  to 
4.  Fowlahow. 
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Powlahow.  This  circumftance  appear* 
ed  very  ftrange  to  us,  no  lefs  than  three 
people  having  been  poinced  out  to  us 
as  king;  but  as  this  was  the  cafe,  (he 
Captains  thought  it  neceflary  to  pay  their 
refpeds  to  him,  and  informed  PowlahoW 
of  their  intentions,  who  readily  agreed 
to  accompany  them.  In  the  mornin;^ 
Captains  Cook  and  Gierke,  attended  by*' 
Omai,  Powlahow,  and  foine  of  the  oHicera« 
fet  off  by  water  (having  a  man  with  theix^  l 
to  a£t  as  pilot),  for  his  refidence,  whict^ 
was  at  a  part  of  the  iiland  called  Moa,  and 

about  fix  miles  diftant,  V 

'  Upon  their  arrival,  they  were  received 
by  a  large  concourfe  of  people,  who  ex- 
prefled  the  greateft  fatisfaftion  at  feethg 
them.  After  walking  a  few  paces,  Pov^ 
Jahow  went  into  a  plantation,  attended  by 
an  old  woman,  and  put  on  a  very  fine  gar^ 
pient  and  a  kind  of  large  mat,  after  which 
they  all  went  to  a  pleafant  green,  fur- 
rounded  by  tall  majeftic  tre';s :  on  one 
fide  was   a  fpacious  houfe,  where    the 

Captains 
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Captains  feated  themfelves.     Powlahow 
(Itting  under  the  hedge  of  a  plantation.  >  - 
?*  After  waiting  fome  time,  in  conftant 
cxpedation  of  being  introduced  to  his 
majefty,  and  not  feeing  any  probability 
of  its  being  done,  Powlahow  was  afked 
the  reafon  of  the  delay:   he  told  them 
that  Malla-wagga  was  gone  down  to  the 
jQiips:     Th^  gentlemen  were  not  perfedr- 
Jy  pleafed  with   this  intelligence,   after 
having  been  at  the  trouble  of  going  fo  far» 
in  an  exceeding  hot  day;  however,  find- 
ing his  majeiity  was  not  vifible,  they  made 
the  bed  of  it,  and  returned  to  the  boats. 
j^   Moa  is  a  mofl  pleafant  fpot,  and  much 
fuperior  to  that  part  of  the  ifland  where 
our  tents  were  ere<5tcd,  which  probably 
is  the  reafon  why  th^  king  ?ind  n^bijity 
refide  there. 
1^    The  houfes  are  all  very  good,  and  itt 
general  large,  fome  of  them  being  be- 
tween fifty  or  fixty  feet  in  length,  fix- 
teen  or   eighteen  feet  wide,  and  lofty 
enough  to  admit  of  an  upper  floor.     The 

wood 
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9^ood  work  is  good,  and  la(hed  or  tied 
^og.ether  vfkh  line  of  diflFerent  cblour9^ 
fo  difpofed  as  to  form  diamonds  and  var 
^ious  other  figures.     They  are  all  well 
thatched,  and  will  not  admit  a  drop  of 
rain;  the  bottoms  or  floor  are  covered 
''with  mats.'  --^  v^  ••='.. --u    ,-w,  .,...':■  .-,i.,j^, 
*  Upon  the  return  bf  the  Captains  to  the 
{hips,  they  found  that  no  Malla-wagga 
had  been  there;  a  piece  of  information 
which' perplexed  them  a  good  deal,  being 
totally  unable  to  account  for  Powlahow's 
behaviour.     The  next  morning  Feenow 
came  on  board,  and  tpld  us  he  was  going 
for  the  old  man ;  they  both  returned  the 
following  day.     As  foon  as  his  majefty 
pame  on  board,  he  faw  Powlahow,  whp 
chanced  to  be  there,  and  to  the  furprize 
of  us  all,  paid  him  homage,  by  bowing 
and  touching  his  feet.  '    '"*'         /       .41^^ 

'■     This  extraordinary  circumftance  puz- 
zled us  all,  not  a  perfon  in  either  fhip 

being  able  to  unravel  the  myftery.  What 

puld  induce  Powlahow  himfelf  to  carry 

the 
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file  Captat^ins  to  fee  the  old  man  as  king, 
^hen  he  muft  be  confcious  that  he  really 
was  not,  is  ccf taittly  very  ftratige.  ' — 
»iy  Malla-wagga  is  th«  father  of  Fecnow 
9nd  Tubou  (the  latter  a  man  of  great  power 
and  confequence  in  the  ifland),  and  Pow- 
lahow's  father,  whofe  name  was  FatafejB 
powlahow,  is  dead,  and  it  is  by  no  means 
clear  that  Malla-wagga  could  ever  have 
teen  kjug^  He  has  been  generaliflimo,  a 
poft  which  his  fpn  Feenow  pow  pofleffes,  as 
}ias  been  mentioned  before.  Thefe  miAake^s 
fiowever  muft  arife  from  our  imperfeft 
knowledge  of  their  language,  which  is  the 
pnly  clue  to  guide  us  to  the  truth.  We 
alfo  received  another  piece  of  intelligence ; 
which  was  that  Powlahow's  ajmt,  by  the 
father's  fide,  was  nominally  queen  of  aU 
the  Iflands,  to  whom  he  himfclf  paid 
homage,  as  well  as  to  a  fon  and  daughter 
of  her's  by  a  man  of  Fidgi  (an  iflaud 
about  five  da^s  fail  from  Amfterdam) ; 
and  that  during  her  life  they  alfo  were 
luperior  to  him  in  point  of  rank,  but 

.  .  upon 
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upon  h«r  death  all  their  confequence 
ceafes.  Both  fon  and  daughter  are  dif- 
drdered  in  their  fenfes ;  the  name  of  the 
former  is  Latoo-labooloo.  Malla-wagga  ia 
a  -v^ry  old  man,  apparently  not  lefe  than 
feventy,  and  is  at  times  quite  childifti  5 
he  was  much  better  pleafed  with  a  few 
beads  than  with  hatchets  or  nails. 

Having  exprefied  a  defire  of  feeing  our 
method  of  fighting,  z^ii  account  of  which 
he  had  probably  heard  from  his  fon 
Feenow,  Captain  Cook  ordered  all  the 
marines  on  fliore  for  that  purpofe.  In 
return  for  this  piece  of  complaifance, 
we  were  entertained  with  fome  capital 
heivahs  or  entertainments,  in  which  alt 
the  principal  people  aflifted,  efpecially 
Tubow,  who  was  one  of  the  firft  rate  per- 
formers.'''^^^^^^'■^*  "^'^  ^"-^  '-'  ''■'^   ■  [^ 

July  8th,  the  Captains  and  fome  other 
gentlemen  were  invited  by  Powlahow  to 
be  prefent  at  a  ceremony,  which  he  called 
Anache,  the  meaning  of  which  we  could 
not  clearly  comprehend,  but  it  feems  to 

be. 


be,  the  people  fwearing  allegiance  to  his 
fon,  and  poflibly  is  always  obferved  when 
the  child  arrives  at  a  certain  age.  Before 
this  ceremony  he  was  never  fufFered  to 
cat  with  his  father,  but  afterwards  will 
always  fit  at  table  with  him.  'H^. 

.-.  The  company  arrived  at  Moa  (the  place 
mentioned  before)  about  eight  in  the 
morning,  and  found  Powlahow  with  about 
fifty  of  his  nobles  about  him,  drinking 
a'wa.  Going  a  little  farther,  they  ob- 
ferved a  great  number  of  people  aflem- 
bled,  and  fitting  on  each  fide  the  road  of 
a  fpacious  green  furrounded  with  lofty 
trees ;  they  immediately  called  out  Ta- 
boo, and  defired  the  Captains,  &c.  to  fit 
down  and  pull  off  their  hats. 

In  one  place  fat  fix  or  feven  agees  or 
chiefs  fmging,  and  by  them  were  lying 
feveral  flicks,  with  a  fmall  yam  tied  to 
each.  After  continuing  their  fong  for 
fome  time,  two  of  them  took  one  of  the 
above  flicks  with  a  yam,  and  carried  it 
between  them  upon  their  ihoulders,  fol- 
lowed 
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lowed  by  five  or  fix  others  with  cluf>< 
and  fpears:  this  was  repeated  by  a  like 
number  of  people  feveral  times.  The 
yams  were  depofited  under  a  large  fpread- 
ing  tree  on  a  green,  facing  a  burial-place; 
after  which  all  the  agees>  except  three  or 
four,  went  away,   wt??!  va^rvw-.' r~i  i 

They  being  gone   alfo,  a  man  came 
carrying  a  pigeon  on  a  ftick,  but  it  was 
not  left  under  the  tree  with  the  yams. 
Here  a  paufe  enfued,  and  the  gentlemen 
afking  if  the  ceremony  was  over,  were 
.  told  no,  but  that  Taboo  would  come  pre- 
sently, during  which  time  they  could  not 
be  upon  the  fpot,  but  might  retire  behind 
I ,  thefenceof  a  plantation  notfar  off, through 
which  they  might  look  and  fee  the  whole., 
»  Omai  being  of  their  own  complexion, 
:,  and  drefling  himfelf  in  their  manner  was 
f.  readily  admitted,  and  Captain  Cook  being 
.defirous  of  feeing  the  whole,  was  with 
:.  much  difficulty,  fufFered  to  be  prefent, 
.  though  not  till  he  had  ftripped  himfelf 
from  his  waift  upwards. 

'   -■  At 
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At  four  in  the  afternoon  the  other 
l^entlemen  were  conducted  to  the  fence  of 
the  plantation,  and  oh  looking  through, 
faw  a  number  of  people  aflembled  to- 
gethci  under  the  fame  tree  the  yams 
tirere  left  in  the  morning.  Soon  after 
came  the  prince  (a  fine  boy  about  twelve 
years  old)  attended  by  three  agees,  and 
followed  by  fifteen  couple  of  women,, 
each  couple  carrying  a  long  flip  of  white 
cloth.  The  prince  then  feated  himfelf  on 
the  green  with  his  attendants,  as  did  the 
women,  who  delivered  the  cloth,  and  then 
rofe  up  and  feated  themfelves  at  a  diflance. 
Immediately  after  this,  feveral,  men  came 
with  each  his  coco  nut  branch  and  large 
ftick,  and  in  the  fpace  of  three  minutes 
made  a  commodious  little  houfe,  to  which 
the  prince  withdrew  with  the  agees  who 
attended  him.  After  that  came  Powla- 
how  attended  by  two  men,  and  fat  down 
at  a  fmall  diftance  from  the  houfe.  A 
fhort  paufe  enfued,  when  upon  fomething 
l^eing  faid  by  a  man  who  appeared  to  be 

mafter 
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hiafter  of  the  ceremonies,  feveral  of  tlitt 
people  who  were  feated  ran  off,  and  aftei* 
k  fliort  ftay  returned.  Then  two  men  came, 
^vith  each  a  greeil  boiigh  in  his  hand, 
tnade  their  obeifance  to  the  prince,  and 
for.  a  few  minutes  fat  before  him.  That 
done,  the  agees  with  the  yams  came  iti 
by  pairs,  laid  them  down  alt  hU  feet, 
and  feated  themfelvea  rouiid  him  j  when 
the  man»  mentioned  befoi'e  as  mafler  of 
the  ceremonids,  made  A  fpeech,  ^tld  was 
anfwered  by  different  people,  feemirtgly 
in  the  affirmative.  The  harangue  con- 
tinued about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  after 
which  all  the  people  difperfed,  and  thus 
ended  the  ceremony  for  the  day. 

The  ,next  day  it  was  repeated  with  fome 
little  Variation;  for  they  prcfented  him 
with  Bih  of  different  kinds  and  awa ;  and 
befides  the  women's  bringing  cloth,  fome 
of  the  men  laid  mats  before  him,  which 
with  the  cloth  were  Wrapped  round  him, 
fo  that  by  the  time  the  whole  was  Over, 
he  had  more  things  upon  him  than  he 
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could  move  under.  The  whole  concluded 
with  entertainments  of  boxing,  wreflling, 
dancing,  &c. 

This  ceremony  feems  to  be  an  allegori- 
cal or  figurative  acknowledgment  of  the 
obedience  of  the  people  to  their  prince. 
The  yams  which  were  brought  probably 
implied,  that  they  would  always  fupply 
him  with  whatever  was  neceflfary  for  the 
fuppor't  of  life,  as  good  fubjedls  ought  to 
do.  The  cloth  brought  by  the  women 
(which  is  their  peculiar  manufadure) 
might  have  nearly  the  fame  meaning, 
and  fo  of  the  fifh  and  awa.  The  fubftance 
of  the  fpeech  might  be  to  inform  the 
people,  ;hat  the  prince  was  arrived  at 
fuch  an  age,  and  to  know  if  they  would 
acknowledge  him  as  king  after  the  death 
of  his  father,  to  which  it  is  likely  they 
gave  an  anfwer  in  the  affirmative. 

July  loth.  Captain  Cook  ptefented 
Powlahovv  with  a  bull  and  cow,  a  fow 
and  boar,  and  two  ducks.  To  Feenow, 
he  gave  a  horfe  and  mare,  and  to  Malla- 
.         ...  ivagga 
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wagga  a  ram  and  two  ewes  ;  but  the  old 
gentleman  paid  (o  little  attention  to  them, 
that  the  captain  ordered  them  to  be 
brought  on  board  again. 

On  the  morning  of  the  1 1  th,  both  the 
(hips  weighed,  and  maae  fail,  and  were 
employed  till  fix  at  night  in  turning  to  the 
eaftward,  between  two  reefs  not  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  afunder. 

At  feven  we  anchored,  but  having  frefli 
gales  and  fqually  weather,  the  Difcovery 
drove  off  the  bank,  and  was  obliged  to 
weigh  her  anchor,   and  make  fail:   (lie 
continued  working  to  windward  till  one 
the  next  morning,  and  then  anchored  a- 
gain.  During  the  night  we  had  frefh  gales; 
at  nine  in  the  morning,  (July  12th)  we 
got  in  the  boats;  and  at  eleven  weighed 
our  anchors.     We  continued  turning  to 
the  eaftward  till  the  1 3th,  when  we  came 
to,  off  the  weft  fide  of  Middleburgh,  and 
foon  after  we  moored  ihip ;   when   the 
R  W.   part   of   Middleburgh   bore   N. 
26  Ej    a   fmall    ifland   N.    13   W.  the 
•  '  G  2  *      .   eaft 
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caft  part  of  Amfterdam  N.  30  \V.  and 
'     the  S.  part  N.  78  W.  our  diftance  from 

fliore  three  quarters  of  a  mile. 

Soon  after  we  had  fecured  the  fhips, 

a  double  canoe  arrived  from  Amfterdam,. 

probably  with  inftrudtions  to  the  people  at 

what  rate  to  fell  their  various  articles,  and 

to  inform  them  of  the  prices  we  had  given. 

The  following  day  the  gunners  were  fent 
on  fhore  as  ufual,  to  trade,  and  found 
abundance   of  every  thing,   particularly 
ihaddocks,  with  which  this  ifland  abounds. 
The  natives  treated  us  with  civility,  but 
not  in  the  fame  degree  as  at  the  other 
iflands.     We  ftaid  here  till  the  17th  in- 
Hant,  when  the  (hips  being  ready  for  fea, 
and  every  thing  got  on  board>  we  weigh- 
ed our  anchors,  and  made  fail,  fliaping 
our  courfe  for  Otaheitee,  having  fome  live 
hogs  on  board,  a  number  of  yams,  and 
feme  calks  of  corned  pork. 
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CHAP.     IX. 

Account  of  the  Friendly  IJlands — produce'^ 
animals — defcription  of  the  natives — drefs 

.  ^^houfes — food — cookery — amufements-^ 
manufadfures — canoes — burial  place s^» 
funeral  ceremonies—form  of  government'^ 
'weapons, 

MANY  particulars  have  already  been 
related  of  thefe  iflands  in  the 
courfe  of  the  laft  voyage ;  but  as  our  ftay 
among  them  this  time  was  of  a  much 
longer  duration,  of  courfe  we  had  a  greater 
fcope  for  obfervations.  But  much  ren 
mains  for  future  navigators  j  the  moft: 
perfect  account  we  can  produce  is  at  beft 
but  a  confufed  piece  of  work,  and  what 
little  we  can  relate  is  in  general  confined 
to  a  few  common  articles,  fuch  as  the  drefs, 
food,  and  manufactures  of  the  natives; 
every  thing  beyond  being  little  more  than 
conjedure.  It  is  from  the  form  of  govern- 
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ment,  laws,  manners,  cuftoms,  and  reli- 
gion of  a  people,  that  we  are  to  derive 
amufement  and  inftrudlion :  and  as  the 
only  road  to  obtain  this,  is  by  a  know- 
ledge of  the  language  of  the  country, 
every  account  that  can  be  given  muft  of 
courfe  fall  far  Ihort  of  the  truth,  till  that 
knowledge  is  acquired. 

Anamooka,  or  Rotterdam,  lies  in  lat. 
20  deg.  14  min.  S.  it  is  almoft  furround- 
ed  by  a  reef  of  coral  rock,  and  affords  no 
good  harbour.  The  foil  is  rich  and  fer- 
tile, except  when  you  approach  the  fhore, 
where  it  becomes  fandy :  it  is  of  a  very 
!  moderate  elevation,  and  is  well  clothed 
with  trees  of  various  kinds,  but  affords 
but  little  good  water,  on  which  account 
the  natives  are  obliged  to  go  inland  for 
what  they  ufe  in  cooking,  :      ^  ,■  ■ 

'  Our  watering-place  was  nearly  a  quar- 
ter of  a  mile  from  the  beech,  and  was  in  * 
fiidi  nothing  more  than  a  Handing  pool, 
in  which  the  natives  bathed  themfelves ; 
the  water  was  both  thick  and  muddy,  and   . 
"  ■■  '  i  not 
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not  very  palatable,  but  we  found  no  bad 
efFeds  from  the  ufe  of  it. 

The  Happi  iflands  lay  in  about  a  S.  W, 
diredion  from  Anamooka;  Lefoogo, 
which  is  the  name  of  that,  off  which  the 
fhips  anchored,  is  in  latitude  1 9  deg.  46 
min.  S.  and  longitude  185  deg.  10  min» 
E.  They  are  all  (at  leaft  all  we  faw)  low, 
flat  iflands  of  fmall  dimenfions,  and  afford 
but  little  water ;  moft  of  them  are  well 
covered  with  trees,  which  prove  the  foil 
to  be  good. 

Tonga-taboo,  or  Amfterdam,  is  in  lat. 
21  deg.  8  min.  S.  and  185  deg.  8  min. 
E.  longitude.  It  is  the  largeft  that  we 
faw  of  the  Friendly  Ifles,  and  is  low  and 
flat,  without  the  leaft  elevation.  Water 
here  alfo  is  a  fcarce  article,  fo  much  fo 
that  we  were  obliged  to  dig  a  well  upon  a 
fmall  ifland  aboi^t  three  miles  from  the 
fliips;  but  after  all  it  proved  brackiih 
and  unpalatable. 

Middleburg,  or  Eaoowe,  is  to  the 
^9ftUward  of  Amfterdam,  in  lat.  2X  deg* 
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^l  min.  S.  This  ifland  is  by  far  the  moft 
pleafant  of  the  whole,  and  is  interfperfed 
v^ith  lawns,  hills,  and  dales,  as  beautiful 
as  can  be  conceived.  The  foil  upon  the 
hills  is  nearly  of  the  colour  of  red  oker, 
that  in  the  vallies  black  and  rich.  It  af- 
fords fine  water,  but  not  convenient  for 
the  ufe  of  fhips,  being  too  far  inland. 

The  iflands  of  Va-vow  and  Fidgi  we 
fieyer  faw ;  but  by  the  account  of  the  na- 
tives they  are  both  high  land,  and  plei^- 
tifuUy  fupplied  with  water. 

The  foundation  of  all  thefe  iflands,  is 
a  folid  bed  of  coral  rock,  the  points,  of 
which  project  even  upon  the  tops  of  the 
hills  in  fome  places.  The  inland  parts 
are  but  thinly  inhabited,  the  natives  pre- 
ferring thofe  which  are  neareft  the  fea 
for  the  convenience  of  launching  their 
canoes.  This  however  muft  not  be  taken 
in  a  general  fenfe,  for  fome  of  the  chiefs 
have  their  hpufes  a  confiderable  diftance 
|rom  the  (hore. 

Jbe  houfes  do  not  form  towns  or  vil-, 

lage^, 
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lages,  but  are  built  about  five  hundred 
yards  or  more  from  each  other,  and  gene- 
rally in  the  midft  of  a  plantation,  the 
whole  of  which  is  frequently  fenced  in 
with  a  hedge  of  bamboo,  or  reeds  with  a 
.  door-way  ;  and  fometimes  a  man's  whole 
eftate  is  inclofed  in  this  manner, 

Thefe  iflands  are  populous,  but  we 
pannot  pretend  to  afcertain  the  number 
of  inhabitants.  Their  produce  is  bread- 
fruit, plantain^,  bananas,  coco  nuts, 
yams,  tarrow,  a  kind  of  fweet  potatoe  of 
a  yellow  colour,  a  fruit  referabling  an  ap- 
ple, which  we  never  faw  ripe,  fugar  cane, 
a  nut  (inocarpus  edulis^  Forji,  Nov,  Spec, 
Plant.)  which  eats  much  like  a  chefnutj 
particularly  when  roafted,  and  very  fine 
{haddocks.  The  latter  were  very  plenti- 
ful at  Middleburgh  j  aj:  Anamooka  they 
were  fcarce,  but  at  Amfterdam  there  were 
none.  They  have  alfo  many  trees  in 
common  with  the  Society  Ifles ;  fuch  as 
the  toa-tree  fcafuarina  equifetifoUa.  Forji,) 
\u^  Chincfe  paper  mulberry- tree,  the 
^  .  ,       '         ■  ..  '  c^nd|9. 
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candle-tree  (aJeurites  triloba^  Forji,},  the 
Barringtonia  fpeciofa,  the  atbrodadlilis  fpi- 
nofa^  and  feveral  others. 

Their  tame  animals  are  hogs,  dogs,  and 
poultry  i  they  have  likewife  rats,  and  a 
very  large  fpecies  of  bat  fvefpertilio  vant' 
pyruSy  Linnai.J  Lizards  are  very  nu- 
merous, particularly  about  the  houfes, 
and  a  large  green  lizard  fomething  like  a 
guano,  but  fmaller.  The  natives  never 
deftroy  either  of  thefe,  but  fuffer  them 
to  run  about  unmolefted  j  and  whci  any 
of  our  people  through  wantonnefs  killed 
any  of  them  (which  frequently  was  the 
cafe)  they  always  exprefled  their  difap- 
probation,  by  telling  us  it  was  very  bad. 
Their  birds  are  ducks,  herons  both  white 
and  grey,  kingsfifhers,  rails,  doves  and 
pigeons,  parroquets,  cuckows,  and  a  very 
fmall  fpecies  of  martin.  The  fea  affords 
variety  of  fi(h,  but  they  did  not  appear  to 
be  a  very  great  article  of  food,  at  leaft 
during  our  ftay.  Both  the  green  and 
hawk's-bill  turtle  are  foi^nd   here,  and 
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muft  be  rather  plentiful,  if  we  may 
judge  from  the  quantity  of  tortoife-fhell 
which  they  expofed  to  fale.  There  are 
variety  of  ihell  fifh,  and  fome  of  the  moft 
beautiful  little  crabs  that  can  be  con- 
ceived. 

The  people  of  both  fexes  are  tall,  well 
made,    and    exadly   proportioned.     We 
did   not  fee   one   inftance  of  deformity 
amongft  them.     The  men  are  in  general 
above  the  middle  fize,  but  now  and  then 
you  meet  with  one  below  that  ftandard ; 
the  women  are  tall  in  proportion,  and 
rather  mafculine.     Their  complexion  is 
dark  olive,  but  in  thofe  who  are  expofed 
to  the  efFefls  of  the  weather  it  is  much 
darker,  while  thofe  whofe  fuperior  ftation 
in  life  entitles  them  to  a  greater  degree 
of  indulgence,   are  confiderably  lighter. 
The  natives  of  Fidgi  of  both  fexes  are 
greatly  darker   than   any  of  the    other 
iflanders,    their   complexion   nearly   ap- 
proaching to  black.  }  ,r 
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Their  features    are    generally  good ; 
their  eyes  bright  and  lively,  their  nofe 

fomewhat  flat,  their  mouth  and  lips  well 
proportioned,  the  former  not  being  too 
wide,  nor  the  latter  too  thick,  and  their 
teeth  as  white  as  ivory. 

"  Their  hair  is  originally  black,  but  both 
men  and  women  have  a  method  of  dreflT- 
ing  it  with  lime  and  other  materials, 
which  render  it  of  various  colours,  brown, 
yellow,  whitCj  &c.  We  once  faw  an  old' 
man  whofe  hair  was  of  the  deepeft  car-- 
rotty  colour. 

Long  hair  is  a  mark  of  diflindion,  and 
none  are  perniitted  to  wear  it  but  tlj^ 
principal  people.  The  agee  girls  and 
women  let  it  hang  in  ringlets  down  to 
their  waifts,  and  the  men  likewife  wear 
it  in  the  fame  form.  This  is  the  only 
place  where  we  faw  fhaving  in  falhion^ 
for  the  men,  particularly  the  agees,  are 
very  anxious  to  free  themfelves  from  their 
beards.   This  is  performed  with  two  (hells 

whofe 
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Vvliofe  outward  furface  is  rather  rough, 
and  by  rubbing  the  edges  together,  at 
the  fame  time  inclofing  the  beard  between 
the  fhells,  they  cut  it  tolerably  clofe. 
This  operation  however  is  rather  pain- 
ful and  tediousi  and  obferving  how  ex- 
peditious and  clean  we  performed  it,  they 
were  defirous  of  trying  it  alfo;  and  it  fo 
far  exceeded  their  expectations  that  fcarce 
a  day  pafTed  without  plenty  of  cuftomers. 

They  have  a  cuftom  of  anointing  their 
heads,  necks  and  bofoms,  with  an  oil 
which  they  call  monoi ;  it  is  fqueezed  from 
the  kernel  of  the  cocoa-nut,  and  after- 
wards perfumed  very  highly  with  various 
fweet-fcented  flowers  and  herbs. 

Both  men  and  women  are  marked  or 
tattowed ;  the  former  from  the  fliort  ribs 
to  the  knee,  and  fometimes  lower,  the 
latter  upon  the  infide  of  the  hand.  Some 
of  thefe  marks  feem  to  be  to  diftinguifli 
the  diflPerent  tribes  to  which  they  belong, 
the  other  poflTibly  are  for  ornament.   The 

inftru- 
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inftrumcnts  ufed  upon  this  occafion  are    '  w 
nearly  the  fame  as  at  Otaheitee. 

Their   cloathing  confifts   of  mats   of 
different  degrees  of  fmenefs,  and  cloth 
made  of  the  Chinefe  paper  mulberry- tree. 
Both  men  and  women  drefs  much  alike.        ' 
The  better  fort  always  wear  a  great  deal 
more   than   their    inferiors:    their   drefs 
confifts  of  one  large  piece  of  cloth  wrap- 
ped  feveral   times   round   their   middle,       ' 
and  tied  with  a  fafh  or  girdle  of  the  fame 
kind;  the  upper  part  is  plaited  or  folded, 
£o  that  it  may  be  pulled  up  to  the  ihould- 
ers  if  necelTary,  the  bottom  part  reaches 
below  the  calf.     Over  this  they  put  a  ^ 
fine  mat  fimilar  to  what  the  natives  of, 
Otaheitee   call  pooerou.     They  wear   no 
covering  upon  their  feet  or  legs.     Round 
their  necks  they  frequently  put  a  kind  of'* 
ruff  or  necklace  of  flowers,  or  leaves  of 
various  kinds  which  are  generally  chofen 
for  their  fragrance  or  colour:  thefe  or- 
naments they  call   cau-colla.     Rings  of 
7  ,         tortoife- 
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tortoiie-fhell  are  very  generally  worn  both 
by  men  and  women. 

The  houfes  of  thefe  people  are  of  va- 
rious fizcs  and  dimenlions,  according  to 
the  wealth  and  degree  of  the  pofTeflbr. 
The  roof,  which  is  elevated  upon  fix  or 
eight  pofts,  is  well  thatched,  either  with 
the  branches  of  the  coco  nut  tree,  or 
with  thofe  of  the  palm-tree.  Some  are 
open  all  round,  but  the  major  part  are 
inclofed  on  one  fide.  The  richer  kind  of 
people  build  their  houfes  in  the  midft  of 
their  plantations,  which,  are  fometimes 
of  confiderable  extent,  and  furrounded 
with  a  fence  of  bamboo.  To  thefe  you 
enter  by  a  door  tied  to  a  poft  with  a  cord 
made  of  the  braided  fibres  of  the  coco 
nut;  this  opens  and  fliuts  as  if  hung  up- 
on hinges.  The  floor  is  always  covered 
with  mats,  upon  which  they  fit  in  the 
day,  arid  fleep  in  the  night.  Their  fur- 
niture is  not  confiderable  J  it  confifts  of 
a  large  wooden  di(h,  in  which  they  mix 
their  awaj  balkets  of  different  forts  and 
\  '  '  fizcs, 
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ii^es,  In  which  they  put  their  con!it)8,ii^f^ 
hooks,  and  tools ;   two  or  three  ftool^,,,j 
which  they  ufe  as   pillows,  a  bundle  or 
two   of  cloth,    and   frequently   £1  tama^^y 
pigeon  upon  a  ftick.  ,^^  ^^a  ^nJi^  fl«il 

As  thefe  iflands  produce  the  fame  ar- 1?^ 
ticlcs  of  foo4   as   the  Society  Ifles,   of 
courfe  there  can  be  no  great  variation  in  it 
their  manner  of  living.  Bread-fruitj  yanis,^^ 
plantains,  and  tarrow,  generally  conftitute^  ' 
their  meals;  for  though  they  have  hogft'^ 
and  fowls,  they  are  only  eaten  upon  par-  '^* 
ticular  occafions.     Their  method  of  cook**  "'^ 
ing  them  is  the  fame  as  at  Otaheitee.  *'* 
Sometimes  they  drefs  a  few  fifh ;  theffe 
they  boil  in  the  green  leaves  of  the  plirt-  '^* 
tain-tree,  which  ferve  as  a  bag  to  hold  ^* 
both  fi(h  and  water.

edi  They  are  not  very  nice  in  cleaning 
th^  fifli,  but  eat  bones,  guts,  and  fcales  all 
tp^ethei^;  '\ 

Their  drink  is  water  or  coco  nut  milk 
in  general;  but  the  better  fort  of  people 
always,  take  a  draught  of  awa  before  they 
cat ^. we  never  iaw  them  ufe  it  at  any 
other  time,  and,  even  then,  they  are  far 
more  moderate  than  the  people  of  Ota- 
heitee,  and  make  it  in  a  much  cleanlier

.  There  is  a  hw  or  cuftom  here,  which 
forbids,  at  particular  times,  a  perfon  of  in- 
ferior rank  to  cat  in  the  prefence  of  his 
fuperiors,  and  even  Powlahow  is  not  ex-  ^ 
etnpt  fi'om  it;  for  upon  the  unexpected 
appearance  of  thofe  two  before  men- 
tioned people,  whilft  he  has  been  eating, 
he  has  immediately  defiftcd,  and  put  the 
viduals  on  one  fide,  apparently  a  good

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They  rife  as  foon  as  it  is  light,  and 
thfe  fifft  thing  they  dd|  is  to  waflt  tR^rti^

filece  of  cloth,  and  over  it  a  broad  fringe 
of  plai^m  leaves*     The  whole  of  this 
4rersi3*vCfyhccoming,  and  fets  off  their

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The  canoes  of  thefe  iilands  are,  ^iihotit 
exception)  the  beft  we  ever  faw :  the 
double  ones  are  made  large  enough  to 
carry  iilty  or  fixty  peojde,  and  fak  at  a 
great  rate.  Upon  them  they  generally 
fix  or  cred  a  hut  or^  Ihed  which  is  for 
^  .reeeption  of  the  mafter  and  his 
wives  and  family.  They  are  all  made 
^^f  the  bread  fruit-tree,  which  is'an  ex- 
^^eeding  light  wood :  the  workmanfliip  is 
'Veiy  heat*  and  they  appear  on  the  outfide 
as  if  compofed  of  one  folid  piece :  l)ut 
Upon  clofer  infpe&lony  you  find  that 
they  confiil  of  a  great  number,  which  fit 
cxa^y  one  with  the  other,  and  by 
ttieans  of  a  ledge  6n  the  infide  are  fe* 
cured  together  with  coco  nut  lira  This 
fingle  ones  are  furnifhed  with  ah  oot* 
rigger.

Thefe  people  Relieve  the  exiftefac^  ofiv/

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during  life;  for  they  fay  it  abounds  With 
every  good  thing  they  can  poiTibly  wifli 
for  :  i^ut  thefe  bhsful  abodes  are,  accord- 
ijig  to  them,  entirely  for  the  refidence  of 
the  agees,  thofe  of  in.  erior  rank  not  being 
fuffered  to  have  any  fliare  in  them.  j^  ^j;; 
1  he  form  of  government,  with  reCpeO: 
to  its  foundation,  is  much  the  fame  as  at 
the  Society  Ifles;  but  it  is  carried  on 
with  much  greater  order  and  regularity, 
and  a  fuperior  degree  of  refpe<^  is  fhewed 
to  the  king.  No  one  dares  to  addrefs 
him  without  firit  payif^g  him  homage, 
which  is  done  by  kneeling  down  and 
bowing  the  head  to  Ms  feet,  which  the 
perfon  aftervz-ards  gently  taps  once  with 
the  fingers  and  knuckles  of  each  hand, 
af  ^t^  v;hich  he  feats  himfelf  at  a  diftance, 
and  then  proceeds  to  relate  his  bufinefs. 
The  agees  always  fit  at  a  diftance,  form- 
ing a  femi  circle  the  king  being  in  front 
with  four  or  five  of  his  attendants  behind 
him,  and  generally  an  old  woman  near 
him.,  with  a  fan.

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The  crown  Is  hereditary,  and  has  Seen 
in  the  prefent  fauiily  for  five  generations. 
The  king's  authority,  though  abfokite  in 
almoft  every  refpcdt,  is  ftill  in  fome  mea- 
fure  curbed  by  Feenow  and  Tubow  :  the 
former,  Powlahow  told  us,  could  difpoflefs 
him  of  his  throne,  and  kill  him,  if  he  was 
a  bad  man.     By  which  he  probably  meant, 
that  if  he  negleded  the  duty  of  his  fta- 
tlon,  or  a6led  in  a  manner  that  would 
prove  prejudicial  to  the  good  or  welfare 
of  the  ftate,  Feenow  could  lawfully  de- 
pofe  and  kill  him.     Tubow  is  likewife  a 
man  of  the  firft  confequence ;  his  bufinefs 
is  to  infpedl:  the  wenuah  taboo,  that  is 
to  examine  the  ftate  of  the  iflands  with 
refped  to  their  produce,  and  if  there  is  a 
probability  of  any  one  fpeeies  of  provifion 
falling  lliort  (which  fometimes  is  the  cafe, 
particularly  when  the  fcafcn  proves  dry), 
he  is  to  taboo  't,  or  ifliie  an  order  to  for- 
bid its  being  touched  till  the  next  feafon. 
Bv  thefe  wife  precautions  they  are  entirely 
divelled  of  the  fear  of  want.  Some  few  day  3^

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iDclore"  Ot3f  departure  from  Amftefdam  aU 
moft  every  thing  was  tabooed,  as  our  long 
ftay  had  pretty  well  drained  them  of 
every  thing  they  could  fpare. 
"^^  The  lower  clafs  of  people  are  kept  in 
great  fubjedion  by  the  chiefs,  vvho  in 
fadt  do  juft  as  they  pleafe  with  them,  and 
fe^m  to  regard  t'nem  as  an  abjed  fet  of 
beings,  over  whom  t!,ey  have  an  unbound- 
ed right.  During  our  ftay  at  Anamooka, 
immediately  after  the  market  for  the  day 
was  Over,  one  of  the  agees  ordered  the 
croud  to  difpei-fe,  and  every  one  to  re: ire 
to  his  home  j  which  they  not  doing  fo 
readily  as  he  thought  they  ought,  he 
caught  up  a  large  ftick,  and  fell  upon 
them  moft  furioufly.  One  man  was 
knocked  down,  and  when  taken  away  was 
to  all  appearance  dead.  The  agce  took 
no  manner  of  notice  of  it,  and  walked 
aw^ay  as  unconcerned  as  if  nothing  had 
happened,  .    '  r.  ,  „ 

•""  On  the  day  ouf  marines  were  exercifed 
on  iliore  at  Happi,   Feenovv,  who  was 

I    2  willing 
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willing  to  know  what  execution  our  muf- 
kets  would  do  at  a  diftance,  defired  them 
to  fire  at  a  c  anoe  that  chanced  to  be  pafT- 
Ing  by,  and  kill  the  man  who  was  in  her. 
This  flrange  requefl:  was  certainly  not 
complied  with,  and  we  remonftrated  with 
him  as  well  as  we  could,  on  the  cruelty  of 
Icilling  a  man  who  had  committed  no 
fiiult ;  his  anfwer  was,  that  he  was  only  a 
flave  and  fit  for  nothing  elie.  '  f'^^'i 

Whilft  we  lay  at  Middleburgh,  a  man 
fitting  very  unconcerned,  and  looking  on 
amid  ft  the  croud  of  people  that  fur- 
rounded  our  market-place  on  fliore,  was 
on  a  fudden  attacked  by  three  or  four  peo- 
ple armed  with  clubs,  who  broke  one 
of  his  thighs,  fradlured  his  IkuU  in  a  ter- 
rible manner,  and  in  fliort  difpatched  him. 
This  affair  fhocked  us  a  gcod  deal,  as  it 
had  the  appearance  of  barbarity  and  cru- 
elty in  the  higheft  degree;  but,  upon  en- 
quiry, we  found  that  the  man  had  carried 
on  an  it  trigue  wiJi  the  wife  of  an  agee» 
who,  inconfequence  of  difcovering  it,  had 

fent 
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fent  fome  of  his  people  witli  orders  to 
difpatch  him  wherever  thty  found  him. 

Thefe  people  arc  fcldom  at  war  except 
with  the  natives  of  Fidgi  (an  ifland  men- 
tioned before),  whom  they  are  much 
afraid  of,  and  in  general  get  terribly 
worfted.  They  told  us  theic  people 
were  cannibals ;  an  account  which  can 
fcarce  be  credited,  confidering  the  amazing 
fertility  of  the  ifland,  which  our  friends 
told  us  abounded  with  every  good  thing. 
This  report  however  was  not  contined  to 
a  few  people,  for  every  one,  upon  being 
alked,  agreed  in  the  ftory. 
^  The  weapons  ufed  at  the  Friendly  Ifles, 
are  clubs  and  fpears:  the  former  made  of 
the  cafurina,  or  toa-tree,  which  is  an 
exceeding  hard  and  heavy  wood,  and  are 
in  general  curioufly carved;  their  length  is 
from  three  to  four  feet.  The  fpears  are 
of  different  lengths,  and  barbed  in  various 
directions  with  the  bones  of  the  fling- 
ray,  which  muft  render  them  a  moft  de- 
ftrudliye  weapon.  They  have  likewife 
ji  yi,  I  3  bows 
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*  bows  and  arrows,  but  never  ufe  them  in 
war,  confining  them  entirely  to  (hooting 
at  a  mark.  The  natives  of  Fidgi,  on  the 
contrary,  make  them  a  principal  weapon, 
and  it  is  to  this  alone  that  thefe  people 
afcribe  their  fuperiority ;  which  circiim- 
ftance  one  would  think  might  induce 
them  at  lea  ft  to  try  the  experiment. 

The  weather,  during  our  ftay  at  Am!- 
mooka,  was  very  unfettled,  and  part  of 
the  time  it  rained  very  hard  ;  the  winds 
were  variable.     At  Amfterdam  it  was  i?i 

•  general  fine,  but  at  Middleburgh  we  had 
much  rain,  with  frefh  gales  from  the 
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C  H  A  P.     X.

N  July  the  17th  at  noon,  the  ex- 


o 


tremes  of  Middleburgh  bore  from 
N.  N.  E.  to  S.  E.  by  S.  our  diftance  from 
the  neareft  fliore  about  three  miles.     On 
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the  20th,  the  variation  of  the  compafs 
was  8  deg.  51  min.  cafterly.  From  this 
time  to  the  2Sth,  nothing  material  oc- 
curred ;  but  on  the  29th,  at  haU  paft  fix 
in  the  evening,  a  violent  and  heavy  fqu»ll 
came  on,  which  carried  away  the  Difco- 
very's  main-top-maft.  This  reduced  thejn 
to  the  neceiPity  of  putting  up  a  jury-maft, 
which  job  was  not  completed  till  Auguft 
the  2d,  in  the  afternoon.  Auguft  the  7th, 
we  found  the  variation  to  be  7  min.  ea(l- 
erly,  and  on  the  8th,  at  half  paft  eleven 
jn  the  morning,  being  in  latitude  2vdeg. 
^j  S.  and  longitude  209  deg.  52  min.  E. 
we  faw  land  bearing  N.  N.  E.  of  which 
the  Difcovery  made  the  fignal  to  the  Re- 
folution.  At  noon,  it  was  about  ten  or 
twelve  leagues  diftant ;  but  not  being 
able  to  reach  it,  in  any  reafonable  time,  we 
flood  upon  our  tacks  for  the  night.  The 
next  day  we  Apod  in  for  it,  and  at  eight 
founded,  and  got  ground  from  eighteen 
to  thirty  fathp.u^s,  th^  bottom  fine  fand, 
about  a  quartpr  of  a  mile  from  a  break  ir^ 
thp  reef  which  furroiinded  the  illand.

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,,  Their  canoes  were  heat;  the  gunwale 
was  decorated  with  white  fhells,  which 
had  a  pretty  efFed :  their  paddles  were 
like  thofe  of  the  Friendly  Ifles^  only  not 
terminating  in  a  point,  but  on  the  con- 
trary quite  round,  i 

The  ifland  had  a  pleafant  appearance ; 
the  interior  parts  rofe  in  moderately  high 
hills  v;hich  were  covered  with  verdure  to 
the  top.  Along  the  fliores  were  borders 
of  low  land  which  were  well  clothed  with 
trees,  particularly  the  coconut  tree. 

Off  the  weftern  fide  there  was  a  break 
in  the  reef  apparently  wide  enough  to  ad- 
mit a  fliip  with  fafety.  The  natives  call 
this  ifland  Toobooi.  At  nine  we  made  fail 
and  bore  away,  keeping  a  N.  E.  courfe, 
our  obferved  latitude  at  noon  being  23 
deg.   9  min;  S.   '  -n'---'---    '      - 

On  the  13th  of  Auguft,  at  half  paft  five 
in  the  morning,  we  faw  the  ifland  Mai- 
tea  bearing  N.  by  W.  and  at  feven  de- 
fcried  Otaheitee,  bearing  W.  by  N.  v  N. 
At  noon  the  extremes  of  Otaheitee-ete,  or 
.  -  ...  the 
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the  leiTer  llland,  bore  W.  i  S.  and  S.  W, 
by  W.   diftant  about  fix   leagues  j,  our 
obferved  latitude  being  17  deg.  44  min. 
S,,,jAt  fix  Ohitapeah  harbour  bore  S.  W. 
diftant  two  miles.   As  we  approached  the 
land,  the  winds  became  light  and  variable, 
being  affeded  by  the  fiirrounding  moun- 
tains.  Captain  Cook  therefore  thought  it 
moft  advifeable  to  ftand  off  and  on  for  the 
night,   and   take  the  advantage   of  the 
morning  to  get  in.     At  day  light,   the 
entrance  of  Ohitapeah  harbour  bore  S.  by 
W.  fix  or  feven  miles  diftant,  and  at  ten 
we  anchored,  in  thirty-two  fathoms,  and 
foon  after  moored  fhip.  ^^^^jr,^  <-^,^  ^,,^^^ 
I.   The  ftiips  were  fcarcely  anchored,  be- 
fore numbers  of  the  inhabitants  came  off 
to  us,  and  prefently  recolleded  fome  of 
their  old  acquaintance,    at   the   fight   of 
whom  they  exprcffed  great  joy  and  fatif- 
fadion;   and  it  might  be  fuppofed,  that 
they  were  equally  happy  in  fe.eing  their 
countryman  Omai  returned  after  fn  long 
^,  voyage*—- On  the  contrary,  they  karcc 
Mi     -J  took 
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took  any  notice  of  him,  and  had  Tie  not 
dealt  out  his  prefents  of  red  feathers,  &c. 
pretty  largely,  it  is  poflibie  they  would  hot 
have  fpoke  to  him.  The  next  day,  after 
fome  general  enquiries,  we  found  that 
Oberea  and  Wyeatuah  (who  was  king  of 
Otaheiteee-te,  or  Tiarraboo,  when  capt^iti 
Cook  was  laft  here)  were  dead ;  an  '.  that 
fome  other  lhip6  had  been  there  fome  time 
after  the  Refolutian's  departure.  This 
information  of  courfe  excited  our  cu- 
riofity  a  good  deal,  and  we  enquired 
more  particuUlry  into  it.  They  told  u^* 
that  about  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1774, 
there  arrived  two  fhips  from  Rcmah  (by 
which  wc  fuppofed  they  meant  Lima)j 
that  the  people  who  came  in  them  ftaid 
between  three  and  four  months,  and  had 
erefted  a  houfe  on  fhore.  During  their 
refidenee,  the  commander,  whofe  name 
was  Oridde,  died,  and  was  buried  on  Ihore 
fome  little  diftance  from  the  houfe.  At 
the  departure  of  the  Ihips,  they  took  with 
them  four  of  the  natives,  who  voluntarily 
--  .  offered 
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offered  to  go,   and  left   behind   them  a 
young  man  called  Marteemo,    and   two

At  the  end  of  about  two  months  they 
returned  and  brought  with  them  only 
oiiie  of  the  natives ;  two  having  died  at 
Lima,  and  the  other  choofing  to  remain 
there.  They  appeared  this  lecond  time  to 
be  in  a  great  hurry,  and  after  a  fhort  ftay 
(during  which  time  they  were  employed 
in  wooding  and  watering),  took  back 
Marteemo  and  the  two  priefts,  leaving 
ftridl  orders  with  Wyeatuah  to  take  care 
of  the  houfe,  &c.  as  they  intended  to  re- 
turn in  a  (liort  time ;  but  however  they 
never  made  their  appearance  again.  !  '.'fv/ 
Thefe  were  the  heads  of  our  informa*- 
tion,  which,  as  Gmai  was  our  iu  rpreter, 
might  come  fomething  near  the  truth,  x*^ 
'  The  houfe,  which  was  a  wooden  one, 
was  divided  into  two  rooms^  one  behind 
the  other  ;  the  windows,  or  rather  port* 
holes,  opened  and  fhut  in  the  irifidtewith 
Aiders.

made  at  the  place  from  whence  the  (hips 

came,  a» every  plank  was  numbered.   The 

.  furniture  was   very  inconfiderable,    con-

other  trifling  articles.     At  fome  diftahce^ 

.  in  the  front  of  the  houfe,    upon  the  fpot

,l>juMarteemo,  as  far  as  we  could  under- 
V  ftand,  was  a  very  fenfiblc,  clever  young 
•man,  and  held  in  much  efteem  by  the  na- 
tives. It  feems  probable,  that  he  was  left 
there  with  a  view  of  learning  the  language, 
manners,  and  cuftoms  of  the  country; 
in  the  former  he  told  us  he  was  very 
intelligent.  The  two  p  iefts  no  doubt 
were  to  endeavour  to  make  converts,  but 
they  did  not  appear  to  be  very'  fuccefsful, 
'^^:,...  for 
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,£o9  we  could  difcover  no  traces  of  the 
,  good  efFe^  of  their  apoftolical  miflion; 
and  it  is  not  unlikely,  but  that  the  re- 
^  verend  fathers  might  be  fo  far  led  aftray 
,  by  the  good  things  of  the  ifland,  and  the 
^  condefcenlion  cf  its  female  inhabitants,  as 
.totally  to  forget  the  bufinefs  they  were 
-  ient  upon.i  -;.-    u    . 
.^^,1  The  man  who-liad  been  at'LimTi^''t^as 
frequently  on  board  the  Ihips,  and  very 
.  readily  anfwered  any  queftions  we  put  to 
him  relative  to  his  treatment,  &c.  there. 
...Jie  appeared  to  like  the  Spaniards  very 
well,  but  frequently  expreffed  his  furprize 
at  their  not  having  red  feathers  (which 
are  with  thefe  people  the  fummum  bonum 
and  extent  of  all  their  wifhes)  as  well  as  us. 
In  this  refped  we  were  very  fortunate, 
having  laid  in  a  good  ftock  at  the  Friendly 
Ifles.     Among  many  of  our  daily  viiitors 
■,,T[Was  a  man  called  Orettee,  who  was  an 
sjold.  taio  of  M.  Bougainville's:  feldom  a 
•  j^day  paffed  without  this  man's  dining  on 
j^board  the  Ihips,  where  he  generally  con- 
'  ^' '  trived 
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trlved  to  get  drunk.  Of  our  female  vU 
fitors  a  woman  whofe  name  was  Poorahi 
was  the  principal  fhe  became  captaint 
Cleikes  taio  and  exchanged  names  with 
him  She  general/  ad  a  fine  young 
girl  with  her,  whofe  name  was  Gutopah, 
of  a  moft  winning  and  engaging  beha- 
viour. 

,  As  our  ft  ay  at  this  place  was  not  of  any 
long  continuance,  getting  out  the  DiC 
covery  s  mart  was  poftponed  lill  v  e  fliould 
arrive  at  Matavai  Bay.  We  were  how- 
ever conftantly  employed  in  getting  in 
water,  and  ftarting  that  which  we  took  in 
at  the  Friendly  ifles :  our  armourers  too 
were  continually  employed  at  the  forge, 
in  making  trade  of  various  forts  for  the 
piirchafing  of  provifions. 

The  face  of  the  country  here  exhibits  a 
very  different  appearance  from  that  of  the 
Friendly  Ifles.  Mountains  and  vallies, 
hills  and  dales,  and  in  fhort  every  thing 
confpire  to  form  the  moft  romantic  views 
imaginable ;  while  at  Amfterdam,  &c.  you 

had 
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had. only  one  continued  trad  of  low  level  t 
land.  At  a  little  diftance  from  the  (hips  was  t 
a  remarkably  pleafant  valley,  which  ran  4 
winding  between  the  mountains  to  a  great  ^ 
diftance ;  in  the  midft  of  it  is  a  fine  ftream  I 
of  water,  which  at  the  head  of  the  valley  | 
takes  its  rife  from  a  beautiful  cafcade  4 
that  appears  to  burft  out  of  the  rocks.      -^^^i-^ 

Oil  each  fide  the  ftream  are  placed  th^ 
houfes  of  the  natives,  interfperfed  with  ''^^ 
plantations  of  bananas,  coco  nuts,  bread-^"*^ 
fruit,  and  a  kind  of  apple-tree:  the  lofty 
billion  each  frde,  whole  tops  reath  be- 
yond' the  clouds,  the  variety  of  birds 
which  are  continually  flying  from  place  to 
place,  and  the  noife  of  the  falling  water, 
re-echoed  by  the  furrounding  hills,  afford 
a  fcene  ftriking  beyond  defcription.* 

Ohitapeah  is  the  principal  place  of  Ota- 
heitee-ete,  being  the  refidence  of  the  king 
and  moft  of  the  principal  people.  The 
prefent  king  is  a  minor,  and  fon  to  the 
late  Wyeatuah;  he  is  about  ten  years  old, 
and  is  a  fine  lively  fenfible  boy.

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The  morai  of  the  late  king  ftands  up- 
on the  banks  of  a  rivulet  not  far  from  the 
Spanifli  houfe;  it  is  very  neatly  fenced 
in  with  bamboo,  and  the  corpfe  is  placed 
upon  a  kind  of  bier,  and  wrapped  up  in 
a  great  quantity  of  cloth,  over  which  are 
fpread  feveral  pieces  of  fcarlet  woollen 
cloth,  which  had  been  given  him  by  the 
Spaniards.  His  houfe  is  at  a  little  diflance 
from  the  morai,  but  aim  oft  tumbled  to 
pieces ;  for  thefe  people  never  repair  or  live 
in  the  houfe  of  any  one  that  is  dead ;  that 
and  every  thing  belonging  to  it  being  raa, 
as  they  call  it;  which  word  has  nearly  the 
fame  meaning  as  taboo  at  the  Friendly 
Illes,  and  means  unlawful  or  forbid.    This 
word  is  ufed  on  many  occafions;  for  in- 
ftance»  if  you  afk  any  of  the  women  to  eat 
while  the  men  are  prefent,  they  will  fhake 
their  headSj  and  lay  it  is  maa  raa,  or  meat 
which  they  are  forbid  to  eat. 

Thefe   good    people,    notvvrithflanding 

■fcliey  fupplied  us  very  largely  with  every 

produce  of  the  place,  yet  in  feveral  re- 

'  fpcds  ^ 
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fpe<9:s  had  loft  that  degree  of  cordiality 
for  us,  which  was  experienced  in  the 
tourfe  of  the  former  voyage.  This  we  had 
great  reafon  to  attribute  to  the  infinuationa 
and  mal-pradices  of  the  Spaniards,  who 
(if  the  natives  are  to  be  relied  on)  took 
every  method  to  leflen  that  friendlhip  and 
good  opinion,  which  they  faw  thefe  peo- 
ple entertained  of  us,  by  reprefenting  us 
as  a  fet  of  idle,  piratical  people,  who  lived 
entirely  by  plunder;  that  we  had  no 
place  of  abod^,  but  were  obliged  to  cruize 
about  from  place  to  place  to  procure  a 
living,  with  many  other  circumftances 
equally  falfe  and  unjuft.  ■    -■ 

The  behaviour  of  the  Spaniards  during 
their  ftay  was  truly  charadleriftic ;  fcarce 
any  of  the  natives  were  permitted  to  en- 
ter the  great  cabin,  and  not  a  Woman  was 
fufFered  to  come  on  board ;  the  com- 
mander never  went  on  (hore  without  a 
guard  to  receive  him,  which  with  the  ad- 
vantage they  had  over  us  in  fine  fcadet 
cloths  (for  the  people  of  Otaheitee,  like 
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moft  others,  are  fond  of  (hew),  and  the 
great  ftate  they  always  aflumed,  abfo- 
lutely  got  the  better  of  our  poor  friends, 
and  they  looked  upon  them  altnofl  as  a 
fuperior  race  of  beings. 

However  we  in  fome  rrieafure  over- 
came their  prejudices  againft  us,  and  by 
dealing  out  our  prefents  (particularly  red 
feathers)  in  a  judicious  manner,  they 
readily  confefled  we  were  more  valuable 
taios  than  the  Dons. 

The  Spaniards  left  behind  feveral  hogs, 
goats,  and  dogs,  and  likewife  a  bull  and 
cow:  the  latter  died,  but  the  bull  was 
kept  at  Oparre,  the  refidence  of  Otoo,  and 
was  really  a  fine  animal. 

We  ftaid  at  this  place  till  the  23d  in-  >■ 
ftant,   when   we   weighed   our  anchors, 
and  flood  out  of  the  harbour,  at  nine  in  : 
the  morning,  with  feveral  of  the  natives 
on  board  as  paflengers.  , 

At  noon  the  N.  W.  point  of  Otaheitee 
bore  N.  W.  by  N.  diftant  about   three 
leagues,  and  the  eafterraoft  land  in  fight  '^> 
"«•  "-       .  I  •  z  M    ..  S.  K. 
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S.  E.  V  S.  The  Refolution,  being  a  good 
way  a-head,  got  into  Matavia  Bay  before 
it  was  dark ;  but  night  coning  on,  and 
'having  very  fqually  weather,  the  Difcovery 
ftood  off  and  on,  it  being  mo-e  prudent 
to  take  the  advantage  of  the  morning  to 
get  in,  rather  than  run  the  rifque  of  get- 
ting too  near  the  reef,  which  might  have 
proved  a  dangerous  affair.  The  next 
day,  as  foon  as  it  became  light,  flie  ftood 
in  for  the  bay,  and  at  eleven  let  go  her 
anchor  in  five  fathom  of  water,  a  fandy 
bottom,  about  half  a  mile  from  the  neareft 
(hore.    * 

We  now  fet  about  the  neceffary  prC" 
parations  for  getting  out  the  Difcovery's 
mart;  and  as  captain  Cook  intended  to 
refide  here  fome  time,  the  aftronomers 
tents,  inftruments,  and  other  apparatus, 
were  got  on  fhore,  and  ereded  upon  point 
Venus.  The  (hips  tents  were  alfo  pitch- 
ed, and  the  marines,  with  the  coopers, 
and  all  the  empty  cafks,  with  various 
other  affairs,  were  fent  on  fliore.

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The  next  day,  Otoo  with  hi?  brother^ 
and  iifters,  vifited  the  captains.  He  is 
full  fix  feet  high,  and  raw-boned,  but  not 
fat.  Enue,  who  is  his  fecond  brother,  js 
a  fine  handfome  young  fellow,  but  great- 
ly addicted  to  drinking  awa ;  the  young- 
jeft  is  about  feventeen,  a  handfome  youth. 
His  three  fifters  are  very  plain  womeq ; 
the  youngeft,  whofe  name  is  Terrara,  j§ 
a  very  agreeable  lively  girl.

Omai  finds  his  fifler  married — her  htijband^s

• — fome  account  of  the  fociety  of  Arreois, 

OMAI  found  his  fifter  married  and 
fettled  here,  who  received  him  very 
cordially  and  afFeftionately,  but  her  huf- 
band,  who  was  quite  of  the  inferior  fet  of 

K  4  people, 
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people,  would  not  condefcend  or  deign  to 
Ipeak  to  him.  But  he  foon  altered  his  be- 
haviour, for  finding  that  Omai  was  pof- 
xcfled  of  many  valuables,  he  then  received 
him  with  open  arms,  and  was  continually 
with  him,  both  on  board  and  on  fhore. 
An  unlucky~circumftance  however  hap- 
pened, for  being  oifp  day  on  board  the 
Refolution  in  the  great  cabin,  juft  before 
dinner,  a  knife  and  fork  attraded  his  no- . 
tice  fo  much  as  to  induce  him  to  conceal 
them.  It  was  foon  difcovered  that  the  ufua^ 
number  was  not  there,  and  the  Captain'8 
fufpicion  immediately  refting  iinon  him* 
he  was  fearched  and  the  things  found, 
for  which  he  got  a  good  flogging,  and  was  : 
turned  out  of  the  Ihip,  Captain  Cook 
wifhed  much  to  have  fettled  Omai  at  this 
place,  and  put  him  under  the  proteclion  of 
Otoo ;  but  he  never  w^ould  hear  of  it,  and 
declared  that  he  would  remain  no  wherq 
but  at  Huaheine.  His  reafon  for  fixing 
upon  this  ifland  in  particular  was,  be- 
caufe  its  fjtuation  he  faid  was  vcrv  con- 
venient  for  him>  to  chaflife  the  infolence 
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q,^  the  Bora-bora  men,  for  whom  he  ha* 
the  moft  inveterate  hatred. 

Omai  had  been  very  lavilh  of  his  thiftgs 
at  Ohitapeah,  and  he  ajfo  diftributed  them 
here  in  a  manner  that  a  good  deal  dif- 
pleafed  Captain  Cook,  who  often  advifed 
him  to  be  more  frugal,  but  without  effed*. 
The  people  at  this  place  did  not  appear 
much  to  like  him,  and  frequently  turned 
up  their  nofes  at  him  as  he  pafled 
along:  but  at  length  'Tohaw  (the  lore} 
high  admiral,  as  we  ufed  to  call  him),  who 
was  a  man  of  a  fine  generous  fpirit,  took 
a  great  deal  of  notice  of  him,  gave  him 
two  or  three  fervants,  and  was  very  de- 
firous  of  his  living  with  him,  but  Qoiai 
would  not  liften  to  reafon. 

We  were  now  conftantly  vifited  by  many 
of  the  principal  arees,  among  whom  were 
Oammo  (hulband  to  the  late  queen  Obe-» 
yea),  Potatow,  and  Tohaw, 

On  the  27th  inftant,  fome  people  from 
Ohitapeah  came  on  board  the  Difcovery, 
5ind  informed  the  Captain  that  two  Spa- 
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tiifli  fhips  had  arrived  at  that  place  on 
the  preceding  evening.     He  im mediately- 
waited  upon  Captain  Cook,  and  related 
the  information  he  had  received  :  whilft 
they  vv^ere  difcourfing  of  the  affair,  one  of 
the  Indians  introduced  himfelf,  and  faid 
he  had  actually  been  on  board  one  of  the 
Ihips,  and  that  the  clothing  which  he  then 
had  on,  vras  given  him  by  one  of  the 
commanders.     It  appeared  to  be  perfect- 
ly new,  which,  with  the  many  protefta- 
tions   and  aflurances  the  man  made  re- 
fpeding  the  truth  of  the  report,  induced 
Captain  Cook  to  fend  a  boat,  with  an  of- 
ficer, attended  by  this  genius,  who  volun^ 
tarily  offered  to  condud  them,  to  afcer- 
tain  the  truth :  in  the  interim  both  veffels 
were  cleared  for  ad  ion,  in  cafe  the  Dons 
(hould  think  proper  to  attack  us.     On  the 
evening  of  the  29th  the  boat  returned, 
having   looked  into  Ohitapeah  harbour, 
where  there  was  not  the  leaft  appearance 
of  a  (hip,   confequently  the  whole   was 
nothing   more   than  a  ftory  which  thefe 
*  f; '  ';  ingenious 
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ingenious  people  had  contrived  to  hatch 
]up.  Indeed  their  condudor  was  fo  fen«- 
fible  of  this,  that  he  took  the  firft  oppor- 
tunity of  making  his  efcape  by  jumping 
oyerboard»  and  by  that  means,  in  all 
probability,  efcaped  a  good  kicking. 

We  found  our  friends  engaged  in  a 
war  with   a   neighbouring   ifland  called 
Imaio,  or  York  Ifland,   which,  as  far  as 
we  could  learn,  appeared  to  be  an  old  af- 
fair.    When  Captain  Cook  was   at  Ota^. 
heitee  in  the  courfe  of  his  laft  voyage, 
they  were  preparing  a  very  formidable 
fleet  to  attack  that  ifland,  which  formerly 
was  tributary  to  Otaheitee,  but  revolted 
fome  years  fince.     Soon  after  the  depar- 
ture of  the  Refolution  they  failed,  and 
upon  landing  tl^eir  forces  a  brifk  engage- 
ment  enfued,  and   our   friends  entirely 
?-outed  them,  and  obliged  them  to  fly  to 
the   mountains.     They  foon    after  fued 
for  peace,  and  very  gladly  accepted  of  it 
npon   any  terms;    when   it  was  agreed 
that  one  of  Tohaw's  family  fliould  reflde 
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ihere  as'  govfiraioif.  <  ':  This  t^hejrc  readily 
^fTented  to,  azidfi^r-fome  t^e  appeared 
•fteffectlf  {ilUSidi  l>ut  it  did  not  con- 
tinue longv  for  rhj  degrees  they  began  to 
idifpute  the  authority  of  their  new  gover- 
nor, sffid  3it  .\m&  dispatched  hiin.  This 
%a6{  the  q^v&»  of  the  prefent  war ;  and  in 
iecHifequence  o^it,  on  the  evening  of  the 
'lit  of  BeptenoberyTohaw  offered  a  human 
•Orifice  to  thf  tr  god  of  war,  whom  they 
^11  Oro.  Th4fe  kinds  of  religious  rites 
m^  (ind  are^'^flc^nlai'y  things  amongi^ 
them  upon  a.tLf  particular  occafion.  The 
perfon  lacri^c^  is  aiways  one  o#  th^  low-^ 
^ft  and  moft  ufelefs  perfon  they  can  find: 
he  is  totally-igftorant  of  the  affair,  till  the 
peMffons  whd{4f«  fent  to  difpatch  ^im-  ar*. 
tive,  when  ^h%y  knock  him  on  the  head 
'without  anyv-hefitatiori.  The  body  is 
then  cobveyed  ^tQ  the  place  of  facrifice 
with  great  form  and  ceremony.  This 
place  feems  to  be  fet  apart  entirely  for 
reVigibus  affairs-  of  this  nature:  on  one 
fide  was  a  houfe  for  the  refidence  of  the 
'"    ^^  priefts. 


priefls,  at  fomc  ^rftanice  from  tvjich  wa« 
a  large  piece  df^ioafd  6kva(ed  (ipon  twa 
polls  rudely  carved,  ppo^  which  were 
placed  feveral  hogs  and  dogs  tKat  proba- 
bly were  killed  upon  this  occafion.  Near 
this  was  a  kind  of  flat  fhed  rajfed  upon, 
four  polls,  and  decorated  all  cQund  near 
the  top  with  garlands  made  of  particular 
kind  of  trees,  fuch  as  the'^n;^otoO|  awa, 
and  etee,  and  upon  its  top feyfilal  bunches 
of  plantains  and  co«o.  nuts^  ^tf  placed. 
On  one  fide  was  a  kind  of  -ij^lfar  formed 
of  flone,  ahd  faifed  about  tti?^ 'feet  from 
the  furface  of  the  ground,  u^n  Various 
parts  of  which  wei'e  fiied  -thxiire  rude 
kinds  of  carvings  that  are  lifttally  to  be 
diftinguifhed  hear  mOrais^  andlo  the  rnidfl 
of  thefe  were  a  number  of  human  ikijlls, 
which  belonged  to  thofe  wh<>  had  fornier- 
ly  been  facrificed.  Near  the  houfe  were 
two  large  drums,  upon  which  two  men 
were  almofl  continually  druming  during 
the  ceremony.  The  prieft  takes  out  one 
of  the  eyes,  which  he  offers  to  the  god,  at 
the  fame  time  making  a  long  prayer,  im- 
ploring 
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ploring  his  protedion  during  the  war** 
and  begging  that  vidory  may  crown  their 
arms,  after  which  the  body  is  interred. 
As  it  was  Tohaw's  relation  whom  the 
people  of  Imaio  had  murdered,  he  of 
courfe  was  the  moft  aftive  man,  and  had 
rtiade  great  preparations;  Otoo,  Potato w, 
and  another  chief  whofe  name  was  Ta- 
paow,  were  alfo  to  affift  him.  On  the 
19th,  the  two  latter,  with  Tohaw,  failed 
for  Imaio,  whilft  Otoo  was  to  mufter  his 
forces  and  join  him  the  next  day.  Ac* 
cordingly  there  was  a  review  of  his  waf 
canoes ;  after  which,  inftead  of  going  to 
the  affiftance  of  Tohaw,  as  was  expeded, 
they  all  departed  to  the  feveral  diftrids  to 
which  they  belong ;  the  confequence  of 
which  was,  the  admiral  and  his  friends 
were  very  roughly  handled,  and  oblig- 
ed to  make  off  in  the  beft  manner  they 
could. 

This  behaviour  of  Otoo  enraged  old 
Tohaw  exceedingly,  who  declared  ven- 
geance againft  him,  and  even  threatened 
to  dethrone  him,  which  he  f-iid  it  was  no 

very 
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very  difficult  matter  to  compafs,  as  Wye- 
atuah,  the  young  king  of  Tiarraboo, 
is  his  nephew;  and  their  combined  forces 
might  eaHly  give  him  a  lliock  which  he 
would  not  readily  get  the  bettof  of. 

On  the  29th  of  September,  in  the  af- 
ternoon, after  taking  leave  of  all  our  old 
friends  atMatavai,both  veflels  weighed  and 
made  fail,  accompanied  by  Omai  in  a  large 
double  canoe,  which  hehad  purchafed  there. 
Soon  after  we  bore  away  to  get  clear  of 
the  reef,  and  at  fix,  being  a  good  diftance 
from  it,  we  brought  to  for  the  night,  with 
the  main-top- fail  to  the  mail.     At  day- 
light we  made  fail,  fleering  a  due  courfe 
for  Imaio,  which  then  bore  about  W.  S.  W. 
At  eight  we  were  pretty  near  it,  and  there 
being  a  fine  bay  a-head,  the  boats  were 
got  out  to  fee  if  there  was  a  fufficient 
depth  of  water  for  the  fhips. 

At  ten  they  returned  with  an  account 
of  its  affording  excellent  accommodations; 
we  therefore  ftood  in  for  it,  and  at  elevtn 
both  fhips  anchored  in  about  feven  fathom 
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water,  with  a  muddy  iDottom,  the  Refolu- 
tion  being  on  the  eaftern  fhore,  the  Dif- 
covery  on  the  weftern.  It  was  till  this 
[  time  a  matter  of  doubt,  whether  this  ifland 
afforded  atfy  (helter  for  veflcls,  but  we 
now  found  that  a  little  farther  to  the  eaft- 
ward  there  was  another  harbour  equally 
as  convenient  as  this. 

On  Thurfday  (Qdober  the  2d),  in  the 
morning,  the  king  of  the  ifland,  -wliofe 
name  is  Mahine,  vifited  the  captains ;  he 
was  attended  by  feveral  people,  and  two  or 
three  handfome  women.  T '  appeared  to 
be  about  forty,  was  above  the  middle  fize, 
and  rather  fat;  he  had  many  fears  upon 
his  body,  and  has  loft  one  eye,  all  which 
he  fays  are  the  confequences  of  the  many 
wars  he  has  been  engaged  in.  He  has 
afon  who  he  intends  to  fucceed  him,  pro- 
vided he  can  become  independent ;  but 
the  peopl"  of  Otaheitee  will  probably 
always  be  too  powerful  for  him,  raid 
of  courfe  put  in  a  king  of  their  owii 
choofmg.

We  here  heard  of  the  death  of  Oammo, 
by  feme  people  who  had  followed  the 
(hips  from  Otaheitee,  who  had  been  ill 
feveral  days  before  our  departure. 

On  Monday  evening  (Sept.  ^7th),  the 
natives  ftole  one  of  the  Refolution's  eoats, 
which,  with  our  other  live  (lock,  had  b^^ 
fent  on  fhore  to  graze :  the  large  cutter, 
with  an  officer,  in  the  morning  was  dif- 
patched  to  Mahine's  refidence,  to  in- 
form liim  of  the  theft,  and  beg  that  he 
would  exert  his  authority,  and  alllft  us 
to  recover  it.  In  the  evening  he  returned 
with  the  goat,  and  the  pcrl'on  who  had 
ftolen  it  ;  who,  in  order  to  flrike  him 
with  fome  degree  of  terror,  was,  by  order 
of  Captain  ^look,  put  into  irons. 

But  thefe  ingenious  people  did  not  reft 
here,  for  durng  the  abfence  of  the  above 
boat,  they  ftole  another.  This  proof  of 
their  dexterity  greatly  difpleafed  Captain 
Cook,  who,  the  next  day,  fent  two  ftrong 
parties  on  ftiore,  well-armed,  with  orders 
to  deftroy  fome  of  their  canoes,  &c.  and 
,    Vol.  I.  L  fmce 
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iince  lenient  meafures  proved  ineffcdual, 
he  was  determined  to  adt  with  fome  de- 
gree of  feverity.  One  or  two  of  their 
houfes  Were  burnt,  and  feveral  hogs 
brought '  off ;  which  mode  of  eondu6fc 
alarmed  them  fo  much,  that  the  day  after 
the  goat  was  returned. 
,  Having  completed  our  wood  and  water, 
and  gotvcvery  thing  on  board,  we  weighed 
our  anchors,  and  ftood  out  of  the  harbour. 
Imaio  is,  without  exception,  the  moft 
pleafant  of  all  the  Sjciety  Ifles.  Its  ap- 
pearance is  truly  romantic,  and  tt  abounds 
"^ith  variety  of  landfcapes  that  are  de- 
lightful beyond  defcription  :  it  is  divided 
nearly  in  the  centre  by  a  range  of  moun- 
tains, that  rife  in  a  variety  of  forms,  ap- 
pearing like  old  ruined  caftles  or  churches. 
At  the  bottom  of  them  is  a  large  tra£t  of 
moderately  high  land,  interfperfed  with 
groves  of  various  trees ;  en  one  fide  of  this, 
the  land  makes  a  fudden  break,  and  forms 
a  moft  delightful  valley,  beyond  which 
the  fcene  is  beautifully  eontrafted,  and 

the 
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the  view  clofed  by  feveral  irregular  moun- 
tains.      , 

The  next  courfe  we  fleered  was  for  Hu- 
aheiae,  which  we  foon  reached,  and  an- 
chored in  Owharre  harbcur.  Here  the 
aftronomers  tents,  as  well  ds  thofc  be- 
longing to  the  fhips,  were  again  pitched; 
and,  having  the  convenience  of  a  large 
houfe,  Captain  Cook  ordered  all  the 
bread,  which  was  in  a  very  rotten  and 
bad  condition,  to  be  got  on  fliore  and 
dried.  As  this  was  the  ifland  which 
Omai  fixed  upon  for  his  refidence,  the 
carpenters  were  fet  to  work  to  ere£t  liim 
a  houfe  to  contain  his  valuables,  which 
would  by  no  means  have  been  Tecure  in 
one  of  his  own  country,  and  in  the  courfe 
of  a  few  days  it  was  completed.  Ouf 
reception  at  this  ifland  was  very  friendly; 
and  one  of  the  principal  men,  whofe  name 
was  Mahine,  fupplied  the  Difcovcry  with 
abundance  of  hogs,  fowls,  and  very  fine 
bread-fruit ;  the  latter  fupcrior  to  any  we 
had  ever  met  v^ith  before.  ■ 
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One  evening  wc  were  alarmed  on  board 
by  the  firing  of  a  mulket  from  the  fhore, 
and  obferving  moft  of  the  natives  running 
about  in  great  confufion,  we  immediately 
fufpeded  fome  theft  had  been  committed; 
boats  from  both  lliips  were  fent  to  en- 
quire into  the  caufe  of  this  uproar,  and 
upon  their  return,  we  found  our  conjec- 
tures proved  true,  for  fomebody  had  ftolen 
a  quadrant  from  one  of  the  aftronomers 
tents,  which  being  enclofed  in  a  box,  and 
not  put  in  fo  fecure  a  place  as  it  ought  to 
have  been,  fome  of  thcfe  ingenious  peo- 
ple had  contrived  to  carry  off.     This  was 
a  lofs  which  could   not  be  put  up  with; 
Art '51  fearch  therefore  was  made  after  the 
thief,  and  with  much  trouble  and  difficul- 
ty he  at  laft  was  caught,  carried  on  board 
the  Ihip,  and  put  in  irons;  the  quadrant 
was  found,  concealed  amongft  fome  high 
gra^ ,  -''.bout  a  quarter  of  a  mile  fiom  the 
tents.     The  man,  after  undergoing  fome 
hours    confinement,    receiving    a   fevere 
flogging,   and   having  his   head  fhaved 
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(which  is  an  operation  they  are  by  no 
means  fond  of j,  was  difcharged ;  but  no 
fooner  was  he  on  fhore  than  he  declared 
vengeance  a^ainft  Omai,  who  had  been 
veryadtive  in  fecuringhim,  and  threaten- 
ed to  burn  his  houfe  and  deftroy  him. 
In  fad,  feveral  attempts  of  this  kind 
were  made  during  the  night,  and  poor 
Omai  was  obliged  to  be  very  circumfpedt, 
and  careful  in  keeping  watch.  Not  con- 
tent with  this,  the  villain  deftroyed  feve- 
ral grape  vines,  which  i  mai  had  brought 
from  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  which 
he  was  particularly  anxious  to  prefervej 
thefr  were  planted  upon  the  fide  of  a 
hill,  not  far  from  his  houfe,  and  m  all 
probability  would  have  fucceeded  very 
well  in  their  grov;th. 

Complaints  were  made  to  Captain 
Cook  of  thefe  outrages,  who,  a'  xious  for 
the  fafety  of  Omai,  and  fearing  that  if 
this  man  remained  upon  the  ifland,  fome 
mifchief  would  enfue,  determine'^  to  take 
an  opportunity  of  fecuring  and  conveying 
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him  on  Bciard,  with  an  intent  to  leavd 
him  upon  feme  of  the  iflands  we  might 
fall  in  with,  in  our  way  to  the  northwj^rd. 
This  plan  was  accordingly  put  in  ex- 
ecution, and  the  gentleman  confined  in 
irons  j  but  a  day  or  two  after,  by  fome 
means  or  other,  which  never  could  be 
found  out,  he  contrived  to  make  his  et 
cape.  Captain  Cook  ilrongly  fuf^^eded 
that  fomebody  on  board  the  (hip  had  fet 
him  at  liberty,  which^it  is  raofe  than  pro- 
bable was  the  cafe. 

During  our  (lay,  Omai  gave  feveral 
entertainments  on  (hore,  to  w^hich  moft 
of  the  gentlemen  of  the  (hips  were  in^ 
Vlted,  and  Captains  Cook  and  Clerke  al- 
ways made  a  point  of  being  there,  as  it 
might  in  the  end  prove  ferviceable  to 
him  :  for  the  natives  feeing  their  coun- 
tryman fo  much  nfpeded  by  the  Cap- 
tains, might,  on  that  account,  be  induced 
to  behave  better  to  him  after  their  de- 
parture.

The  time  at  length  arrived  for  failing, 
and  in  the  morning  Omai,  attended  by  his 
two  New  Zealand  boys,  vifited  bothihips, 
aqd  with  many  tears  took  a  moll  affec- 
tionate leave  of  all  his  friends,  who  could 
not  forbear  fympathizing  with  him.  Hav- 
ing got  into  his  canoe,  we  again  bid  him 
farewell,  got  up  our  anchors,  and  foon 
after  ftood  out  of  the  harbour,  making  the 
beft  of  our  vsray  for  Uriatea,  with  many 
paflfengers  on  board,   both  miale  and  fe- 
male. 

The  next  day  we  anchored  "in  Oha- 
maneno,   one  of  the   harbours  of  that 
ifland  ;  and  in  the  afternoon  moored  both 
fliips  clofe  to  the  fliore,  the  Refolution 
bISng  on  one  fide,   and  the  Difcovery  on 
the  other.      Many   of  our    oid   friends 
came  off  in  their  canoes,  and,  amongft  the 
reft,  Oreo,  the  chief  of  the  ifland,  who 
eafily  recognized  Captain  Cook:  a  brifk 
trade  was  foon  opened  on  both  fides,  and 
we  had  as  plentiful   a  fupply  of"  every 
jhing  as  we  could  wilh  for. 
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A  s  this  was  the  laft  of  the  Society  Ifles  > 
we  propofed  flopping  at,  every  thing  was 
got  on  (hore  that  wanted  the  leaft  repair. 
Our  tents  were  pitched,  the  forge  ereded, 
pariies  were  fent  to  wood  and  water,  and 
a  proper  place  was  fixed  upon  for  making 
aflronomical  obfervations.  '""'^ 

A  day  or  two  after  our  arrival,  Boba, 
the  chief  of  Otahaw,  with  his  wife  Teina- 
mai,  waited  upon  us,  and  made  the  Cap- 
tains a  prefent  of  feveral  hogs,  bread-fruit, 
coco  nuts,  &c.  Mr.  Forfler  mentions  in  his 
publication,  that  he  was  to  be  married  to 
Miverua,  the  daughter  of  Opoone,  king 
of  Bora-bora;  however  that  might  have 
been,  he  now  lives  with  Teinamai.  SJMi 
by  no  means  anfwers  the  defcription 
given  of  her  in  the  lafl  voyage,  having 
lince  had  feveral  children ;  and  is  altered 
in  every  refped  much  for  the  worfe,  ex- 
cept in  her  temper  and  difpofition,  which 
are  equally  as  good  and  agreeable  as  be- 
fore. 

We 
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We  continued  repairing  our  rigging, 
mending  fails,  wooding,  and  watering, 
&c.  with  all  expedition,  and  were  nearly 
upon  the  point  of  lailing,  when  two  of 
the  Difcovery'  people  were  miffing.  As 
this  happened  in  the  evening,  it  was  con- 
cluded that  thev  were  carrying  on  an  in- 
trigue with  fome  of  the  ladies,  and  no 
more  was  thought  of  it;  but  the  morning 
came,  and  hearing  nothing  of  them,  we 
•yvere  rather  alarmed,  and  made  very  ftridl 
enquiry  of  the  natives,  who  at  firft  de- 
clared they  were  perfedly  ignorant  of  the 
matter;  but  with  much  perfualio.n  one 
informed  us,  that  they  had  the  preceding 
night  embarked  in  a  canoe  with  two  or 
three  of  the  inhabitants,  and  paddled  ou^ 
to  fea.         '     • 

This  at  once  difclofed  the  whole  of  their 
plan,  and  many  circumftances  occurred, 
which  confirmed  us  in  our  liifpicion,  viz. 
that  thev  had  made  their  eicape  ulth  a 
view  of  rem  lining  with  the  natives,  and 
one  of  them  had  gone  fo  far,  a  few  <J»y8 

before, 
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before9  as  to  defire  Captain  Cook's  per- 
miffion  to  flay. 

No  time  was  now  to  be  loft  in  the  re- 
covery of  them ;  accordingly,  boats  well- 
manned  and  armed  were  fent  to  different 
parts  of  the  ifland.  but  all  returned  with- 
out gaining  any  intelligence :  the  next 
day  was  fpent  in  the  fame  manner,  and 
with  as  little  fuccefs. 

We  had  now  only  one  refource  left, 
which  was  to  fecure  fome  of  the  principal 
people,  and  keep  them  in  cuftody  till  our 
men  were  delivered  up,  which  was  don^ 
the  following  day. 

Captain  Gierke  having  occafion  to  go 
on  board  the  Refolution,  found  Oreo's 
fon  and  daughter  with  her  hulb?nd  there, 
and  having  informed  Captain  Cook  of  his 
intention,  who  readily  agreed  to  the  plan, 
he  invited  them  on  board  the  Difcovcry, 
under  a  pretence  of  giving  them  fome 
hatchets,  knives,  and  beads.  As  the 
Captain  had  frequently  made  them  pre- 
fcuts  before,  they  accompanied  him  with- 
out 
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out  the  leaft  hefitation,  but  no  fooner  were 
they  anived  in  the  great  cabin,  than  a 
centicel  was  placed  at  the  door,  and  the 
window  fecured.  This  proceeding  of 
(courfe  furprifed  them  a  good  deal,  and 
Captain  Gierke  having  explained  the  rea- 
fon  of  it,  and  the  neceffity  he  was  under 
of  doing  it,  they  burft  into  tears,  and  beg- 
ged he  would  not  kill  them .  He  affiired 
th^m  he  would  not,  and  that  the  moment 
his  people  were  brought  back,  they  (hould 
be  releafed :  this  however  did  not  quiet 
their  apprehenfions,  and  they  continued 
in  a  ftate  of  great  defpondency  all  night. 
No  fooner  was  it  known  amongft  the  na- 
tives, thatMoedua  (which  was  the  name 
of  Oreo's  daughter"^,  with  her  brother  and 
hufband,  were  confined  as  prifoners,  than 
a  large  party  of  women  afiembled  on 
fhore,  and  even  in  the  water  near  the 
fhips,  and  fet  up  a  moft  difmal  howling, 
ftriking  their  bofoms,  and  cutting  their 
Jieads  with  (harks  teeth,  which  can  fed  a 
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plentiful  effufion  of  blood,  and  gave  them 
the  appearance  of  furies  rather  than  wo- 
men ;  lome  worked  themfeb^es  up  to 
fuch  a  pitch  as  to  become  nearly  frantic, 
whilft  the  royal  prifoners  bewailed  their 
fituation  in  filent  forrow.  This  continued 
near  half  an  hour,  when  having  entirely 
exhaufted  themfelves  with  paflion,  they 


retired. 
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!  In  the  evening,  feveral  of  the  chiefs 
l>ad  formed  a  defign  of  feizing  Captains 
Cook  and  Gierke,  as  they  took  their  even- 
ing walk,  and  would  certainly  have  put 
it  in  execution,  had  he  not  received  timely 
intelligence  from  a  girl  who  came  with 
us  from  Huaheine.  She  had  been  on 
fliore  almoft  the  whole  day,  and  towards 
evening  came  on  board  in  a  great  fright, 
telling  us  that  Tootee  and  Taatee  (the 
names  the  captains  went  by)  would  be 
killed.  Captain  Clerke  was  then  on 
fliore.  A  ftrong  armed  party  were  diredly 
fent,  who  in  their  way  overtook  feveral 
of  tiie  natives  armed  with  clubs  and  fticks. 

As 
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As  foon  as  they  faw  our  men  they  ap- 
:peared  much  confufed,  and  made  ofF,  a 
few  mufkets  were  difcharged  after  them, 
but  without  doing  any  mifchief.  The  cap- 
tain in  his  walk  had  met  with  one  or  two 
of  the  chiefs,  and  obferved  feveral  others 
lurking  about,  which,  with  their  beha- 
viour, made  him  rather  fufpicious,  fb 
he  very  wifly  turned  back,  and  went  on 
board  the  Refokition,  which  rendered  their 
fcheme  abortive.  In  the  morning,  Oreo 
came  on  board  the  Difcovery,  and  with 
tears  in  his  eyes  begged  permiflion  to 
fpeak  to  his  fons  and  daughter,  which  he 
was  fufFered  to  do.  Being  informed, 
that  unlefs  he  brought  back  our  two  men, 
Captain  Gierke  would  carry  the  prifoners 
to  England,  he  faid  he  would  do  all  in 
his  power  to  find  them,  and  after  a  Ihort 
ftay  departed.  ....up,, 

At  length  the  runaways  were  brought  on 
board,  and  put  in  irons,  and  Moedua  with 
her  hufband  and  brother,  fet  at  liberty : 
after  receiving  feveral  prefents  from  the 

captain, 
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captain,  as  a  fmall  recompence  for  thelf 
confinement,  they  went  on  fliore,  and  were 
received  with  great  joy  by  their  country- 
men and  women,  who  had  alTembled  for 
that  purpofe.  -jc?  .-rJ  <.••{;• 

Our  deferters  we  found  had  paddled 
all  night,  and  the  next  morning  arrived 
at  Bora-bora;  and  having  refted  them- 
felves  proceeded  to  a  fmail  ifland  called 
Tubai,  where  they  were  taken. 

Having  nothing  now  to  detain  us,  we 
got  up  our  anchors,  but  the  wind  not 
proving  favourable,  we  were  obliged  once 
more  to  let  them  go.  However,  on  the 
9th  of  December  (Sunday)  we  again 
Weighed  aild  made  fail,  accompanied 
by  numbers  of  our  old  friends  in  iheit 
canoes,  who  attended  the  fhips  a  con- 
fiderable  way  beyond  the  harbour,  and 
then  very  cordially  bid  us  adieu. 

Captain  Cook  at  firft  had  fome  idea 
of  Hopping  a  day  or  two  at  Bora^bora ; 
but  the  harbour  not  proving  a  good  one, 
he  purfued  his  courfe  to  the  northward. 

The 
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The  fociety  of  the  arcedis  is  efteemed 
the  mod  polite  eftablifhment  in  thefe 
iflands ;  the  memhers  of  which  are  al- 
ways people  of  rank  and  fortune,  and  arc 
diftinguifhed  by  being  tattowed  in  a  pecu- 
liar manner,  particularly  thofe  who  arc 
natives  of  Bora-bori. 

It  will  here  be  necefiary  to  obferve, 
what  it  is  that  firft  conftitutcs  a  member, 
and  fome  of  the  rights  and  privileges  an- 
nexed to  this  fociety.  It  is  in  confequencc 
of  a  moft  cruel  and  inhuman  adion :  a 
man  muft  conne(^  himfelf  with  a  ^  girl; 
and  the  firft  child  he  has  by  her,  muift 
be  ftrangled  the  inftant  it  is  born.  At 
the  next  meeting  they  mull  bring  wlt- 
nefles  to  prove  this  horrid  deed,  after 
which  they  arc  admitted  as  members. 

They  genera,  v  go  in  'ompanies  of  ten 
or  twelve  fail  or  cunoes,  and  let  tlicm 
dire£l  their  courfeto  whatever  iflandthey 
pleafe,  they  are  always  certain  of  being 
well  received ;  niy,  if  they  have  even  been 
at  war  but  a  few  cays  before  the  vilit,  all 

animofitv 
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animofity  is  laid  afide,  and  they  are  as 
perfect  friends  as  if  nothing  had  hap-, 
pened. 

One  of  their  privileges  is  to  keep  two, 
three,  or  more  women  at  once,  who,  how- 
ever mull  be  members.  They  always 
wear  the  bell  cloth  the  iflands  produce, 
and  eat  many  peculiar  things,  which 
others,  even  if  arees,  are  not  permitt  1  to 
do.  They  are  generally  dillinguifhed  for 
their  prowefs,  valour,  and  activity  in  bat- 
tle; and  if  any  of  them  (hew  the  lead 
figns  of  cowardice,  he  is  excluded  the 
fociety ;  which  is  tfleemed  fuch  a  dif- 
grace,  that  from  that  time  he  lofes  all  his 
confequence,  and  nobody  will  aflbciate 
with  or  fpeak  to  him.  Their  amufements 
during  thefe  meetings  confift  of  boxing, 
wrellling,  dancing,  and  making  feafts  and 
entertainments,  at  which  crowds  of  fe- 
male fpedlators  attend,  the  faireft  of 
whom  are  always  made  choice  of  by  the 
conquerors.  In  general,  they  continue  in 
this  fociety  to  the  age  of  thirty  or  thirty-

OU  R  weather,  after  leaving  the  So- 
ciety Ifles,  was  pleafant,  with  a 
frefii  trade- wind.  On  the  22c(,  we  ob- 
ferved  a  greater  number  of  birds  than 
iifual,  which  increafed  as  we  continued 
our  courfe  ;  and  mod  of  them  being  fuch 


as     . 
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36  never  fly  very  far  from  land,  we  con- 
cluded ourfelves  to  be  in  the  neighbour- 
hood  of  fomei 

Orderfe  werft  given  to  keep  a  gdod  look 
out ;  and  w6  ilGfod  on,  the  birds  (which 
t^ere  boobies,  men  of  w^r  birds,  egg  birds, 
And  tropic  birds)  becoming  more  nume- 
rous  till  the  24th,  wh^n  being  in  latitude 
2  deg.  3  min.  N.  and  longitude  202  deg. 
22  min.  E.  we  difcovered  a  low  Tandy 
ifle,  with  a  few  trees  upon  it,  which  hhd 
the  appearance  of  being  burnt  0r  {coached 
up  by  the  heat  of  the  fun. 

In  the  afternoon,  we  were  well  in  witli 
the  land,  and  captain  Cook,  having  taken 

'  a  view  of  it,  fignified  his  intention  of 
flopping  there  for  a  day  or  two,  at  he  a|)- 
jprehended  it  might  prove  a  convenient 
place  for  Catching  turtle.  About  an 
hour  after,  we  anchored  off  the  S.  W. 
fiart  of  it,  and  the  Refolution  Tent  a  boat 
to  look  for  a  convenient  landing  place  ; 
but  not  meeting  with  one,  we  weighed 

£  Jihd  ftood  on  towards  the  N.  W.  part  of 
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it,  when  we  anchored  again  about  two 
miles  from  the  lhore»  dppofite  to  a  fmall 
patch  of  coco  nut  trees,  whi^h  from  that 
circlumftance  we  called  Coco  Nut  Foint,and 
near  which  there  was  a  break  in  the  reef, 
.lafge  enough  to  admit  boats.  Parties 
from  both  (hips  were  fent  on'fhore,  and 
the  firft  night  they  tiirned  iipwards  of 
^ thirty  turtle  ;  we  'affo  fent  our  boats  to 
catch  fifh,  aiid  had  very  good  fuccefs,  fo 
that  with  fiih  and  turtle  we  lived  exceed- 
ingly well..  This  proved  a  welcome  fup- 
ply,  for  our  ftock  of  fifefti  provifions  had 
been  confumed  a  few  days  before  our 
difcovery  of  this  ifland. 

We  employed  ourfelves  in  this  manner 
till  the  1  ft  of  JanuJiry,  during  which  time 
we  had  colleded  a  confiderable  number 
of  turtle  for  both  fliips^  but  had  nearly 
loft  two  of  the  Difcovery's  men,  who  un- 
thinkingly ftrayed  from  their  party,  and 
proceeding  in  a  diredly  oppofite  direc- 
tion to  what  they  ought,  had  well  nigh 
periftied  with  heat  and  thirft.  In  the

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evening,  captain   Cook  made,  the  fignal 

for  the  boats'  to  return,   and  the  next  -

morning  (January  2d)  we  weighed  our 
anchors,  and  proceeded  to  the  northward. 
This  place,  whicji  we  called  Chriftmas 
liland  (having  fpent  that  anniverfary 
there),  is  one  of  thofe  low  lagoon  iflands 
fo  frequently  to  be  met  with  between  the^ 
tropicsi  It  is  furrounded  by  a  reef  of 
coral  ro9k,  upon  which  a  heavy  furf  con-^ 
tinually  vents  its  fury.  Its  appearance  is 
defolate  and  barren,  being  little  more  than 
a  large  fand  bank  of  a  femicircular  form, 
covered  In  fome  places  with  a  low  bruih 
wood.  The  foil  is  compofed  of  fand, 
ftones,  and  the  decayed  fhcjls  of  crabs, 
and  other  ihell-hfh.  Its  inhabitants  are 
in^numerable  flocks  pf  boobies,  man  of  war 
birds,  egg  birds,  petrels,  tropic  birds, 
and  two  or  three  fpecfes  of  plover,  moft 

of  which  were  fo  tame  as  to  be  taken  off

the  bufties.     In  one  or  two  places  we 

found  fmall  patches  of  coco  nut   trees, 

the  fruit  of  which  was  fmall,  and  the  milk

^^r  and  inCpid,  and  the  tr^es  eonfider-f 
ably  ftintcd  in  their  grpwth.    Tb?  reef 
abounds  with  various  kinds  of  fi(h,  par- 
ticularly a  fpecles  6f  fl^ark  abput  four  feet 
in  length,  which  conftantly  attende4  our 
bo^ts  to  and  frorn  the  fl^ips :  there  arc  , 
alfo  very  large  cavallias^  fnappers,  and  a^ 
^(h  which  they  called  a  rock- cod.     On 
fliore,  we  found  numbers  of  a  fpecies  of 
0r?ib,  which  from  their  bright  red  colour 
we  called  foldiers,  and  abundance  of  land 
Crabs,     We    likewift  faw    feveral   rats, 
which  were  fmaller  than  our's,  ^nd  their 
e^loqr  more  red.      We  tried  in  many 
places  for  freih  water,  but  could  procure 
none  but  what  wa*  very  brackhh,  and 
totally  unfit  for  ufe. 

pqr  courfe  from  hence  was  nearly 
;aorth !  we  had  a  fine  ileady  breeze,  and 
the  weather  was  fine  and  pleafant.  Oi^ 
^he  1711^  ou^  latitude  was  zo  deg.  25  min. 
N.  apd  longitude  200  deg.  45  min.  E. 
The  next  day  (Jan.  18),  being  in  lati- 
tude 21  deg.    13  min.  N.  and  longitude 


200 
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200  deg.  49  min.  E.  we  faw  land  to  the 
caftward,  and  foon  after  defcried  more  to 
the  N.  W.  for  which  we  (haped  ourcourfe; 
but  night  coming  on,  we  tacked  and  ftood 
off  till  morning   (Jan.  19th),  when  we  , 

proceeded  to  trace  the  coaft  in  a  S.W.  and 
W.  direction.     The  land  at  firft  prefented 
rather  a  barren  appearance,  but  upon  a 
clofer  view  it  imprgfved  upon  us,    par- 
ticularly on  the  weftfern  fide,  which  con- 
fided of  a  large  trait  of  fine  level  plains, 
and  beyond  them  a  double  range  of  hills, 
which  were  covered  with  trees.     Upon 
the  fhore  we  faw  a  few  clufters  of  coco 
nut  trees,  but  by  no  means  fo  abundant 
as  at  the   Society  Ifles.    ,  As  we   drew 
nearer  in-fhore,  fome  of  the  inhabitants  , 
put  off  in  their  canoes,  and  very  readily 
came  along  fide.     Their  colour  was  more 
of  the  copper  call  than  that  of  the  natives 
of  Taheitee,  and  they  wore  their  hair  long,     ^   ^   ''' 
and  of  different  hues,  like  the  people  of  the  /^m^«.  ''?">>' 
Friendly  Ifles.      Their  drefs  was  nothing  ^^'"   ■"    'f''-^-'*j; 
more  than  a  narrow  flip  of  cloth  roimd  *l  ''**  ,^^<»<'/'^ 
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their  middle,  and  they  were  marked  or 
tattowed  in  diflFcrcnt  par^R  of  thisir  body. 
Their  cloth  was  ftamped  or  printed  in  va^ 
rious  patterns,  not  much  unlike  our 
printed  linens  ;  their  language  nearly  re<- 
fembled  that  of  Taheitee.  They  were 
eafily  perfuaded  to  come  on  board,,  and, 
like  all  pthti^r  Indians  foon  began  to  thieve, 
but  nothing  of  any  coqfequence  wa«  loft. 
We  faw  no  weapons  among  them,  nor 
did  they  behave  abruptly  or  difagreeably, 
but  in  their  difpofrtion  fcemcd  friendly 
and  good  natured.  We  purchaf^d*  a  ffew 
pigs  and  fweet  potatoes  of  them,  for 
which  we  gave  them  a  hatchet  or  two,  and 
a  fewfmall  nails, with  which  theyappeared 
very  well  fatisfied.  In  the  evening  we 
flood  off,  intending  to  examine  the  plac^ 
^l0^e  clofely  the  next  day. 

In  the  morning  (Jan.  20th)  at  fix,  cap- 
tain Cook  made  a  fignaj  for  the  Difco- 
very*s  fix-oared  cutter,  which,  accora- 
p^^nied  with  the  Refolution's  pinnace  and 
krge  cutter,  was  fent  %o  look  for  a  fafe 

'  place 


place  for  tlie  (hips  to  aocjbojf,  and  to  try. 
what  ibu])ding;s  were  to  be  foui>d  ne^rec:) 
ji^  ihore,     During  their  abfence,  we  (koofii 
oS  aodon,  bemg  fearful  of^veatiiiring  tooi 
ficat.    The  naf ive&  oamr  off  as  yfflor^ay^ 
and'  we  bou^hf  a  few  hogs,  tarpow>  fwee^ 
potatoes,  and  fugap  cane,  of  alt  which  they 
appeared  to  have  plenty,  and  excellent  of 
their  kind.    At  three  in  the  afternoon 
the  boats  returned,  havinjg  found  a  poler* 
able  birth)  and  at  four  both  veflels  c^jn^ 
to..    Soon  after  captain  Cook   went  on 
ihore  in  the  pinnace,  attended  by  the  Dif- 
lEovery*8  cutter,  hot Ji  weU-^rnied.  He  waa 
r€eeived  on.  fliore  ^ery  cordially  l?y  the 
natives,  who  treated  hm  during;  his  ftay 
with   great  refped  and  atttoion»    and 
brought  many  fmall  hoga,  potatoes,  tar- 
row,  or  eddoes,  and  fugar-eane,  lill  which 
were  purchafcd  at  a  very  eafy  rate^  The 
women  were  rather  ordinary,  and  in  gene- 
ral mafcuHne,  and  wiH  fcar^e  bear  a  com- 
parifon  with  the  fair  damei  of  Taheitec* 
Tfieir  drefs  is  the  fame  as  that  of  the  men, 

only 
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only  the  cloth  is  wider,  and  reaches  down 
to  this  knees.  Their  hair  is  cut  ihort  be- 
hind, and  long  before,  but  turned  back 
like  our  toupees,  which  mode  of  wearing 
it  does  not  fet  them  off  to  the  greateft 
advantage.  Many,  who  were  along-fide 
in  their  canoes,  pleaded  hard  to  come  on 
board,  but  captain  Cook  had  given  ftridt 
orders,  previous  to  his  anchoring,  not  to 
fuffer  a  fingle  woman  to  be  admitted  into 
the  fhips,  as  there  were  fevcral  people 
in  both,  who  dill  had  the  venereal  difeafe. 
But,  notwithftanding  every  precaution, 
many  of  our  men  contrived  to  have  con- 
nexions with  them,  in  confequencc  of 
which  Tve  found  this  terrible  diforder 
raging  among  them  when  we  arrived 
there  the  fecond  time. 

The  next  day  (Jan.  21ft),  the  launches 
were  fcnt  to  fill  water,  which  could  be  ,^ 
procured  without  much  difficulty,  from  a  ' 
fine  river  at  no  great  diftance  from  the 
Ihips,  and  parties  were  difpatched  to  the 
fhore  to  trade  with  the  natives,  while 
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Others  were  to  fuperintend  the  market  on 
board  the  (hips.  They  fupplied  us  with 
abundai  ce  of  every  thing  the  ifland  pro- 
duced* and  in  the  evening  our  trading 
parties  returned  with  abundance  of  line 
hogs,  potatoes,  fugar-cane,  &c. 

The  2 2d  was  very  windy,  with  much 
rain,  which  prevented  our  boats   from 
landing,  as  a  heavy  furf  broke  upon  the 
ihore.     Our  friends  however  came  off  in 
the  midft  of  it,  and  a  brifk  trade  was  car^ 
rjed  on,  on  board.     We  alfo  purchafed 
n^any  of  their  ornaments,  fuch  as  fans, 
necklaces,   bracelets,    cloaks,   and    caps, 
compofed  of  red   and  yellow  feathers, 
"which  were  very  curious,   the  latter  be- 
ing made  in   form  of  helmets.      They 
alfo  brought  off  foine  fpears,  which  were 
about  ten  feet  long,  admirably  polilhed, 
?ind  the   end  intended  for  execution  was 
about  eight  or  ten  inches  in  length,  hjjd 
inany  barbs,  and  was  pointed. 
During  a  heavy  fquall,  the  Refolution 
fragged  her  anchor,  and  fwung  near  a 
r  •        V'  fhoal. 
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flioal.  Her  fituation  being  rather  dan- 
gerous, captain  Cook  ordered  the  anchor 
to  be  weighed,  and  flood  off  fhore ;  but 
the  winds  foon  after  becoming  light,  and 
a  ftrong  current  fetting  to  the  weftward, 
ihe  fell  confiderably  to  leeward,  and  at 
laft  was  obliged  to  ftand  out  to  fea.  The 
Pifcovery,  being  fecure,  ftaid  behind. 

The  23d  was  very  rainy  during  the 
whole  day,  but  as  there  was  but  little  wind, 
captain.  Gierke  fent  the  Difcovery's  boats 
on  ftiore  to  trade  as  ufual,  and  many  of 
the  inhabitants  came  on  board  as  before. 

Early  the  next  morning  (Jan.  24th,) 
the  Difcovery  weighed  and  made  fail  j  but 
the  ;wind  proved  fo  light,  that  fhe  fell  to 
leeward,, and  was  obliged  foon  after  tocome 
to.  The  Refplution  at  this  time  was  out  of 
fight.  About  nine,  the  king  of  the  ifl^nd 
came  alongllde  in  a  double  canoe :  cap- 
tain Gierke,  under/landing  who  he  was, 
requefted  him  much  to  come  on  board, 
which  he  appeared  willing  to  do,  but  his 
attendants  wer«  fo  fearful  of  his  receiving 
'  fome 
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fdiXie  hurt  or  other,  that  they  intreated 
him  not  to  da  it.    He  ventu red  however 
as  far  as  tlie  gangway,  where  he  fat  down, 
and  prefented  the  captain  with  a  curious 
carved  bd'tvl  j    in  return  for  which  he  re- 
ceived  fome  large  nails,  a  cut-glafs  bowl, 
and  fome  other  trifles,  which  pleafed  him 
exceedingly.     After  a  fhort  ftay,  his  at- 
tendants bore  him  in  their  arms  to  his 
canoe,  and  he  went  on  ftiore.    His  name 
was  Tomahana ;  he  appeared  to  be  about 
thirty  years  old,  and  was  above  the  middle 
fize ;      he     was    clothed   in    the    fanie 
manner   as  the  meaneft  of  his  fubje<Sls, 
and  could  only  be  diftinguifhed  by  the 
great  refped  they  paid  him.     Soon  after 
his  departure,  the  queen  arrived  in  another 
canoe,  and  in  the  fame  manner  was  per- 
mitted to  go  no  farther  than  the  gang- 
way.    She  likewife  made  captain  Gierke 
a  prefent  of  fome  elegant  ruffs  made  of 
various  coloured  feathers,  for  which  he 
gave  her  fome  beads,  looking  glafles,  arid 
a  piece  of  fcarlet  cloth;   after  which  fhe 
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Was  carried  into  her  canoe,  and  proceeded 
to  the  fhore.  She  was  young,  and  had 
a  pleafing  countenance,  but  her  drefs  was 
not  remarkable. 

At  feven  the  next  morning  (jati.  25)* 
the  Difcovery  got  up  her  Anchor,  arid 
made  fail,  w  ith  a  fine  breeze.  Soon  after 
fhe  faw  the  Refolution,  and  bore  down  to 
her.  The  three  following  days  were  fpent 
by  both  fliips  hi  turning  to  windward,  to 
regain  their  old  fituations  if  poffible,  biit 
they  could  not  reach  even  the  wefterh- 
moft  point  of  the  ifland.  The  next  daty 
(29th),  therefore,  they  bore  iway  for  a 
fmall  ifle  about  feven  leagues  to  leeward 
of  this,  and  at  ten  in  the  morning  were 
running  along  fhore,  when  captain  Cook 
fent  the  pinnace  to  fir  ike  foundings,  and 
fee  if  we  could  anchor  v»rith  fafety.  Soon 
after  llie  made  the  fignal  of  anchorage, 
and  the  Refolution  came  to  ;  but  the  Dif- 
covery, having  thirty  and  forty  fathoms 
with  a  rocky  bottom,  continued  to  Hand 
on  ;  about  half  an  hour  after  (he  let  go 
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her  anchor  in  twenty-three  fathoms  of 
water,  the  bottom  a  fine  white  fand,  and 
about  two  miles  off  fhore, 
r    I.This  ifland  was  confiderably  fmaller 
,  th^  the  other,  and  had  rather  a  wretched 
appearance  ;  the  •  fouth  poi;it  of  it  is  ter- 
,  minated  by  a  high  bluff  rock,  the  interior 
parts  are  low,  with  here  and  there  a  fmall 
elevation,  and  not  a  tree  is  to  be  feen. 

In  the  morning  (30th),  our  new  ac« 
quired  friends  came  off  with  fweet  pota- 
toes,  yams,  and  fait ;  in  the  two  latter  ar- 
ticles they  feemed  to  abound.  The  yams 
were  large,  and  the  fait  was  equal  to  any 
we  ever  faw,  both  for  colour  and  quality. 
The  boats  were  fent  on  fhore  to  trade  as 
ufual,  but  they  found  the  landing  far  more 
difHcult  than  at  the  laflplace,  on  account  of 
a  very  heavy  furf,  which,  when  the  wind 
varies  in  the  leaft  to  the  weftward,  rolls 
in  at  fo  terrible  a  rate,  as  totally  to  cut 
off  all  communication  with  the  fhore. 
In  the  evenings  they  brought  off  what 
few  articles  they  conveniently  could,  but 
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^kf^tWoisyr  tkfise^the'gfintienien^bdifad* 
%iio  ft!tpeHhternd«d  the  ntuarket,  till  4^er 
weather  {honId%e  more  inoderace. 

The  ftcxt  (toy  (3  jII)  we  *gain  tried  to 
^lahd  with  ourho«8,  but  were  obliged  to 
defift ;  and  ittthef  evening  had'Tfrtfli  gfldes 
with  rain.  *tTie  Refolution  being  too  near 
in-fliore,  weighed  and  anthofied^arth^r 
out. 

This  mormtig  (Feb.  ift),  the  weather 
being  more  moderate,  the  boats  were  fent 
on  ihore,  and  in  the  afternoon  broi^ght 
off  the  gentlemen,  with  fome  yams  and 
fait,  but  were  obliged  to  leave  the  prin- 

,  cipal  part  of  their  purchafes  behind. 
About  five  in  the  afternoon,  the  wind  be^ 
ing  very  high,  and  a  heavy  fwell  running, 

'the  Refolution  drove,  and  foon  after ^ot 
under  way,  intending  to  anchor  agaio^ 
but  by  the  time  it  was  dark  the  current 
had  fet  her  nearly  out  of  fight* 

A  number  of  the  natives  came  off  to 
the  Difcovery  the  next  day  (Feb.  2d)» 
with  their  canoes  laden  with  fait,  yams, 
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fwect  potatoes,  and  fifti  dried  and  falted. 
Of  the  roots,  a  fufficlent  quant'ty  were 
purchafed  to  fupply  the  (hip's  company- 
two  months  at  leaft.  At  ten  fhe  got  up 
her  anchor,  and  made  fail  after  the 
Refolution,  who  could  juft  be  dillinguifh- 
cd  from  the  maft-head.  At  two  in  the 
afternoon  (he  joined  her,  and  both  direct- 
ed their  courfe  to  the  northward. 

As  we  vifited  thefe  iflands  a  fecond 
time,  and  had  an  opportunity  of  nlaking 
a  greater  number  of  remarks,  relative  to 
the  manners  and  cuftoms,  &c.  of  the  in- 
habitants, than  our  fhort  flay  this  time 
would  permit,  a  fuller  and  more  particular 
account  will  be  given  afterwards  :  it  will 
therefore  fuffice  for  the  prefent  to  exhibit 
a  concife  view  of  what  appeared  to  us 
the  moft  ftriking  and  remarkable.      . 

A'towi,  which  is  the  name  of  the 
largeft  ifland,  is  compofed,  on  the  N.  W. 
fide,  of  a  large  tradl  of  level  land,  the  in- 
terior parts,  as  has  been  obfervcd  before, 
conlifting  of  a  double  range  of  hills.  The 
Vol.  I.  N  v        houfes 
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houfcs  of  the  natives  are  in  general  fitii'* 
tuatednear  the  fhbre,  and  placed  in  clufters^ 
lo  as  to  form  fmall  towns  or  villages* 
Their  external  appearance  greatly  refem- 
bles  the  top  of  a  barn  placed  upon  thd 
ground,  with  a  fmall  entrance  in  the  mid-^ 
die.  Some  of  them  were  elevated  upon 
pofts  about  three  feet  high,  particularly 
thofe  neareft  the  fea  ;  from  which  we 
may  conclude,  that  they  are  during  fomc 
parts  of  the  year  fubjetSt  to  inundations^ 
They  are  well  thatched  on  the  outfide 
with  dry  grafsj  fo  as  totally  to  prevent  the 
entrance  of  rain.  The  floor  is  alfo  weH 
flrewed  with  dry  grafs,  upon  which  mats 
of  various  fizes  and  dimenOons  are 
placed.  Thefe  mats  are  of  a  very  clofe, 
compact  texture,  and  made  of  different; 
patterns,  fome  of  which  are  really  elegant. 
They  vary  greatly  in  their  degree  of  fine- 
nefs.  Their  canoes  or  boats  are  the  neateft 
we  ever  faw,  and  compofed  of  two  dij^ 
ferent  coloured  woodu,  the  bottom  being 
dark,  the  upper  part  light,  and  furnifhed 
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l/vith  an  out-riggcr.  Befides  thefe,  they 
h^ve  another  mode  of  conveying  them- 
felves  in  the  water,  upon  very  light  flat 
jpieces  of  bbai^d,  which  we  called  fliark- 
boards,  from  the  fimilitude  the  anterior 
part  bore  to  the  head  of  that  fifh.  Upon 
thefe  they  will  venture  into  the  heavieft 
furfs,  and  paddling  with  their  hands  and 
feet,  get  on  at  a  great  rate.  Indeed, 
we  never  faw  people  fo  adive  in  the 
water,  which  almoft  fcems  their  natural 
element. 

O'neehow,  which  is  the  weftermofl 
ifland,  is  very  fmall,  and  rather  low. 
It  produces  fugar-cane,  plantains,  fweet 
potatoes^ yams,  and  fait;  in  the  two lat* 
ter  articles  it  exceeds  A'towi.  The  in- 
habitants are  not  numerous;  their  houfes, 
&c.  are  exadly  like  thofe  of  the  above 
mentioned  ifle.  ''   * '    -

IN  the  afternoon  of  the  2d  of  February, 
the  Dil'covery  joined  her  confort,  and 
proceeded  in  a  N.  N.  E.  and  N*  E.  direc- 
tion for  the  coaft  of  America.  On  the 
13th,  our  lat.  was  31  deg.  21  min.  N.  and 
long.  205  deg.  12  min.  £.  we  hadfmooth 
water,  and  open  cloudy  weather,  with 
a  fwell  from  the  N.  E.  On  the  16th,  we 
began  to  find  it  cold,  the  thermometor 
ftanding  at  56  deg.     This  is  not  fo  much 

to 
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to  he  wondered  at,  confiderlng  we  had 
fpent  near  a  twelvemonth  between  the 
tropics.  From  this  time  to  the  23d,  our 
weather  was  in  general  clear  and  pleafant, 
with  fine  breezes  from  the  S.  W.  we  had 
fome  albatrofTes  and  petrels  about  U8> 
and  the  fea  was  in  general  pretty  fmooth. 
On  the  24th,  it  became  very  hazy  and 
foggy,  which  continued  more  or  lefs  till 
the  ift  of  March.  Our  courfe  during  this 
time  was  nearly  N.  E.  On  the  25th,  at 
feven  in  the  morning,  we  paffed  a  log  of 
wood  with  barnacles  on  it ;  and  on  the 
27th,  being  in  latitude  43  deg.  47  min. 
N.  and  longitude  224  deg.  38  min.  30 
'  feconds  E.  we  pafled  another.  In  the 
night  we  obferved  the  aurora  borealU  very 
ftrong,  between  the  N.  N.  W.  and  K.  E. 
and  the  next  day  faw  feveral  whales  about. 
The  weather  now  became  warmer ;  the 
thermometer,  which  had  been  as  low  as 
48  deg.  rofe  to  53  and  54  deg.  and  we 
had  calms  till  the  3d  of  March,  when  a 
breeze  fprung  up,   though  not  a  very  fa- 
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Tourable  one,  our  courfe  bein(»  littc  better 
than  K.  S.  E.  We  faw  to-day  feme  di- 
vers, which  induced  us  to  think  we  were 
not  far  from  land.  ''^'^   ^-M 

The  5th,  was  cloudy  and  hazy,  with 
light  winds  inclinable  to  calms,  with  a' 
fwell  from  the  northward;  and  on  the 
6tfi,  we  paflcd  fcveral  pieces  of  drift  wood 
and  fome  rock- weed.  The  water  being 
difcoloured,  captain  Cook  ordered  the  lead 
to  be  hove,  but  got  no  ground.  In  the 
afternoon  we  faw  two  feals,  feveral 
whales,  and  fome  porpuiTes.  The  next 
day  (the  7th),  at  day-light,  being  nearly 
in  latitude  44  deg.  33  min.  N.  and  lon- 
gitude 235  deg,  36  min.  E.  we  faw  land 
(being  part  of  America^  bearing  N.  E, 
At  eight,  the  extremes  bore  N.  N.  E,  and 
S.  E,  by  E  5  they  appeared  the  higheft 
part  of  the  land,  and  made  in  feveral 
bluff  capes  and  fmall  bays  or  inlets,  the 
whole  forming  a  deep  bay,  the  extremes 
of  the  land  in  fight  being  the  two  points 
of  it.     At   nine,  the   water   having   the 

appearance 
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appearance  of  foundings,  we  got  a  caft  of 
the  lead,  and  found  bottom  at  ninety- five 
fathom.  We  faw  a  great  number  of 
birds  of  the  gull  kind.  '         * 

The  next  day  we  had  a  ftrong  breeze 
from  the  weftward.  The  air  was  much 
colder  than  yefterday,  with  open  cloudy 
weather,  but  very  unfettled  and  fqually, 
with  (howers  of  hail.  The  wind  not 
proving  favourable  for  exploring  the 
coaft,  we  flood  to  the  fouthward,  to  avoid 
getting  too  near  the  land.  The  9th,  was 
equally  as  unfettled  as  the  day  before  ; 
fometirhes  being  calm,  at  others  fqually. 
In  the  morning  there  was  no  land  in  fight, 
but  at  two  in  the  afternoon  we  faw  it  ex- 
tending from  N.  E.  {  N.  to  N.  E.  by  E. 
but  at  a  good  diftance. 

The  weather  on  the  loth  was  hea.vy, 
dark,  and  cloudy,  with  fhowers  of  hail, 
the  air  cold  and  piercing.  In  the  courfe 
of  the  night  we  had  a  favourable  fhift  of 
wind,  which  we  took  the  advantage  of, 
^nd  Hood  in  for  the  land :    and  in  the 
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morning  at  fix,  were  well  in  with  it,  the 
northern  extreme  making  in  a  blufF  point 
with  white  chfFs,  and  which  proved  to 
be  Cape  Blanco,  bearing  N  ■[  E.  and  the 
fouthern  one  making  in  a  long  low  point 
S.  E.  by  E.  our  diftance  from  the  fhore 
about  itwtn  miles.  The  land  near  the 
fliore  vasof  a  moderate  height:  the  hills 
were  covered  with  llrait  tall  trees  of  the 
fir  kind,  and  where  they  were  b.:t  thinly 
fcattered,  the  ground  was  covered  with 
fnow.  There  were  a  number  of  white 
fandy  beaches,  which  at  a  diftance  appear- 
ed like  chalk  cliffs  :  this  part  of  the  coaft 
runs  nearly  N.  and  S.  and  in  a  ftrait  di- 
rection, without  the  leaft  appearance  of  a 
bay  or  inlet.  During  the  night,  we  had 
frequent  fqualls  with  (bowers  of  hail  and 
fnow  which  continued  more  or  lefs  the 
b'jft  part  of  the  nextday.  The  fqualls  were 
generally  fo  heavy,  as  to  oblige  us  to  get 
down  our  top-gallant-yards,  and  clofe- 
reef  our  top-fails.  As  the  wind  continued 
fo  long  to  the  weftward,  and  fo  frelh  with- 
al, 


al,  we  could  do  nothing  more  than  (land 
off  and  on,  which  plan  we  continued  till  . 
the  1 5th,  but  we  fell  to  leeward  confider-  ' 
ablyi     Our  weather  was  now  dark  and 
cloudy,  with  a  nally  moift  atmofphere  :  , 
in  the  afternoon,   the  wind  being  more 
moderate,  we  wore  fhip,  and  flood  in  for  , 
the  land  again.     In  the  night,  we  had 
light  airs  and  calms.    On  the  1 6th,  we  had  , 
moderate  breezes  with  cloudy  weather, 
and  in  the  afternoon  faw  feveral  whales. : 
The  17th,  and  part  of  the  i8th,  were 
rainy  and  difagreeable ;  but  the  1 9th  was 
fine,  clear,  and  pleafant,  with  a  fine  little 
breeze  from  the  S.  S.  E.  which  in  the  af- 
ternoon, altaoft  died   away,   and  in  the 
courfe  of  the  night   ftiifted  to  the  north- 
ward.    We  continued  however  to  ftand 
in  for  the  land,  and  the  next  day  a  hawk 
was  fei^n  flying  round  the  fhips. 

In  the  night  the  veiTels  loft  fight  of 
each  other  ;  but  the  Difcovery  firing  a 
gun,  the  Refolution  anfwered  it  with  a 
Ught.     The  next  day  we  had  the  wind 

from 
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from  the  fouthward,  which  In  the  after- 
noon frefhened  up,  but  towards  evening  it 
became  fqually  and  rainy,  when  It  fhifted 
to  its  old  corner,  W.  by  N.  Qur  latitude 
to  day  at  noon  was  45  deg.  50  min.  N. 

On  the  2  2d,  w^e  had  a  fine  breeze  and 
open  cloudy  weather ;  and  at  half  paft 
feven  faw  the  land  bearing  N.  by  E.  At 
eight,  we  were  about  twelve  leagues  from 
it:  our  latitude  at  noon  was  47  deg.  20 
min.  N.  At  four  in  the  afternoon,  the 
fouthern  extreme  bearing  E.  S.  E.  f  E. 
terminated  in  a  low  point,  and  continued 
level  as  far  to  the  northward  as  W.  by  N. 
it  then  became  high,  and  mountainous, 
inland,  while  the  fea-coaft  was  of  a  mode- 
rate height,  forming  feveral  deep  bays, 
and  vallies,  with  broken  land.       *       ' 

The  n6rthren  extreme  bore  N.  by  W. 

Y  W.  and  was  alfo  level,  but  not  fo  low 
as  the  fouthern  and  had  two  remarkable 
round  hills  inland ;  our  diftance  from  the 
near  eft  (hore  was  about  five  leagues.   ^ 
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At  fix,  the  extremes  bore  N.  by  W.  and 
E.  S.  E.  the  northern  extreme  about  tea 
leagues  diftant;  a  high  round  hill,  N.N.  E.  /p^    >> 
and  a  rock  detached  from  the  main  land,N.    7.^^,/^,^ 
.  Y  W.  Within  this  rock  the  land  was  brok- 
en, and  had  much  the  appearance  of  a  * 
"harbour.     All  this  part  of  the  coaft  was 
well  flocked  with  wood,  and  afforded  the 
moft  prom ifing  appearance  of  any  we  had        v 
yet  feen.   At  half  paft  fix  we  had  a  heavy 
fwell,  fetting  in  upon  the  land.     As  our 
water  began  to  grow  rather  (hort,  we  were 
this  day  put  to  an  allowance  of  two  quarts 
a  day  per  man. 

The  next  day  was  thick,  heavy,  rainy, 
and  difagreeable,  with  fqualls,  on  which 
account,  though  the  winds  blew  from  the 
S.  S.  W.  we  flood  off  from  tbe  land. 
The  24th,  was  in  general  plcafant,  but 
the  25th  was  thick  and  rainy,  with  lulls 
and  fqualls  alternately.  At  noon,  our  la- 
titude was  48  deg.  28  min.  N.  and  the 
next  day  we  had  a  very  heavy  fwell  from 
the  W.  S.  W.  On  the  28th,  we  had  open 
cloudy  weather,  but  about  ten  it  became 
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foggy,  and  the  (hips  loft  %ht  of  each 
other :  fignals  being  made  and  anfwered, 
they  foon  afcertained  their  fituation  with 
refped  to  diftance,  and  the  fog  clear- 
ing away,  they  refumed  their  [cou^-fe  to- 
^^  gether. 

to     hi\c4i  s     Early  the  next  morning,  having  mode- 
/'  rate  breezes  and  fine  weather,  we  thought 
we  defcried  land,  fo  tacked  and  flood  in 
for  it.     We  had  a  great  number  of  por- 
pufles  about,  which  were  variegated  with 
black  and  white.     At  half  paft  nine,  we 
plainly  faw  the  land  upon  our  weather- 
bow  making  very  high,  with  fnow  upon 
the  tops  of  the  hills,  and  at  twelve  had 
land  all  round  us,  our  latitude  being  49 
deg.  28  min.  N.     We  had  a  fine  breeze, 
and  as  there  was  fome  profped  of  finding 
a  harbour,  Captain  Cook   continued   to 
,  .  ftand  on.     At  three  in  tne  afternoon,  we 

were  about  three  leagues  diftant  from  it ; 
it  appeared  very  woody,  and  in  one  part 
we  defcried  an  opening,  which  bid  very 
fair  to  fuit  our  purpofe.  Captain  Cook 
therefore  gave  orders  for  bearing  away, 
and  at  four  we  were  dole  in  fhore,  run- 
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ning  up  what  appeared  to  be  a  deep  found, 
having  twenty  and  thirty  fathoms  of  water. 
Soon  after,  two  or  three  canoes,  with 
feveral  of  the  natives  on  board,  put  off 
and  came  to  the  fljiips,  but  a^  firft  kept  at 
fome  diftance,  and  addreiTed  us  in  a  very 
harfh  and  uncouth  language,  after  which 
they  by  degrees  came  along- fide.  They 
were  painted  red,  and  fome  wore  a  kind  of 
garment  edged  with  fur,  and  faftened  a- 
crofa  the  fhoulders  like  the  New  Zealand 
hahoos.  One  of  them  had  feveral  Ikins 
fewed  together,  and  thrown  over  his 
ihoulders. 

The  captains  gave  them  feveral  things, 
fuch  as  hatchets  and  nails,  but  they  did 
not  feem  to  underftand  their  ufes,  and  af- 
terwards they  returned  to  the  (hore.  This 
found  appeared  to  be  very  extenfive,  and 
contained  many  fmall  iflands.  At  feven, 
the  Refolution  let  go  her  anchor  In  eighty- 
four  fathom,  muddy  bottom,  and  at  half 
paft,  the  Difcovery  anchored  in  feventy 
fathom. 

^  Early 
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Early  in  the  morning  (Monday  30th) 
many  of  the  Americans  came  off  to  the 
£hip8,  of  whom  we  purchafed  a  confider- 
able  number  of  bear,  wolf,  Ivnx,  and  fea- 
beaver  fkins,  for  which  we  gave  them 
knives,  looking-glaffes,  red  cloth,  and 
fmall  hatchets.  They  were  to  all  appear-^ 
ance  a  miferable  fet  of  beings  :  they  were 
under  the  middle  fize,  and  ill-made,  their 
legs  being  fmall  and  ancles  large,  which 
is  probably  occafioned  by  their  continually 
fitting  with  their  legs  under  them.  Their 
colour  was  lighter  than  any  we  had  yet 
met  with,  but  rendered  black  by  filth  and 
dirt.  Moft  of  them  were  daubed  ovei* 
their  arms,  face,  and  indeed  almofl  their 
whole  bodies,  with  red  earth.  Some  of 
theift  had  the  lower  part  of  their  face, 
that  is  from  the  bottom  of  the  nofe  to  the 
chin,  of  a  darker  colour.  The  hair  was 
long  arid  Ihaggy,  and  powdered  as  it  were, 
with  the  down  of  birds,  and  daubed  with 
the  fame  colour  as  their  bodies.  Theit 
face  was  broad,  with  high-cheek  bones, 
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mouth  wide,  nofe  rather  flat,  and  their 
teeth  bad  and  uneven.  Upon  their  heads 
they  wore  a  kind  of  bonnet,  Ihaped  like 
a  tin-cover,  the  top  of  it  flat.  Mofl  of 
them  had  a  kind  of  cloak  apparently  made 
of  the  bark  of  a  tree,  the  bottom  was  or- 
namented with  a  long  fringe  compofed  of 
the  fame  material^  as  the  cloak  ;  that  part 
which  furrounded  the  neck  being  trim- 
med with  the  fur  of  the  fea-beaver. 

Some  were  cloathed  with  the  (kins 
of  bears  and  wolves  fewed  together. 
Their  canoes  were  different  from  any  we 
had  feen  before  ;  they  were  wide,  with- 
out an  out- rigger,  and  rather  pointed  at 
both  ends ;  when  they  paddle,  they  fit 
in  the  bottom.  Their  paddles  were  about 
five  feet  long,  rather  broad  in  the  middle, 
and  terminating  in  a  long  narrow  point. 
In  one  or^two  of  their  canoes  werefeveral 
women,  whom  we  at  firft  could  fcarcely 
diftinguifli  from  the  men,  their  drcfs 
being  the  fame ;  but  upon  a  clofcr 
examination,  we  found   that  their  faces 
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were  not  ornamented  like  thofe  of  the 
men,  and  that  v\  ith  refpedl  to  ftature,  they 
were  in  general  fhorter. 

There  was  one  article  of  trade  which 
feme  of  thefe  people  expofed  to  fale  to- 
day, that  we  never  faw  before  in  any 
country :  this  was  feveral  human  fkulls 
and  dried  hands.  Some  of  our  feamen 
made  figns  of  eating  the  flefh,  which 
figns  they  readily  made  too,  probably 
becaufe  they  faw  us  do  it ;  and  from 
this  circumftance  they  were  pronounced 
to  be  cannibals,  though  it  is  not  unlikely 
but  that  we  were  too  hafiy  in  forming 
I  our  conjedures. 

The  matters  of  both  fhips  were  fent 
this  morning  in  fearch  of  a  more  fecure 
birth  for  them,  this  being  too  open  and 
expofed  ;  and  the  launches  were  difpatch- 
cd  to  fill  fome  of  our  cafks  at  the  firft 
convenient  watering-place,  of  which  there 
,  appeared  to  be  plenty.  One  or  two  of 
the  officers  went  on  fhore  in  queft  of 
game,  but  met  with  nothing  but  a  rac- 
coon, 
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cObti,  which  they  faw  fporting  on  the  ddci 
of  a  moffy  tock,  and  which  they  brought 
on  board.  They  found  the  fhore  fo  en- 
cumbered vith  rocks,  and  the  fallen  de- 
caying ti'utiks  of  trees,  which  (as  Well  a^ 
the  living  ones)  wt^re  fo  clofe  to  each 
othef,  as  almoft  to  prevent  a  perfcin  from 
penetrating  to  any  diftance.  In  the  even- 
ing the  mifters  returned  with  an  account 
of  a  convenient  jplace,  with  a  handy  fpot 
for  watering,  but  then  the  entrance  wad 
too  naitow  16  rifque  the  (hips  :  they  like- 
wife  found  another,  at  no  great  diftance 

from  this,  but  there  Was    no  watering*  _. 

place ;   fo  both  were  rejeded,  and  it  wad  iT    ^j  /^^  t 
agteed  that  the  veflels  ihould  next  day  i^f  -  Si^A/^ 
be  removed  to  a  jcove,  not  far  from  the"S^  /^jiz-Iia  u 
fpot  where  they  then  lay ;  and  ^is  the  fhore  l^d<Jir\A  in 
was  fteep-to,  and  no  danger  could  hap-*    I^^U'fk  •  .'^  * 
pen  in  confequence   of  rovks  or  fhoal-   A^Aca 
water,  they  were  to  be  fecured  to  the  trees 
on  Ihore  by  hawfers. 

Tuefday  (31ft),  the    gr^ateft   part  of 

this  day  was  fpent  iii  moving  the  ihips  in- 
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to  tlie  before  mentioned  co"Cc,  and  fecur- 
ing  them.    In  the  morning  the  natives 
came,  as  yeflerc|ay,  to  traffic  with  us,  but 
they  were  not  fo   well  fupplied.     The 
news  of  our  arrival  in  this  place  feemed 
to  have  fpread  a  good  deal,  for  feveral 
canoes  from  more  diftant  parts  vifited  ua 
to-day,  and  brought  a  large  ftock  of  fur&i 
moft  of  which  we  bought  at  an  eafy  rate. 
They  were  very  fond  of  brafs  buttons, 
pieces  of  copper  and  brafs,  particularly  if 
bright,  and  pewter  and  tin,  which  they 
converted  into  bracelets,  being  very  fond 
of  Ihew.  Their  hair  was  generally  parted 
on  the   top  of  their  heads,   and  when 
fprinkled  or  powdered  with  the  down  of 
birds  is  deemed  full  drefled.     Thefe  peo- 
ple make  ufe  of  bone  pata-patows,  nearly 
of  the  fame  form  as  ihofe  of  New  Zea- 
land^  but  rather   linger  and    narrower; 
thefe  they   oruament  with  carved  work. 
Their  language  proved  very  difficult  for 
us  to  learn,  being  rough  and  harfh,  and 
abounded  with   conionants,   particularly 
/,^j,  and  kn 
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^  Wcdnefday,  April  i  ft.  This  morning 
a  "wooding-party  were  fent  on  fliore,  and 
the  aftronomcrs  obfervatories  and  inftru- 
ment$  ys'cre  ereiied  upon  a  rock,  not  far 
from  the  fhips,  which  was  called  the  Af- 
tronomcrs Rock.  In  the  afTcrnoon  boats 
^^ere  difpatched  for  the  purpofe  of  find- 
ing fpruce,  to  brew  for  the  fliip's  com- 
pany ;  they  returned  in  the  evening  with 
feveral  kinds,  though  none  of  them  the 
right  American  fpruce.  This  afternoon 
there  was  a  little  diflwrbancc  amongfl  the 
Indians:  one  of  them  had  been  guilty  of 
fome  offence,  upon  which  the  chief  of  the 
party  ordered  all  the  canoes  on  fliore; 
the  criminal  was  taken  out,  v.:\d  fix  of  the 
people  ftripped  themfe  ves,  and  gave  him 
a  good  beating,  his  goods  were  handed  to 
him,  and  he  was  defired  to  come  there  no 

more. 

•  We  purchafed  a  few  fifh  and  mufcles 
to-day,  which  proved  very  good.  This 
being  an  article  that  we  wifhcd  to  en- 
courage them  to  bring,  we  gave  a  good 
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price  for,  and  afterwards  fcarce  ever 
wanted  fifh.  We  found  ourfelves  not  a 
little  difappointed  at  the  very  fcanty  fup- 
ply  of  game  this  place  afforded.  Before 
our  arrival,  every  one  was  employed  in 
getting  his  fowling  piece  in  order,  and 
forming  bullets,  as  we  fully  expeded  to, 
meet  with  plenty  ofhares  and  deer  ;  but,} 
fofa'-.from  that,  we  fcarce  faw  a  fingleduckc 

Thurfday  2d.  A  new  party  of  Indians,.- 
in  four  canoes,  arrived  this  morning,  who 
before  they  began  to  trade,  entertained  us 
with  one  of  their  fongs  and  dances* 
One  of  them  got  up  and  danced,  at  the 
fame  time  f:nging,  while  fcveral  others 
beat  time  with  their  paddles  againft  the 
fide  of  their  canoes,  and  at  a  particular 
inftar,*:  they  all  joined  with  hiPi  in  a  kind 
of  chorus.  '■■^'^- 

This  continued  for  the  fpacie  of  fift^fen 
or  twenty  minutes,  after  which  they  came 
alongfide,  and  we  bought  variety  of  {kins, 
particularly  fome  of  the  fjpotted  lynx, 
which  were  very  l?eautiful^;;<jii  i;;?jtf  rh?-^' 
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Friday  3d.  The  brewers,  wooders,  and 
waterers,  were  very  bufily  employed  on 
ihore,  in  their  feveral  departments.  The 
water  was  exceeding  good.  Several  fhoot- 
ing  parties  were  out  to-day,  but  returned 
without  any  kind  of  fuccefs,  having  feen 
only  a  ftiag  or  two,  a  few  gull«,  and  here 
and  there  a  fmall  flock  of  plovers  upon  the 
rocks,  all  which  were  fo  fhy  as  nci  to 
con^ewithin  reach  of  their  guns. 

Saturday  4th.  About  ten  this  morning 
we  were  alarmed  by  an  unaccountable  up- 
i:oaramongft  the  Indians,  who  were  pad- 
iirjg  about  in  ftrangt  -onfufion,  and  talk- 
ing with  more  than  ordinary  vehemence. 
After  fome  altercation  they  proceeded  to 
the  place  where  the  Refolution's  people 
were  wooding  and  watering,  and  fome 
began  to  col  led:  ftones  with  great  eager- 
nefs,  whilft  others  ran  into  the  woods  and 
puUed  down  the  branches  of  trees,  which 
they  formed  into  fpears.  This  appear- 
ance alarmed  al!  our  parties  on  fhore,  who 
foon  after  hailed  the  fliips  for  arms,  which 
I  O  3  were 
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were   Immediately  fent,  and  they  drew 

themfelves    up   in   the   beft    order    they 

could.  The  obfervatories  were  guarded  by 

a  party  armed  with  mulquets  and  cutlafl^s, 

and  thofe  on  board  were  equally  diligent 

in  fecuring  arpis  and  pointing  the  great 

guns  to  the  fpot  where  they  were  aflem- 

bjed;  for  we  expeded  that  they  InteindeA 

to  attack  the  fliips,  ar  well  as  o^^  partiqs^, 

on  fhore.  ,        , 

They  obferved  us  arming,  and  gave  us 

to  underftand  that  they  did  not  mean  to 

moleft  us,  but  that  a  ftrong  party  of  their 

enemies  were   coming   to   attack   them. 

After  a   fliort   confultation,  they  threw 

away  their  ftones,   hauled   their  canoes 

upon  the  fhore,  and  prepared  themfelves 

for  battle,  getting  their  fpears  in  order, 

and  wetting  the  handles  that  they  might 

grafp  them  the  firmer.     Soon  after  the 

enemy  appeared,   confiftlng  of  fourteen 

large  canoes  filled  with  people  :  at  fight 

of  the  fhips  they  flopped,  and  appeared 

at  a  lofs   in  what  manner   to  proceed.^

They  debated  fome  time,  and  at  laft 
difpatched  a  canoe  to  our  party,  and  a 
warm  difpute  was  carried  on  for  forae  time 
oji  both  Ides.  It  appeared  evident,  that 
nothing  prevented  their  falling  upon  our 
friends  but  the  (hips,  Vvhich  they  appre- 
hended would  interfere  in  the  difpute. 
Things  continued  in  this  fiate  near  two 
hours,  when  both  parties,  after  a  deal  of 
menacing,  agreed  to  make  up  matters  for 
the  prefent,  and  thus  the  affair  ended. 

Sunday  5th.  About  feven  this  morn- 
iiig  we  expeded  the  two  parties  would 
jBngage  :  challenges  were  given  on  both 
ii^es,  they  threw  Hones,  brandifhed  their 
fpears,  and  advanced  with  their  canoes  to- 
wards each  other,  as  if  coming  to  imme- 
diate adlion,  when  the  chief  of  our  party 
evidently  in  a  padion  got  up  and  made  a 
fpeech.  The  enemy  repeated  the  chal- 
lenge (which  they  gave  in  a  rude  finging 
manner,  accompanied  by  all  the  people, 
who  likcwiie  beat  time  as  it  were  againlt 
the  fides  of  their  canoes  with  their  pad- 
«      0  4     ■    V         .  dhs). 
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dies),  fhook  their  fpears,  and  went  off 
in  triumph. 

c^e  had  a  little  buftle  to-day  alongfide 
'the  (hips  I  one  of  the  natives  flole  a  bear's"* 
ikin  out  of  a  canoe,  whilft  the  owner's 
back  was  turned,  who  foon  after  miffecj 
}t,  and  charged  the  perfon  who  was  in'  the 
^faext  canoe  with  the  theft,  and  who  in  fadt 
really  v*^  take  it.  He  denied  the  charge, 
howevei  id  the  other  ftill  perfifted  in 
his  accufation,  and  began  to  feafch  for  it? 
the  thief  upon  this  took  up  his  paddle^ 
and  ilruck  the  other  over  the  head,  which 
'ipade  the  blood  run  pretty  freely:  the 
other  matched  up  a  kipd  of  knife  (which 
^hey  ufually  ca|"ry  v/ith  thetii),  m^de  a 
Ilroke,  and  cut  one  of  his  fingers  nearly 
off}  Upon  this  parties  were  formed  on 
both  fides,  and  after  much  altercation  the 
^fFair  ended. 

Monday  6th.     The  nativeis  to-day  fup- 
plied  us  plentifully  with  fifh ;   we  alfq 
thought  neay  twenty  gallons  of  train-oil,  k 
^nd  a  quantity  of  blubber,    and   feveral 
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bales  of  fifli  dried  in  fmoke,   tvhich  eat 

much  like  our  red-herrings.      The  Refo- 

Jution*s    fore-maft,     upon   exapdination, 

piroved  fo  bad^  that  captain  Cook  thought 

ii|i  neccflary  to  get  it  out  to  repair.  ■• 

r>5TTuefday  7th.    The  weather  which  had 

"Ijitherto  been  fine,  clear,  and  pleafant*  was 

tt^rday  clo  idy  and  foggy,   and  appeared 

,y(^ry  inclinable  to  change;    we  had  like- 

mi(e  but  few  cannoes  about  us.     The  beft 

part  of  the  day  was  employed  in  getting 

out  the  Refolution's  maft  which,  with  the 

'iafl^ftance  of  moii  of  the  Difcoyery's  hands, 

f  and  a  great  de?'   of  troi^ble,  was  at  laft 

effeded.     Inthecourfe  of  the  night  we 

.had  fever^l  heavy   fqualls   from  the  eaft- 

ward,  and  the  whole  of  the  next  day  was 

very  rainy,   and  the   wind  at  times  blew 

a  perfect  hurricane.     Not  a  canoe  came 

near  us  the  whole  day.      in  the  evening 

the  fqualls  were  fo  violent  and  inceflant, 

^hat  we   were  under  fome  apprehenfion 

Jfft  the   Difcovery's   cable  and  hawfers 

fliould  part:    with   much  difficulty  her 

-  ^  imall^ 
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fmall-bawer-dnchorwas  carried  out,  whicl^. 
fecured  her  efFedually. 

Thurfday  9tli.  In  the  courfe  of  the 
fqualls  laft  night,  the  Refolution  fprung 
her  mizen-maft,  which  therefore  was 
obliged  to  be  got  out,  and  a  new  one 
placed  in  its  room.  We  were  fortunate 
in  'being  at  a  place  where  all  fizes  of 
them  could  be  procured,  and  with  very 
little  trouble.  Several  {kulls  and  hand^ 
were  purchafed  to-day  as  curiofities,  and 
we  bought  plenty  of  fifh,  but  fkins  of 
^very  kind  were  become  fcarce. 

Friday  loth.  From  this  day  to  the 
1 6th,  nothing  occured  worth  mentioning, 
The  weather  was  very  unfettled,  being 
fometimee  rainy,  at  other  times  foggy,  anjl 
always  cloudy.  Three  new  canoes  ar- 
rived, laden  with  various  articles  and  fome 
good  furs,  which  were  purchafed  much 
cheaper  than  any  we  had  yet  bought. 

Thurfday  1 6iu.    The  weather  now  be- 
gan to  alter  for  the  better.     The  Refo- 
lution's  people    were    bufily   employed

15)  getting  put  the  n^izen-maft,  forming^

^lonufide.  We  had  many  canoes,  with 
India?>6  al^iont  us,  with  whom  we  tr^^f- 
fifsked  fof  filh  and  train-oil  j  but  fome-^ 
time^  thcv  were  cunning  enough  to  cheat 
U8,  by.  fUliog  up  the  bladders  in  which  it 
•W3^s  gerierally  contained,  with  water,  and 
now  and  then  we  found  in  fome  nothing 
but  water. 

Several  of  their  wometi  were  alongfide 
tp-day,  who  varied  in  np  one  particular 
from  the  men  in  their  drefs,  1  hefe  we 
were  given  to  underftand,  were  quite  at 
the  fervice  of  any  body  who  would  pay 
them  handfomely;  but  they  met  with  few 
cuftomers,  as  the  fair  ones  were  both  old 

and  ugly. 

From  the  17th  to  the  2 2d,  the  weather 
was  fine  and  pleafant,  and  all  hands  were 
bufy  in  their  feveral  departments. 

Captain  (bok  in  bis  pinnace  attend- 
ed by  the  Difcovery's  cutter,  went  up 
the  found  to  make  his  obfervations  up- 
on 
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on  the  different  parts  of  it.  la  the  courfe 
jj  f,^^  of  his  excurfipn,  he  difcovered  two  of 
_  J  •  y  their  towns  (one  at  a  good  diftancc  from 
the  other],  at  both  of  which  he  landed, 
and  experienced  very  civil  treatment  from 
the  natives.  Their  houfes  were  very^  in- 
different, built  of  wood,  and  flunk  abo- 
minably of  fifh,  vaft  numbers  of  which 
were  hung  up  to  dry  in  every  part  of 

them.  ■  ^^ -;^,'^^^ 

On  Tuefday  the  2 1  fl,  ^he  Refottitlb^'s 
new  mizen-mafl  was  got  in,  and  the  next 
morning  a  fleet  of  fourteen  canoes  ar- 
rived from  the  fouth  point  of  the  cove. 
They  advanced  with  great  order  and  re- 
gularity, finging  to  the  time  of  their  pad- 
.'  41es,  the  flroke  of  which  they  accom- 
panied with  a  fmall  bundle  of  icallop- 
ihells,  the  noife  of  which  rendered  the 
whole  not  unpleafant.  One  of  the  ca- 
noes, which  apeared  to  be  the  principal 
one,  and  was  very  large  and  painted, 
preceded  the  refl,  and  paraded  backwards 
aoj^  forwards  before  the  fhips  in  a  curious 
a       .    ,  inannerr 
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manner.  After  this  piece  of  ceremony" 
was  ended,  they  divided  into  two  par«» 
tiesi  '  one  going  to  the  Refolution,  the 
other  to  the  Difcovery,  and  a  trade  was 
opened  on  both  fides,  but  they  fet  a  high 
price  upon  their  goods.  .  .^U 

Thefe  people  were  very  flout;  fome 
of  their  heads   were  ornamented  with         ^ 
feathers  tied  upon  a  fmall  twig  of  a  tree,  '         ' 
and  ftuck  in  their  hair  j  fome  wore  a  kind 
of  necklace,  and  others  were  decorated     ' 
with  the  green  boughs  of  trees.     Moft  of 
their  faces  were  painted  red,  and  fome  all 
over  their  bodies  ;  their  cloathing  varied 
but  little  from  what  we  had  feen  before, 
i  except  one  who  wore  a  large  fkin,  appa- 
rently that  of  the  elk,  with  the  hair  off, 
and  ornamented  with  various  figures  in 
black.'  u'au 

At  nine  in  the  morning,  the  captains 

again  vifited  the  firfl  of  the  Indian  towns,  J--     ,,   ^ 

^  which  lies  near  the  entrance  of  the  har- 

'  hour,  where  they  were  as  well  received^ 

yefterday.     It  confifled  of  two  rows  of 

v' "         '  houfes. 
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hdbies,  Very  111  built,  and  admitting  both 
wirtd  and  r^kij  the  fteneh  was  very 
dlfigi^eiible,  ahd  might  b6  fih'elt  dt  fome 
diftance.  Their  furniture  confifted  of  ^ 
few  balkets  and  boxes,  in  whicll  th'ey  put 
their  fiftiing-tackle,  &c.  the  r<;maining 
l^ftft  of  the  \imit  being  ornamented  with 
rows  of  dried  lifh.  Upon  th6  f  e*:h  ^ei^d 
ninety- four  candis,  knd  the  number  of  iftjr 
habitants  were  computed  to  be  about  four 
hundred. 

»  In  the  afternoon,  One  of  the  fervants  of 
the  Refolution's;  gun-t*oom,  from  fome 
J)r6vocation  received  from  one  of  the  na- 
tives, Wouridfed  'him  in  the  upper  part  of 
his  arm :  the  Indian  was  greatly  enraged, 
quitted  the  Ihip,  and  Went  into  his  canoe^ 
where  he  made  a  l6ng  harangue,  and 
threatened  very  hard.  The  affair  was  not 
enquired  into,  and  the  mauj  though  pof-  f 
fibly  very  deferving  of  it,  was  not  punifhed; 
Thurfday  23d.  We  were  now  employ- 
ed in  bendiing  our  fails,  and  getting  all 
ready  for  fea.   ,  The  Indians  for  feveral 
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days  paft  brought  very  fine  Tpring  onions, 
which  we  very  gladly  bought,  and  they 
afterwards  fupplied  U8  fo  well  with  them,* 
that  almoft  every  one  in  the  Ihips  iecured 
a  fea  ftock.  .>j 

Friday  24th.  About  feven  in  the  even- 
ing, ju(l  as  it  became  dark,  feven  large 
canoes  came  round    the   north  point   of 
the  core.     As  the  time  of  night  was  ra- 
ther unleafonable,  and  we  had  fome  little 
reafon,  in  confequence  of  the  affair  which 
happened  on  VVeuneiU.y,  to  fuppofe  they 
intended  fome  foul  j^iay,  we  got  under 
arms.      We  might  however  have  faved 
ourfelves  the  trouble,  for  they  offered  not 

the    leafl    infult,  and    foon    after   came 
alonglide,  and  began  to  trade.    They  were 

well  laden  with  fkiris,  particularly  beaver, 
and  were  well  armed. 
^  Saturday  25th.  At  feven  in  the  morn- 
ing the  Difcovcry  got  up  her  ftream- 
anchor.  1  he  Indians  who  arrived  laft 
night,  departed  a1:out  ten  this  morning, 
after  entertaining  us  for  fome  time  with 

feveral 
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feveral  of  their  fongs,  which  differed  ttit 
little  from  thofe  mentioned  before,  except 
that  one  of  them  danced  in  an  antic  man- 
ner, and  wore  a  mafk,  which  he  varied 
feveral  times  during  the  performance. 

The  next  day  (26),  the  weather  be- 
gan to  aflume   its  old   appearance^  and 
the  hills  were  overhung  with  fogs.     At 
two    in   the   afternoon,    the    Refolution 
loofed  her  hawfers,  got  up  her  anchor, 
and  with  the  afliftance  of  her  boats  wad 
towed  out  of  the  cove;   the  Difcovery 
followed  foon  after,  and  captain  Cook,  as 
there  was  but  little  wind,  began  to  doubt 
of  clearing  the  harbour  that  night,  and  at 
firfl  feemed  inclinable  to  ftand  in  for  i 
bay  which  was  fituated  near  the  town,  but 
a  little  after  a  fine  breeze  fprung  up,  which 
he  was  determined  to  make  the  moft  of, 
fo  both  veffels  fpread  all  their  fails,  and 
made  the  beft  of  their  way  out.

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fpecies,  yew,  and  arbor  vita ;  the  oth^^rs 
are  birch,  maple,  poplar,  wiUow,  and  el- 
der. Of  flirubs  there  are  currant,  goofe- 
berry,  and  rofe-trees,  march  ciftus,  rafp- 
berries,  whortle-berries,  and  brambles* 
The  plants  are  much  the  fame  as  in  pur 
part  of  the  world,  fuch  a&  plantain,  dock, 
cudweed,  fumitory,  eye- bright,  faxi- 
frage,  nettles,  and  -violets.  The  foil  is 
rich  and  loamy  inland,  but  as  you  ap- 
proach the  (hore  it  becomes  more  light 
and  farjy. 

The  only  living  quadrupeds  we  faw, 
were  fquirrels  and  raccoons:  thofe  which 
we  faw  fkins  of,  were  the  bear,  wolf,  deer, 
elk,  lynx  or  wild  cat,  fox,  fea  beayer,  and 
otter.  The  birds  are  eagles,  hawks,  ravens, 
crows,  woodpeckers,  crefted  jays,  thrulh- 
es,  a  fmall  beautiful  fpecies  of  humming- 
bird, plovers,  ducks,  fliags,  and  gulls. 

We  faw  no  great  variety  of  fifh ;  what 
rre  purchafed,  were  chiefly  of  the  roach 
and  dace  kind,  and  a  fmall  filh  very  like 
an  anchovy.  The  only  (hel-fifh  we  pb- 
'    q  '  ^  ferved, 
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ferved,  were  mufcles,  which  were  very- 
plentiful  among  the  rocks. 

The  tides  in  the  'tove  were  regular  in 
their  ebb  and  flow :  at  the  full  and  change 
of  the  moon  it  was  high  water  at  twenty- 
fix  minutes  after  mid-^ay ;  its  ^m  then 
was  eight  feet  and  half.  Befides  this  flow 
of  the  tides,  we  obferved  an  irregular 
kind  of  outfetdown  the  cove,  which  mufl: 
have  been  occafioned  either  by  the  melt- 
ing of  the  fnow,  or  the  rain  which  fell  very 
plentifully  at  times,  and  confequently  cauf- 
ed  a  more  than  ufual  overflow. 

The  men,  as  has  been  before  mentioned, 
are  in  general  below  the  middle  fize,  but 
frequently  we  faw  among  them  fome  fix 
feet  high,  and  flout  in  proportion;  but 
they  are  all  badly  made  about  the  legs. 
Their  colour  has  a  ftrong  tinge  of  the 
copper,  but  it  is  fo  hid  by  dirt  and  filth 
as  not  to  be  difcerned  without  fome  diffi- 
culty. They  have  but  little  beards,  and 
the  make  of  their  face  varies  a  good  deal, 
foii\e  being  as  broad  as  they  are   long, 
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otfiers  oval,  but  in  a^  the  cheek-bones  arc 
high  and  prominent. 

They  were  good-natured  and  friendly, 
uniefs  provoked  j  but  when  affronted 
their  blood  rifes  immediately,  and  their 
looks  a|prell  as  adions  plainly  (hew  that 
they  would  immediately  revenge  .hem- 
felves,  if  it  was  in  their  power.  Some- 
times they  are  in  terrible  paflions,  which 
is  very  evident  when  they  make  a  fpeech, 
or  harangue  each  other ;  they  foam  at 
the  mouth,  and  have  the  ftrangeft  geftures 
imaginable,  and,  in  fa£l,  appear  like  per- 
fect madmen. 

Their  hair  is  long  and  fliaggy,  and 
naturally  black,  but  fo  bedaubed  with  red- 
earth,  greafe,  and  dirt,  and  various  other 
mixtures,  that  it  Is  almoft  impoflible  to 
difcover  its  real  colour.  The  men  are 
very  whimfical  in  ornamenting  their 
faces,  and  every  da^f  feems  to  produce 
a  new  face.  When  they  have  a  mind  to 
be  particular,  they  make  ufe  of  a  kind 
of  llaVnp,  compofed  of  the  fmall  twigs  of 
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trees,  and  formed  according  to  fancy: 
this  they  dip  into  the  prepared  mixture 
of  black,  red  or  brown  earth  and  oil,  and 
then  prefs  it  upon  their  face,  which  leaves 
the  impreflion  behind.  Some  black  their 
faces  entirely,  and  then  fprinkle  fmall 
particles  of  '^vhite  or  black  talc  (which 
they  have  here  in  abundance)  upon  it ; 
others  make  one  half  of  their  face  black 
and  the  other  red;  in  fliort,  there  is  no  end 
to  their  fancy.  One  of  their  greateft 
beaux  frequently  was  on  board  the  fhips  ; 
and  in  order  to  obferve  the  manner  c^ 
painting  their  faces,  a  looking-glafs  wa:> 
Ihewn  him  ;  which  he  no  fooner  found 
the  ufe  of  than  he  fat  down  to  drefs  his 
face,  which  employed  him  fu*.  .wo  hours  ; 
for  he  no  fooner  put  on  one  face  than  lie 
dlfliked  it,  and  demolifhed  the  whole,  and 
continued  rubbing  out  and  painting,  till 
he  made  one  that  pleafed  him. 

They  frequently  make  a  hole  through 
the  griftle  of  the  nofe,  in  which  rliey  wear 
fmall  pieces  of  copper  or  brafs  fufpended 
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by  a  thread,  and  fometimcs  they  fill  the 

orifice  with  fifhey  bones. 

Upon  their  heads  they  wear  a  kind  of 
bonnet  ot  a  very  compadt  texture,  from 
the  top  of  which  hangs  a  taflel  made  '/f 
leather ;  thefe  bonnets  are  fometimei 
made  with  a  round  globular  top,  but  in 
general  flat  They  are  frequently  paint- 
ed or  ftained,  in  a  rude  though  ingenious 
manner,  with  the  form  of  fome  large  fifh 
refembling  a  whale,  purfued  by  feveral 
canoes,  and  a  man  in  one  of  them  in  the 
a£t  of  ftriking  him> 

Round  their  fhoulders  they  wear  a  kii.i 
of  cloak,  made  of  the  interior  bark  of  the 
fir  tree,  and  formed  or  wove  in  the  fame 
manner  as  fome  of  the  New  Zealand  ha- 
hoos:  the  bottom  is  generally  fringed, 
and  the  neck  part  trimmed  with  the  fur 
of  the  fea-beaver.  ^on\e  of  them  are 
made  ot"  the  hair  of  an  animal  which  re- 
fembles  wool,  but  how  or  where  they 
procured  it  we  could  never  learn  They 
likewife  wear  a  kind  of  fhort  petticoat, 
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compofed  of  the  fame  materials  as  the 
cloak,  and  both  fometimes  ornamented 
with  an  embroidered  border. 

The  men  alfo  frequently  clothe  them- 
felves  in  the  fkins  of  beafts,  particularly 
the  bear,  wolf,  and  fea- beaver,  and  fome 
have  the  fkin  of  a  large  animal,  which  we 
fuppofed  to  be  that  of  the  elk  or  moofe- 
deer,  and  exceedingly  well  tanned  and 
drefled,  fomething  like  our  buckfkin,  but 
much  thicker. 

Their  ornaments  are  bracelets,  made  of 
horn,  or  copper ;  necklaces,  made  c.f  fifh- 
bones,  and  lengths  of  platted  hair  and 
leather,  which  they  wear  upon  their  an- 
cles and  wrifts,  and  fometimes  upon  both. 
They  have  alfo  a  method  of  marking  or 
tattowing  themfelves,  feveral  iiitlances  of 
which  we  faw  j  this  was  u;  on  ^he  arm, 
and  generally  was  the  form  of  a  larp^e  fifh, 
much  refembling  that  upon  their  bon- 
nets. -^•.■,.:..V--  ■■•-,'    -.'J     ,      ^ 

'  The  women  arc  clothed  nearly  the  fame 
as  the  men,  but  their  faces  are  not  daubed 
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or  painted  of  different  colours,  though 
pretty  well  befmeared  with  dirt,  and  they 
are  not  pofTefled  of  the  fragrance  of  the 
rofe.  Notwithftanding  thefe  circum- 
iianccs,  fome  few  of  our  gentlemen  got 
the  better  of  their  feelings,  fo  far  as  to 
admit  them  to  their  bed,  in  which  cafe 
the  poor  creatures  always  underwent  the 
ceremony  of  the  mop  and  pail,  and  their 
hair  was  as  well  combed  as  time  would 
permit ;  for  it  is  natural  tp  fuppofe  that 
fuch  a  load*  of  filth  muft  harbouf  many 
very  difagreeable  companions. 

It  was  a  prevailing  opinion,  that  the 
women  brought  on  this  occafion,  were  not 
of  their  own  tribe,  but  belonging  to  fome 
other,  which  they  had  overcome  in  bat- 
tle. What  led  us  to  fuppofe  fo,  was  the 
different  treatment  which  was  obferved 
between  thefe  and  thofe  who  were  not 
ejcpofed  in  this  manner.  The  former 
were  mute,  did  not  da^re  to  look  up,  ap- 
peared quite  dejeded,  and  were  totally  un- 
der the  command  of  thofe  who  brought 
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them  ;  the  latter  on  the  contrary  were  as 
full  of  converfation  as  the  men,  behaved 
with  eafe,  and  (comparatively  fpeakmg) 
evidently  were  under  no  kind  ot  con- 
troul. 

The  houfes  or  habitations  of  thefe  peo- 
ple, are  built  of  wood,  and  are  cold,  fil- 
thy, and  ftinking.  The  roof  is  nearly 
flat,  and  covered  with  planks,  which  they 
can  move  as  occafion  requires.  They 
are  placed  fo  loofely,  and  at  fuch  a  di- 
jflance  from  each  other,  as  to  admit  the 
wind  and  rain  with  great  freedom  ;  the 
fides  are  not  much  more  compadly  put 
together,  fo  that  they  afford  but  little 
warmth.  At  a  fmall  diftance  from  the 
houfes  a  number  of  poles,  with  others 
tied  acrofsjwere  ereded,  which  feemed  to 
be  for  the  purp  fe  of  drying  filh.  and 
whale's  flelh  ;  and  in  the  front  of  moft 
of  the  houfes  was  part  of  the  trunk  .  f  a 
very  large  tree  elevated  upon  polls  which 
muft  have  occafioned  them  immenfe  la 
hour  and  pains  to  raife  up  in  this  man 
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ner ;   this  we  coukl  never  learn  the  ufe 
of.  . 

V  Their  furniture  has  been  mentioned 
before ;  but  at  the  upper  end  (if  fuch  a 
diftindion  can  properly  be  made)  of  fome 
houfes,  were  placed  two  large  carved 
pieces  of  wood,  refembling  a  monftrous 
face.  Some  were  of  opinion  that  thefe 
were  what  they  paid  fome  degree  of  fu- 
perftitious  refpedt  to,  but  as  we  never 
faw  an  inflance  of  it,  it  can  be  but  con- 
jcdure.  '  ' 

Their  food  confifts  of  blubber,  frefh 
and  dried  fifh,  mufcles,  which  they  have 
in  great  abundance,  dried  whale's  flefh, 
the  roes  of  fifh  dried,  and  roots  of  dif- 
ferent kinds,  particularly  of  a  fpecies  of 
fern,  which  has  a  fweetifli  tafte.  They 
boil  their  fifh  in  wooden  troughs,  into 
which  they  put  a  conftant  fucceffion  of 
red  hot  ftones,  and  by  that  means  keep 
the  water  fimmering  till  they  are  fuf- 
ficiently  done.  Their  drink  is  water 
and  train  oil,  and  in  the  latter  they 
*   ""  9  freciuentl^v 
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frequently    dip   their   dry   mufcles   and 

The  interior  bark  of  the  fir-tree,  is 
what  they  manufacture  their  cloaks  of, 
in  general.  After  it  is  dry,  they  beat  it 
with  a  bone-inftrument,  which  has  grooves 
in  it  on  one  fide,  fomething  like  thofe  of 
the  Society  Ifles,  till  the  fibres  are  fuf- 
ficiently  feparated,  after  which  it  is  fit  for 
ufe. 

The  boxes  and  chcfts  which  thefe  peo- 
ple make  are  fometimes  very  large,  and 
ornamented  with  human  teeth  and  carved 
work  ;  at  the  latter  *hey  are  very  clever 
and  ingenious  ;  we  purchafed  of  them 
variety  of  images  in  different  attitudes, 
but  they  principally  excel  in  their  imi- 
tations of  the  heads  of  animals,  and  the 
human  face,  fome  of  which  are  by  no 
means  contemptible.  ^^      ■• 

Their  canoes  are  of  various  fizes;  the 
largefl  being  capacious  enough  to  contain 
fifty  people,  the  fmallelf  three.  The 
principal  ones  are  Oiuaracnted  at  the  head 

and 
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and  ftcrn  with  human  teeth  placed  In 
various  forms,  and  their  fides,  with  the 
figures  of  beads  and  large  "fifh,  rudely- 
painted  in  white.  They  are  apparently 
made  out  of  one  tree,  but  the  upper  part 
of  the  head  and  ftern  are  feparate  pieces, 
and  tied  on  by  cords,  made  of  the  twifted 
bark  of  the  fir-tree.  They  are  very  dex- 
terous in  managing  thefe  canoes,  and 
keep  very  exadt  time  with  their  paddles, 
which  are  about  five  feet  long,  the  blade 
and  pointed  extremity  being  near  two 
thirds  of  the  whole. 

•  We  faw  fcarce  any  tools  amongft  them 
except  knives,  which  w^ere  of  a  femi- 
circular  form,  and  badly  made,  but  it  is 
evident  that  they  muft  have  others  from 
the  manner  in  which  they  carve. 

Thefe  people  are  very  ingenious  in 
making  calls  to  imitate  the  notes  of  dif- 
ferent birds  and  animals,  by  which  means 
they  take  great  numbers  ;  they  likewife 
make  ufe  of  whalebone  fprings,  like  thofe 
ufed  with  us  to  catch  fnipes.     Amongft 

"  other 
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other  articles  of  trade,  they  frcquenrly 
brought  brids  of  feveral  kinds  for  falc, 
particularly  a  beautiful  fpecies  of  hum- 
ming-bird, and  a  bird  of  the  fnipe  kind,  • 
and  it  is  not  improbable  but  fome  of  them 
were  caught  in  this  manner. 

Their  fifhing-tackle  is  of  feveral  kinds. 
That  which  they  ufe  in  killing  the  whale, 
is  fometimes  compofed  of  bone,  and  fome- 
times  of  Ihell.     That  of  bone  is  about  fix 
inches  in  length,  very   fliarp  at  the  end, 
and  furnifhed  with  two  barbs,  one  above 
the  other :  the  upper  end  of  this  is  fo 
contrived,  by  means  of  a  focket,  as  to  fix 
upon  a   rod  or   pole  about  ten  feet   in 
length ;    this  rod  is  forked  at  the  end,  fo 
that  two  of  the  pieces  of  bone  are  to  b« 
fixed  on  at  the  fame  time.     To  that  ex- 
tremity of  the  bone,  which  is  placed  upon 
the  pole,   is  tied  a  long  and  very  ftrong 
rope,  at  the  end  of  which  is  fixed  a  feal- 
ikin  blown  up.     The  animal  is  no  fooner 
ftruck  than  the  bone  (lips  out  of  the  fock- 
et, and  remains  fixed  in  its  body,  and  the 
:     ■-,  fea^- 
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feal-fkin  prevents  it  from  keeping  long 
underwater,  when  they  purfuc  it,  and  foon 
pierce  it  to  death  with  their  fpears.  The 
others  are  made  of  mufcle-fhells,  ground 
very  (harp  at  the  fide  as  well  as  point, 
and  are  exadly  upon  the  fame  plan  as 
the  others. 

Their  fifli-hooks  are  made  of  bone, 
with  a  very  iharp  and  barbed  point ;  their 
ufual  bait  are  mufcles.  Their  method  of 
catching  fmall  fifh  is  by  means  of  a  kind 
of  grate,  made  of  fmall  pieces  of  wood 
tied  together;  this  they  place  in  the  nar- 
row ftreams  or  inlets  about  the  time  of 
high  water  ;  all  the  fi(h  which  were  be- 
tween this  and  the  fea  muft  of  courfe  be 
left  behind  at  low  water,  f   '-    >  ^     "* '  ■ 

The  weapons  ufed  by  them,  are  fpears, 
pata-patows,  and  bows  and  arrows.  The 
fpears  are  of  different  lengths,  and  point- 
ed with  bone;  the  pata-patows  are  made 
fome  of  wood  and  others  of  ftone,  and 
nearly  of  the  fame  form  as  thofe  of  New- 
Zealand.    Their  bows  are  about  four  feet 

»  *     ^  .      and 
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and  half  in  length,  made  of  yew,  and 
rather  round  in  the  middle,  from  whence 
they  increafe  in  width  and  become  flat, 
gradually  tapering  to  a  point;  the  firing 
is  made  of  twifted  gut.  The  arrows  are 
near  three  feet  in  length,  and  feathered 
at  one  end,  the  other  is  fometimes  pointed 
with  bone,  fometimes  with  copper,  and 
frequently  with  mufcle-fliell,  but  always 
barbed*.*'.*  r»  sf.  ,;p"/r!ro  •  ri  nyd) 'lO 

Thefe  people  were  very  fond  rf  pieces 
of  brafs,  copper,  tin,  and  pewter,  par- 
ticularly if  bright,  and  formed  fo  as  to 
make  bracelets  :  even  buttons  were  good 
trade;  thefe  they  tied  with  a  piece  of 
ftring  and  put  round  their  wrifts.  Iron 
did  not  appear  to  be  much  valued,  though 
they  very  readily  took  it;  it  is  certain  that 
they  muft  have  fome  way  of  procuring  it, 
and  probably  from  the  fouthward  towards 
California,  for  they  had  a  number  of 
knives  of  different  fizes,  but  all  made 
very  badly,  and  in  a  femicircular  form. 
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*  One  day  when  tfade  was  going  on 
/along-lide  the  Refolution,  the  natives  of- 
'^  fered  two  fdver  fponns  to  fale,  which  were 
immediately  purchafed  and  given  to  tap- 
tain  Cook  :  they  appeared  to  be  of  a  very 
old  make,  and  were  fomewhat  different 
from  our's  in  form.  We  were  not  able 
to  learn  from  whence  they  had  them, 
but  this  circumftance  favours  our  belief 
of  their  having  connexions  to  the  fouth- 
ward. 

Their  language  is  harfh  and  dlfagree- 
able  ;  an  idea  may  be  formed  of  it  from

Departure  from  King  George*s  Sound — the 
Refolution  fprings  a  leak  —  experience 
much  blowing  weather — continue  to  trace ' 
the  coajl  •—  Captain  Cook  goes  on/hore-^ 
we  difcover  Sandwich  Sound — and  an^ 
ehor  there^-Jome  of  the  Americans  make 
their  appearance — defer iption  of  them— » 
weigh  our  anchors  and  Ji and  on,  but  the 
iveather  proving  bad  are  at  night  obliged 
to  let  them  go  again — more  of  the  natives 
vifit  us,  but  behave  injblently — account 
of  thcm-^proceed  through  the  Sound—** 
fome  account  tf  it*  cJ^\ 

TT  TE  gO;t  out  of  the  found  jufl  after 
•  '  dark,  fleering  nearly  a  weft  courfe^ 
to  get  clear  of  the  land,  with  a  fine  gale 
from  the  E.  S.  E.  In  the  courfe  of  the 
night  it  blew  very  frefh,^  and  the  weathef 
was  dark  and  rainy  :  in  this  fituation  the 
Refolution  fprung  aleak  in  her  ftarb  oard- 

quarter,  which  alarmed  captain  Cook  ex- 
ceedingly 
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ceedlngly  at  firft,  but  every  one  exerting 
themfelves,  it  was  fortunately  difcovered 
and  flopped.     Having  loft  fight  of  the 
Difcovery,  flie  lay-to  till  half  paft  five  in 
the  morning,  and  having  joined  her,  they 
both  proceeded  together.    About  ten,  the 
gale  increafed,  and  became  fo  violent,  that 
we  took  in  every  fail  except  the  fore-fail, 
and  foon  after  balanced  the  mizen.    To- 
wards tlie  afternoon  it  moderated,   and 
about    five   was  nearly  calni.      A' 
night  approached,    the  wind  again   in- 
creafed with  ftiowers  of  rain,  which  con- 
tinued almoft  the  whole  of  the  next  day 
(April  28th),  with  a  heavy  rolling  fca. 

The  29th,  was  cloudy  with  moderate 
gales  :  our  latitude  was  51  deg.  56  min. 
N.  and  we  pafled  a  piece  ct  rock-weed. 
We  now  kept  about  a  N.  N.  E.  courfe, 
and  the  next  day  faw  a  feal,  and  a  land 
bird  of  the  fnipe  kind.  May  ift,  was 
moderate  and  fair,  with  a  few  fhowers  of 
hail,  and  our  latitude  was  54  deg.  43 
min.  N.  At  half  paft  feven  in  the  even- 
•      0^4  iog. 
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ing,  we  faw  the  land  extending  from  NT. 
i  E.  to  E.  N.  E.  about  fix  leagues  di- 
ftant.  Our  weather  on  the  2d  was  cloudy, 
with  {howers  of  fmall  rain ;  but  the 
land  was  very  vifible  on  our  ftar hoard- 
fide,  appearing  very  high,  and  almofl 
covered  with  fnow.  It  lay  in  a  N.  W. 
and  S.  E.  direction  per  compafs,  and  the 
fliore  appeared  bold- to :  we  palled  feveral 
inlets,  which  had  the  appearance  of  good 
harbours.  Our  latitude  at  noon  was  ^6 
deg.  52  min,  N.  and  we  faw  a  large 
flock  of  geefe. ' 

The  jd  we  pafled  running  along 
ftiore,  as  well  as  light  winds  would  per- 
mit  us.  At  noon,  the  land  boire  from  S. 
77  deg.  E.  toN.  5^  deg  W.  and  at  eight 
in  the  evening,  S.  85  deg.  E.  and  N. 
44.  deg  \V.  diftant  about  five  leagues. 
The  weftern  extreme  appeared  as  a  high 
mountain,  which  proved  to  be  mount  St. 
Elias,  near  which  captain  Bering  an- 
chored in  1741.  We  pafled  a  great  quan- 
tity of  weed  to  day,  and  faw  a  feal  and 
SI  whale. 
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"  The  4tli  was  fine  and  clear,  with  light 
breezes,  which  induced  us  to  ftand  nearer 
in  for  the  land.  Our  litiiude  was  58 
deg.  21  min.  N.  and  longitude  220  deg. 
36  E.  we  faw  a  great  number  of  feals 
and  feveral  whales,  with  innumerable 
flocks  of  gulls  and  brown  petrels. 

The  5th,  6tb,  and  7th,  were  fine  and 
pleafant,  with  light  winds,  and  fmooth  wa- 
ter, which  rendered  our  approach  to  Cape 
St.  Elias  very  flow.  We  had  now  num- 
bers of  whales  about,  and  on  the  6th,  at 
three  in  the  afternoon  founded,  and  found 
a  flifF  muddy  bottom  at  the  depth  of  fixty 
fathom.  From  the  8th  to  the  loth,  we 
had  fcarce  any  wind.  In  the  evening  of 
the  9th,  me  faw  land  to  the  weftward  of 
cape  St.  Elias,  the  extremes  extending  at 
eight  from  S.  84  deg.  W.  to  xN.  42 
deg.  E. 

Our  latitude  on  the  loth,  was  59  deg. 
52  min.  N.  and  at  noon  the  land  ex- 
tended from  N.  60  deg.  W.  to  E.  by  N. 
our  diftance  from  the  fhoie  about  three 
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leagues.    We  had  light  airs  And  calms  al- 
moft  throughput  the  next   day,  till  tOr 
■Wards  evening,  when  a  fine  breeze  fprung 
up  from  the  eaftward.    During  the  calm, 
captain  Cook  ordered   out  a  boat,   and 
went  cri  (hore  at  the  neareft  place,   which 
was  ari  ifland   not  above  a   league  from 
us.     He  faw  a  red  fox,   which  made  off 
as  foon  as  it  faw  him.     Whilil   he  was 
abfent,  we  founded  two  or  three  times, 
and  found  a   muddy   bottom    at  thirty 
fithom.     In  the  evening   we  faw  many 
feals  in  pairs.  '•'•  """'         >'?"^       r^'^' 
The  1 2th  was  heavy  and  cloudy,  with 
a  breeze  from  the  eaftward.     At  five  in 
the  morning,   we   faw  the  appearance  of 
an  inlet  bearing  Ni  i  E*  and  at  feven 
founded^  and    got  ground  at  fifty-three 
fathom,  muddy  bottom,  about  fix  or  kvtn 
leagues   off  (hore.      At    light   w^e    bore 
away,  keeping  a  S.  W.  courfe,  when  that 
point  of  it  fet  at  five,  bore  N.byE.  ^ 
E.    At  noon,  we  difcovered  another  open- 
ing,  the  eaflcrmofl:  part  of  which  bore 

due 
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ilile  W.  our  latitude  being  59  (leg.  54  mtii. 
N.     At  half  paft   twelve  we  bore  away 
for  this  opening  ;   at    three,   the  weather 
became     hazy    and   foggy,    with   fmall 
drizzling  rain,  and  at  four  the  Refolution 
hauled  up  to  N.  N.  E.  for  a  deep  bay  on 
the  eaftern  fide  of  the    opening,   which 
formed  a  cape  by  the  falling  back  of  the* 
land  ;    this  cape   was   named   Cape  Hin^ 
chinb.ook.     At  five,  our  foundings  were 
from  five  to  nine  fathoms,   and  at  fix  wc 
anchored  in  twelve  fathom,  muddv  hot- 
torn.     The  harbour  in  which  we  lay,  ap- 
peared to  be  furrounded  in  every  diredion 
by  land,  which  was  much  higher  than 
dt  King  George's   found,   and   moic  co- 
vered with  fnow.      The   flior^  was  com- 
pofed  almoft  entirely   of  rocks,    nearly 
perpendicular,  but  of  no  very  great  licight 
with  here  and  there  a  fmall  fandy  beach. 
The  trees  were  of  the  fame  kind  as  at 
the  laft  place,  but  not  {o  large  or  nume- 
rous, nor  did  they  grow  up  to  the  tops  of 

the  mountams. 
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Soon  after  we  had  anchored,  a  party 
were  fent  in  the  Rerolution's  pinnace  to 
explore  the  oppofite  fide  of  the  bay,  and 
our  feamen  on  board  got  out  their  hooks 
and  lines,  and  in  a  (hort  time  caught 
feveral  fine  cod  fifh,  which  proved  a  per- 
fect treat.  The  pinnace  had  not  been 
gone  above  twenty  minutes,  before  they 
defcried  tvfo  canoes  with  near  thirty 
Americans  in  them,*  paddling  towards 
her.  Upon  this  they  pulled  back  towards 
the  fliips,  and  the  canoes  followed  at  fome 
diftance*.  When  they  arrived  pretty  near 
the  (hips,  they  began  a  kind  of  fong, 
fomething  refembling  thofe  of  the  natives 
of  King  George's  Sound,  at  the  fame 
time  paddling  round  the  fhips ;  this  done, 
they  advanced  nearer,  but  could  not  be 
perfuaded  to  come  alongfide.  They  were 
abetter  looking  people  than  the  laft,  and 
were  fat  and  jolly,  as  if  they  lived  well. 
Some  were  clothed  with  ikins  of  birds 
fewed  together,  and  made  like  a  (hirt, 
others  had  the  fkins  of  bcafts  made  in  the 

fame 
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fame  form.  Two  had  caps  on  theip 
heads,  nearly  the  fame  as  at  the  other 
place:  moll  of  their  faces  were  daubed 
with  red  earth,  and  one  had  half  his  face 
bkck. 

Their  canoes  were  conftriided  upon  a 
different  plan  from  thofe  of  King  George*s 
found,  they  were  much  bro-^er,  and  ap- 
parently more  commodious,  They  con- 
fifted  of  a  frame,  which  was  covered 
with  the  Ikin  of  fome  large  fifh, 
brought  over  the  fides,  and  was  then 
braced  very  tight,  and  faftened  in  the  in- 
fide  of  the  canoe :  their  paddles  were 
roughly  made>  were  very  light  and  dif- 
ferently (haped  from  the  laft,  not  ending 

in  that  long  point.  Their  language  we 
did  not  underftand. 

The  boat  being  alongfide,  Captain 
Gierke  gave  one  of  them  a  glafs  bov.  1, 
which  pleafed  the  man  fo  much  that  he 
pulled  off  his  drefs,  which  was  made  of 
bird's  Iklns,  and  threw  it  into  the  boa% 
making  figns  that  it  (hould  be  carried  on 

board. 
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board.     Another  gave  one  of  our  people: 
an  arrow,  which  difiered  in  nothing  from 
thofe  of  the  laft  place,  except  in  being 
more  clumfily  made,  and  having  a  deep, 
divifion  at  the  bone  end,  for  the  reception.' 
of  a  pointed  ftonc,   or  fome  other  fub-f 
ftance.     Thefe  people  appeared  well  diUp 
pofed,  and  after  a  fhort  ilay  departed. 

The  1 3th  was  very  thick,  cloudy,  a.  'I 
hazy,  with  drizzling  rain  and  fqualls*;.' 
At  t^n  we  got  up  our  anchors  and  made 
fail.  We  continycd  ftanding  on  till  four 
in  the  afterjioon,  when,  though  we  could 
fee  to  no  great  diftance,  we  found  we 
were  furrounded  with  a  number  of  iflands 
or  broken  land,  forming  deep  founds, 
iflands,  and  bays,  one  of  which  on  the 
eaftern-fide  we  hauled  up  for.  The 
wind  blew  in  very  hard  fqualls  down  the 
bay,  with  fhowers  of  hail  and  fleet ;  and 
the  weather  being  very  unfettled,  and 
likely  to  continue  fo,  it  was  deemed  moft 
prudent  to  anchor  as  foon  as  poflible. 
At  five,  we  were  a-breaft  of  the  bay,  and 

carried 
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carried  foundings  from  twenty-fite  to  fijtf^^^ 
fathoms,  and  between  eight  and  nine  w<j 
let  go  our  anchors   in  twelve  fathoms/^' 
with  a  muddy  bottom>   it^  the   mouth 
of  a  large  cove. !  ..■.,.. 

In  the  morning  about  fii^,  YeVeral  car 
^oes  put  off,  and  came  alongfide  the  Dif- 
covery;  but  feeing  only  one  or  two  of 
pur  people  upon  deck  (for  as  it  was  early 
the   reft  were   not  up),  they   came  on 
board  without  afking,  and  by  their  beha- 
viour did  not  appear  to  be  fo  well  difpofed 
as  we   could  have   wifhed.     They  ftole 
feveral  things  in  an  inftant,  and  upon  be- 
ing defired  to  return  them,  one  of  them 
pulled  out  a  large  knife,  which  he  had 
beneath  his  drefs,  and  feemed  by  his  ac- 
tions to  threaten  to  kill  the  firft  man  that 
ihould   oppofe  him.     Another  threw  the 
rudder   of   the   fmall  cutler    overboard, 
which    he    immediately   followed,    and 
made  off  with.     Thefe  and  feveral  other 
proceedings  of  the  like  nature,  '  ,  'iced 
the  captain  {yiho  had  been  juft  iniormed

of  what  had  happened)  to  order  all  handj 
to  be  called,  which  was  no  fooner  done, 
than  upon  feeing  fuch  a  number  of 
people  coming  upon  deck,  they  all  made 
off  as  faft  as  they  could,  got  into  their 
canoes,  and  paddled  away.  '\- 

-Thefe  people  vary  in  fome  things 
from  thofe  we  faw  the  day  before  yefter-? 
day.  Their  drefs  was  made  of  the  guts 
of  fiih  fpwed  together,  with  fleeves  down 
to  their  WTifts ;  under  this  they  had 
jackets  made  of  the  (kins  of  beafts.  They 
had  caps  on  their  heads  like  the  laft  In- 
dians, and  their  under  lip  was  cut  through 
lengthwife ;  through  this  opening  they 
frequently  put  their  tongue.  Some  of 
them  had  blue  beads,  and  other  orna- 
ments fixed  in  this  flit,  and  alfo  through 
the  griftle  of  the  nofe.  They  had  feveral 
fpears,  which  were  all  headed  with  iron ; 
their  knives  were  near  eighteen  inches 
long,  and  fhaped  fomething  like  a  hanr 
ger,  thefe  they  wore  round  their  necks. 
From  the  circumftance  of  the  beads  and 
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irdii,  We  tliougiit  it  probable  that  ttejr 
might  by  fome  means  or  other  have  con-J 
nexions    with    the  Ruffians,  who  have 
extended  their  trade  an  immenfe  way. 
Their  canoes  were  covered  bntirtly  with 
{kins,  and  a  round  opening  in  the  middle 
where  the  perfon  feats  himfelf,  and  fall- 
ens the  {kin  fd  tight  round  his  middle  as 
totally  to  exclude  the  entrance  of  waters 
*rheir  paddles  were  about  four  feet  long 
and  Well  made.     In  the  courfe  of  the  day, 
the  wind  was  fo  violent  that  we  thought! 
it  neceiTary  to  moor  the  {hips*  i?  ^^*  *   *  '- 
On  the  15th,  the  wind  abated  greatly^ 
but  the  rain   continued.      At   eleven  in 
the  mol*ning,  feveral  of  the   Americans 
Camealongfide  in  their  canoes,  and  brought 
the  calumet  of  ptacc  with  them,   being 
confcious  poiTiblj  that  they  had  not  be- 
haved properly  the  day  before.    This  wa4 
the  firft  Inftance  we  faw  of  it )  it  was  a 
T'ck  about  four  feet  long,  upon  Which  in 
diflFierent  parts  were  tied  the  feathers  of 
birds,  and  perfe(Sly  anfwered  the  defcrip- 
VoL.  L  R  tion 
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tion  given  in  the  Ruffian  voyages  and. 
difcoveries. 

One  of  them  offered  it  feveral  times  to 
fome  of  oiir  people  who  were  in  the  boat**s» 
alonigfide,  but  they  taking  no  notice  of 
him,  he  at  laft  threw  it  into  the  boat. 
Some  few  had  tiieir  faces  painted,  of 
rather  daubed  with  red-earth;  and  many 
wore  gloves  made  of  the  fkin  of  animals, 
as  well  as  ftockings  with  the  hairy  fide 
inwards.  ''  ^l^-^r-^yAiicyn '3ii>  • 

They  had  bows  and  arro"^s  with  them  ; 
fome  of  the  latter  were  pointed  with  cop- 
per :  we  likewife  faw  a  larger  kind  of  ar- 
rows of  rather  darts,  fome  about  five  feet, 
others  between  fix  and  feven  feet  long. 
Thofe  of  five  feet  they  throw  by  means 
of  a  piece  of  wood  about  a  foot  long,  with 
a  fmall  hollow  or  groove  in  the  middle, 
which  receives  the  dart;  at  Ihe  bottonl 
IS  a  hole  for  the  reception  of  one  fin- 
ger, which  enables  them  to  grafp  the 
piece  of  wood  much  firmer,  and  to  throw 
with  greater  force.     They  are   pointed.

long,  which   readily  takes   in  and  out. 

The   larger  ones   are   furnlfhcd  with  a

The  next  day  (May  i6th),  was  rainy 
during  the  whole  morning,  but  in  the 
afternoon  it  became  fine  and  pleafant,  and 
we  had  many  canoes  alongfidc  trading. 
This  place  abounds  with  innumerable 
flocks  of  wild  fowl,  and  many  Ihooting- 
parties  were  out,  but  they  always  returned 
with  very  little  game,  occafioned  by  the 
great  (hyiiefs  of  the  birds,  which  pro- 
bably are  harrafled  a  good  deal  by  the  na- 
tives. 

At  half  paft  two  the  ne*t  morning,  we 
weighed  and  made  fail  with  alight  breeze, ' 
pur  courfe   being   about   S.  W.  but  we  ;|i|| 

found  ourfelves  fo  furrounded  with  land, 

""  R   2  that 
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that  we  were  at  a  lofe  in  fome  meafurc 
which  way  to  proceed.  At  ei[»,ht,  our 
foundings  ^cre  from  fifty  to  fifteen  fa- 
thoms at  about  one  mile  from  fhore,  and 
from  fifteen  to  five  off  a  clufter  of 
rocks. 

At  eleven,  we  fhoaled  from  ten  to  five 
fathom,  and  foon  after  the  winds  became 
very  light,  and  the  weather  had  an  un- 
promifing  appearance,  in  confequence  of 
which  captain  Cook  gave  orders  to  bring 
the  fhips  to  an  anchor,  as  foon  as  they 
could  be  got  to  a  convenient  fpot.  At 
noon,  our  latitude  was  60  deg.  51  min. 
N,  and  at  half  part  two  we  came-to  in 
nineteen  fathom,  a  muddy  bottom. 
.  The  captain  having  received  intelli- 
gence from  fome  of  the  natives  of  an 
opening  at  or  near  the  bottom  of  the  bay 
we  now  were  in,  thought  it  a  good  op- 
portunity to  afcertain  the  truth  of  it. 
Soon  after,  boats  from  both  (hips 
were  fent,  well  manned  and  armed,  with 
Orders  to  the  ofiicers  to  proceed  in  dif- 
ferent 
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f^rent  dliedionS)  and  penetrate  as  far  ai 
they  thought  prudent.     They  returned  in  y 
the  evening,  but  difcovcred  nothing  of. 
any  confequence.  -v  »no?f\*^r,S'^ 

The  licxt  morning  at  half  pad  three 
we  again  weighed  and  made  fail,  our 
courfe  being  nearly  due  fouth,  but  the 
wind  was  fo  light  that  we  made  poor  work 
of  it.  We  were  now  Handing  acrofs  to 
the  oppofite  or  weftern  fide  of  this  ex- 
tenfive  found.  At  noon,  our  latitude  was 
60  deg.  31  min.  N.  and  our  longitude 
about  2 1 2  deg.  36  min.  E.  In  the  after- 
noon about  four,  a  large  canoe,  with 
feven  Americans,  overtook  us,  and  made 
ligns  for  a  boat  to  be  got  out,  and  go 
alongfide  them,  to  trade.  This  requeft 
of  their's  was  complied  with,  but  nothing 
was  purchafed  except  a  cap,  as  they  did 
not  appear  fond  of  our  articles  of  trade, 
which  confifted  of  knives,  hatchets,  and 
beads  of  different  forts.  They  varied  in 
no  refpedl  from  thofe  we  faw  on  the  i6th, 
except  having  more  ornaments  in  the  ilit

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of  their  under   lip.     At  five  the   wind 
ftiifted,  which  obliged  us  to  tack  ;  at  half 
paft  fix  our  foundings  were  fifty  fathoma,

We  were  obliged  to  tack  frequently  in 
^,  the  night,  and  proceed  with  great  care 
iind   circumfpe£lion,    there  being  many 
rocks   fcattercd   in   various   parts  qf  the 
channel  we  were  now  entering. 
;     As  we  went  on   the  next  day   (May 
:  loth),  we   faw  an   incredible  number  qf

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The  next  morning  was  thick  and  fog- 
gy.

The  bellpartof 
the  afternoon  we  were  ftanding  through 
the  channel,  and  at  five,  being  clear  of  it, 
and  again  in  the  open  fea,  we  law  land  as 
far  to  the  fouthward  as  S.  53  deg.  ^  W, 
which  extreme  at  fix  bore  S.  7  deg.  W. 
■  Sandwiph  Sound,  fo  called  by  captain 
Cook  in  honour  of  his  lordfliip,   is  very   ^«<<»^  (Muluu.. 
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large  and  extenfive.  It  is  formed  on 
the  weftern  fide  by  a  long  ifland,  which 
was  called  Montagu  Ifland,  and  is 
bounded  on  the  eaftern  fide,  by  the  con- 
tinent, at  leaft  what  we  fuppofed  to  be  the 
continent,  though  it  is  not  improbable 
but  it  may  beachaii    >f  iflands.

-  The  next  morning  (s^th),  the  wind 
ch^c^ped  round  to  the  north»  which  was  the 
v€ry  direction  we  wanted  to  fteer  in :  our, 
C0iirre  now  was.  £.  N.  £.  and  it  blew 
tcdh  at  times,  with  a  much  heavier  fea 
thfta  could  be  expe^ed  confidering  the 
manner  in  which  we  were  furrounded  by 
l^nd.

Soon 
after  the  wind  fhifted,  when  we  fleered  i 
N.N.  W.  courfe,  and  at  five  in  the  after- 
noon  ithj^uled  farther  round  to  the  fouth- 
ward.  We  were  now  (landing  up  a  ehan^- 
nel,  which  was  formed  on  the  eail  fide  by 
a  track  of  low  level  land,  and  in  the 
well  by  a  high  broken  lan4>  mstking  in

At  feveri  our  breeze  frefhenqcj  from  thfc 
fouthward,  which  however  proved  but 
of  little  ufe  to  us,  as  the  tide  was  (o  ftrong 
that  we  loft  ground  confiderablj.  At 
kili^e^'We  had  light  airs  and  calro^a^ ;  and 
at  twelve  our  foundings  were  twenty-

*rhe  next  morning  at  two,  our  found- 
ings were  from  twenty-fix  to  thirty-three 
fathoms.     At  five,  we   found  the   tide 
running  fo  ftrong  as  to  carry  us  aftern  at 
a  ,,very  confiderable  rate ;   wq  therefore 
thought  it  neceflary  to  anchor,  and  the 
Difcovery,  having  got  ground!  at  twenty-' 
two  fathom,  a  grey  fandy  bottom,  let  go' 
her*s,  biit  having  negleded  to  fecure  the 
cable  properly  with  the  dog-ftopper,  ihcr 
tide  carried  her  fo  faft  a  fterri,  that  had  not  < 
the  fplice  of  the  other  cable  been  too  large « 
topafs  eafily  through  the  hawfe-holcj   in| 
all  probability  {he  Would  have  loft  both 
anchor  and  cables.     The  Refolution  was

hot  (o  lucky,  having  loll^ her  anchor  and 
cable.  After  the  (hips  were  fecurcd,  the 
log  was  tried  to  afcctain  the  rate  of  the 
tide,  which  was  found  to  run  at  the  rate  of 
four  miles  an  hour.  it^ 

At  ten  we  weighed  and  made  fail,  and 
at  halfpaft  eleven  anchored  again.  The  Re- 
folution  ient  two  of  her  boats  to  endeavour 
to  regain  her  anchor  and  cable,  but  they 
did  not  fucceed.  Some  time  after,  we  fav? 
a  canoe  with  two  Indians  in  it  making 
for  the  fhips,  but  the  tide  prevented  their 
reaching  us.  The  eaftern  fliore  feemed  to 
be  inhabited,  as  we  faw  feveral  fmokes 
and  fires  upon  it,  for  which  reafon  cap- 
tain Cook  called  it  Smoky  Cape.  At 
eight  in  the  evening,  having  a  fine  breeze 
from  the  eaftward,  both  veflels  weighed 
and  made  fail,  though  the  tide  was  at  that 
time  againft  us.  The  tide  that  fets  to  the, 
northward,  we  found  by  a  lead  and  line 
to  be  a  flood-tide,  a  circumftance  which 
proved  unfavourable  to  our  wilhes,  as  we 
were  at  firfi  in  hopes  of  finding  a  paflage 
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into  the  northern  feas,  without  going  any 
farther  to  the  weft  ward. 

At  five  the  next  morning  (May  29th)} 
wind  and  tide  heing  againft  us,  we  came'*' 
|o  in  twenty-fcur  fathoms,  the  bottom 
land  and  Aohes.  At  half  paft  twelve  we 
weighed,  the  tide  fetting  to  the  north- 
ward, and  at  fix  let  go  our  anchor  agaih^  ^^ 
The  low  Und  on  the  eaftern  fide  had  a 
ifertile  appearance,  and  was  well  covered 
With  trees  j  it  was  very  level,  with  here 
^nd  there  a  fmall  eminence,  upon  the 
tops  of  which  was  a  little  fnow,  the  other 
parts  beliig  entirely  free  from  it.  Be- 
hind this  runs  a  ridge  of  fnowy  moun- 
tains. The  weftcrn  fliore  confifted  of" 
very  irregular  fnowy  hills ;  the  norther- 
moft  part  had  a  ridge  of  low  land  ap-'^ 
parently  at  fome  diftance  from  the  hills* 
We  faw  very  few  birds  about,  it  being 
near  the  breeding  feafon  ;  now  and  then 
a  porpus  fhewed  his  back  above  water. 
^  May  30th,  at  one  in  the  morning,  W« 
weighed  and  made  fail.    The  tide  fetting 
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tb   the    fouthward,   ended    about   tHrce 
Quarters  paft  twelve.    At  three  oiuj  found- 
ings  wcte  froni  nineteen  to  twentft*fi3t 
fathom,  a  fandy  bottom,  and  at  four  thi    v- 
liorth  point  6f  the  eafterii  land  bOrcN^  oj 
4  deg.  W.     At  half  paft  fix,  the  northcf.«ii5 
ly  tide  having  run  its  cotirfe,  we  anchored 
about  five  miles  from  the  weftern  fliore". 
*rhe  northern  extreme  of  the  eaftem  land 
noW'niade  in  a  kind  of  bluff,  healing  N. 
by  W.  aiid  feeme'd  to  make  a  curve  to  th"^ 
N.  E.  the  weftern  (bore  altered  its  ap*^' '^ 
peararice,  and  befcame  coniiderably  lowei'^j 
trending  towards  the  eaftern.     At  rioott 
bur  latitude  oljf^rved  wis  60  deg.  37  miii.^"' 
N.  and  at  one  "we  weighed,  and  proceeded 
up  the  ri<rer,  for  fuch  it  appeared  to  be. 
Soon  after,  tWo  canoes  from  the  eaftern 
fhore,  with  ah  Indian  in  each,  came  along- ','* 
a^j'of  whom  vtre  bought  a  fmall  fkin, 
iind  a  harpoon  or  dart,  like  thofc  of  the 
Natives  of  Sandwich  Sound.     They  ap- 
peared to  te  the  fame  kind  of  people,

^At  three  qua^rters  pafl:  one,  the  ne^^t 
morning  (31ft),  the  flream  fetting  to  tj^^ 
fouthward  ended,  and  at  three  we  got  up 
our  anchors,,  made  fail,  and  purfued  q^v. 
courfe.  At  fix  we  had  from  thirty-twc^ 
to  fifteen  fathoms^  at  half  paft  eight  th^. 

tide  ended,  fetting  to  the  northward,  au(J 
at  half  paft  nine  we  anchored  again.  Soon, 
after,  five  canoes,  viz.  two  large  and  three;;' 
fmall,   with  feveral  of  the  natives,  wha

V^' 
p^kihaftd  very  little  of  them,  as  their 
tiiitfeetti^tf  to  be  tha  ^flfea  of  curiofity, 
and  they  were  riot  very  wilfing  to  traded' 
Theif  drefd   was   made  of  the  fkins  of 
fmsffl  ammais  fewed  together,  and  fur- 
tiHhed    with    fleeves.      This    animal  'i3 ' 
talJed  by  the  Ruflians,  yevrafhka.     Th^If 
cheek  bones  were  very  high,  and  one  of 
them  had  fome  blue  beads  in  the  flit  of 
the  under-lip.     At  firft,  the  weather  was 
v^ry  thick  and  hazy,  which  greatly  ob- 
fthided  Otir  vlllon  j  but  about  noon  it 
betatne  more  clear,  and  we  faw  a  large 
irtlet  6n  the  eaftern  fliore,  bearing  N.  76 
deg.  E.  which  from  its  fituation  may  pof* 
fibly  have  fome  connexion  with  Sand-^ 
with  Sound :  the  reft  of  our   view  was 
terminated  on  all  fides  by  land,  fome  of 
which  was  very  low,   and  nearly  on  a'' 
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level  wkh  the  water.  Our  Iat{tu4f  to- 
day  by  account  wa&  6i  dcg.  12  min.  N»-. 
^^t  three,  captJiin  Cook  f^nt  his  and  thp 
Difcovery's  cutters  to  explore  an  jopen^ 
ing  behind  the  low  land.  At  fo^^  w^ 
weighed  and  Hood  nearer  in  ihore^  an^ 
at  half  paft  fix  came-to  again.  Some  lit- 
tle time  after,  feveral  Americans,  in  feyen  • 
canoes,  put  off  from  the  weftern  fliore, 
and  came  along-fide.  We  purchafed 
feveral  articles  in  the  curjofity-way,  fuch 
as  bows,  arrows,  {kin  jackets,  darts,  and 
martin  fkins.  They  had  a  great  n^ml^pr 
of  blue  beads,  which  they  prized  very 
highly .:  it  is  very  probable  that  the 
Ruffians  from  Ochotfzk  and  Kamtffhatka 
vifit  thefe  people  frequently  and  regularly, 
on  account  of  the  furs,  &c.  which  no  doubt 
turn  to  very  good  account.  f^,-^y^j^i^^i^, 
At  one  in  the  morning  (June  ill),  the 
cutters  returned,  with  an  account  of  hav- 
ing found  an  opening  to  the  north  eaff- 
ward,  behind  the  narrow  ridge  pf  land,^ 
into  a  ki.^d  of  river  or  lake;  the  broadell 

par 


part  th^jr  werd  in,  Was  between  four  and 
five. leagues  atrofs,  the  narroweft  aboiit 
two  miles.  It  appeared  to  extend  a  con- 
iidef able  way,  and  they  had  foundings 
from  fifteen  to  twenty  fathoms,  the  bot- 
tom fand  and  fmall  ftones.  ~  "^":'^7^^ 
"At  four  we  weighed,  and  at  eight  the 
Refolution  made  the  (ignal  for  the  Dif- 
•covery*s  large  cutter,  which  with  their 
own  Were  fent  to  explore  the  inlet  on  the 
eaftern  fliore.  Ou?  foundings  were  from 
feven  to  feventeen  fathoms,  When  we 
got  up  our  anchors  this  morning,  we 
found  from  the  moft  exa€t  obfcrvations 
we  could  make,  that  the  tide  had  fallen 
between  twefity-three  and  twenty-four 
feet.  At  eleven  we  anchored,  and  at 
half  paft,  the  cutters  returned  ;  the  wind 
and  tide  were  fo  nluch  againft  them,  as  to 
i^revent  their  entrance;  but  they  faw 
enough  to  convince  them  that  it  was 
ri^edlefs  to  attempt  any  thing  farther,  as 
the  land  to  all  appearance  joined  on  all 
fides.  '  Havirsg'  thiis  explored  this  river 
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W  far  as  it  wa^  jioffible  to  car rytM  fhipa, 
nothing  now  remained ^  but  for  us  to  make 
the  beft  of  our  wky  back  again.    !  Captain 
Cook  called  it  the  River  Turnagaia    'At 
MH"  ^aft  two,  the  cutters  with  an  officer 
were  fent  to  take  pofleffion  of  this  part 
of  Afncrlca,  and  at  four  we  weighed,  but 
at    {even    let    go    our    anchors  ,  agaj^. 
At  half  paft  feven  the  bpats  returned ; 
they  had  met  with  feveral  of  the  native;^ 
w^ho  at  firft  appeared  afraid,  ^nd  retire^ 
among  the  trees,  but  afterwards,  finding 
our  people  had  no  intention  to  hurt  thpm, 
they  readily  came  forward.     They  had 
many  dogs  with  them,  orje  of  which  was 
bought,and  carried  on  board  asa  frefh  meal, 
3P^j:jvO;pr  three  pieces  of  fahnon,  whicli 
were  alfo  purchafed.     The  foil  was  good* 
but  only  about  a  foot  deep,  under  whicjji 
wa|6  a  bed  pf  cold  fjand  with  a  fmall  mix;- 
ture  of  clia,y:  there  wer^  abtmdance  of 
trees,  fuch  as  willows,  birch,  poplar,  elder, 
fir,  ^nd  many  rafpberry,  rofe,  and  currant-^ 
trees.

tu-We  came-to  at  five  the  next  morning, 
ih'^'feventeen  fathoms,  fandy  bottom, 
aooiit  four  miles  off  fhorCi  when  Point 
PoflTeffion  bore  N.  6i  deg.  E.  Several 
of  the  natives  came  off  to  us  in  their 
canoes,  of  whom  we  bought  bows,  ar- 
rows, quivers,  and  various  other  articles 
ih  the  curiofity-way,  as  alfo  ermine,  mar- 
tin, and  fox  fkins.

'At  half  paft  ten  the  tide  became  fa- 
vourable, and  we  weighed,  but  at  two  the 
Refolution  ftruck  on  a  bank  with  only  two 
and  two  and  half  fathoms  of  water  upon 
irV  tvhere  Ihe  continued  till  flood-tide. 
The  Difcovery  immediately  anchored  as 
per  fignal  from  the  Refolution.

The  next  morning  (June  jd),  about 
fix,  foon  after  we  had  anchored,  a  large 
canoe,  entirely  laden  with  frefli  filmbn, 
came  along-fide ;  the  whole  cargo  wa^ 
foon  bought,  and  at  a  very  moderate  price, 
for  half  a  falmon  might  be  purchafed  for 
a   nail  or   button.

On^ 
th^S)  5t^»  about  eleven   in  the  morning, 
bi^ijjgneiarthe  fpot  where  the  Kefolution 
Iq&.  her  anchor  and  cable,  fhe  got  out  two 
pI";  her  boats,  and  endeavoured  to  recover 
tbern  by  fweeping,  but  ^hey  failed  in  their 
-attempts,  and  were  obliged  to  leave  both 
behind.     In  the  afternoon  we  obferved  a 
fmoke  upon  the  top  of  a  high  mountain, 
i^hich   wim  the  afliftance  of  our  glafles, 
we  plainly  faw  iffued  out  of  a  fmall  fif- 
fure  or  opening  near  its  fummit.    At  half 
paft  feven  we  anchored,    when    Mount 
^St.  Auguftine  bore   S.  60  deg.    W.  the 
vplcknu,  N.  65  deg.  W.  and  the  extreires 
pf  the  rocky  ifles  (which  we  pafled  ir^

coming  up,  and  which  ei^fcaia  Gook  de- 
nominated, Barren  Ifles*  from  their  defo- 
late  appearance)  S.  9  deg.  E.  to  S.  3;© 
deg.  E.  our  diftance  from  the  eafterii 
Ihore  being  feven  miles.  At  twelve  we 
weighed  for  the  laft  time  in  the  river,  and 
made  f":ii  with  a  fine  breeze  from  the 
W.  S.  W.  our  courfe  being  near  S.  S.  E. 
and  S.  E.  •  v 

At  four  the  next  morning  (June  6th), 
Mount  St.  Auguftine  bore  S.  78  deg.  ^7, 
the  volcano  N.  34  deg.  W.  and  the  weftern 
part  of  the  Barren  Ifles  fouth,  our  diftance 
off  fhore  being  about  three  leagues.  At 
noon,  our  latitude  was  58  deg.  38  min. 
N.  and  we  faw  many  whales  about,  one 
of  which  had  its  head  ahnoft  cf^red  with 
barnacles.  About  eight  in  the  evening, 
during  a  calm  interval,  one  of  the  Dif- 
covery's  people  faw  a  large  filh  fwimming 
near  the  fliip's  head  ;  he  diredlly  got  a 
hook  and  line,  and  foon  after  caught 
it ;  whilft  he  was  hauling  it  up  the 
fhip's  fide  feveral  others  made  their  ap- 
pearance, 


\S 
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-^pearancfe,  which  were  no  fooner  feen 
than  almoft  every  perfon  on  board  pre- 
pared their  hooks  and  lines,  and  in  the 
fpace  of  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  thirteen 
were  taicen,  and  many  more  made  their 
efeape.  They  were  of  the  halibut  kind, 
^nd  fome  of  them  were  above  fuuf  feet 
in  length  and  weighed  fixty  pounds. 

This  fortunate  capture  furniflied  us 
WTtfi  another  treat,  and  raifed  the  fpirits 
of  every  one  on  board.  The  Refolution 
was  rather  more  lucky  than  the  Difco- 
very. 

'''  The  next  day  (June  7th),  the  weather 
became  thick  and  hazy,  with  light  airs 
and  calms  ;  which  rendered  our  fituation 
irkfome  and  difagreeable,  as  we  were  ex- 
ceeding anxious  to  purfue  our  courfe  with 
all  expedition,  as  the  feafon  advanced 
very  faft,  and  wc  had  an  immenfe  track 
of  land  to  explore.  We  faw  many  birds 
to-day,  fuch   4S  puffins,  guillemots,  and 
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oflOiir  weather  oh  the  Sth  was  clbudy,' 
with  a  breeze  from  the  S.  S.  E,  bar 
courfeE.  At  noon  we  tacked,  and  ftood^ 
to  the  S.  W.  our  latitude  being  57  deg." 
54min,  N.  a  high  black  hill  which  ap*' 
pearedtobean  ifle,  then  bore  8.71  d6g. 
W.  and  the  fouthermoft  land  in  fight,  S*

The  gth  was  thick  and  hazy,  with  fmall 
drizzling  rain,  and  the  wind  ftill  kept  in 
its  old  quarter.  At  half  paft  five  we 
tacked  fhip,  being  very  near  the  land, 
which  the  hazinefs  of  the  weather  pte- 
vented  ou.-  feeing  before ;  the  extremes 
of  it  then  bore  N.  by  W.  and  W.  S.  W, 

our  diftance  from  a  rocky  point  about  two 
miles.  K'} 

.^.y^e  loth  and  nth  were  thick  and 
hazy,  which  rendered  exploring  a  tedious 
bufinefs,  and  the  wind  ftill  continued  un- 
favourable. Our  foundings  thefe  two 
days  were  from  thirty  to  fifty- five  fa- 
thom, with  a  coarfe,  black,  fandy  bottom. 


We  faw  feveral  flocks  of  ducks^  and  forne 
curlews;  an  indication  that  we  were  not 
far  from  land.     At  five  in  the  afternoon 
the  fog  became  fo  thick  that  the  ihips  lod 
fight  of  each  other,  but  as  they  fired  guns 
as  fignals  to  each  other,  they  were  fortu- 
nate enough  not  to  part  company.  At  ten,' 
the  fog  clearing  away  to  the  weftward, 
we  faw  the  land  bearing  W.  by  S.      ■ 
iijThe  1 2th  and  13th  were  fpent  in  work- 
ing to  windward  ;  our  latitude  on  the  lat- 
ter day  was  56  deg.  49  min.  N.     The 
fouthermoft  land  made  in  a  gentle  decline 
for   a  confiderable    way,    the    northern 
on  the  contrary  was  very  high,  forming 
hills  and  mountains,  but  with  very  little 
fnow  even  upon  the  higheft  ;  the  whole 
prefented  a  moft  barren  appearance  with- 
out the  lead  verdure.

At  half  paft  two  we  faw  the  land  bearing

regular  fca  going,  and  at  eight  fcarce  any 
wind.  At  nine  it  began  to  clear  up,

ward,  which  appeared  to  be  part  of  the 
continent :  the  former  Captain  Cook  called 
Foggy  Ifland,  the  latter  Foggy  Cape ;  our 
foundings  then  were  feventy-two  fathom, 
with  a  bottom  of  fand  and  mud.  At 
twelve  we  wore  fhip. 

Our  courfe  the  next  day  was  S.  S.  W. 
with  a  fine  breeze  from  the  W.  N.  W. 
At  two  in  the  morning  our  foundings 
were  forty- five  fathom,  and  at  three  we 
faw  iand  bearing  S.  E.  by  E.  -  E.  At  four 
Foggy  Ifland  bore  S.  W.  l  W.  The 
land  in  this  part  was  very  irregular,  and 
made  in  many  broken  points,  fome  high 
and  others  low,  with  a  good  deal  of  fnovv 
upon  various  parts  of  it.  There  were 
feveral  fmall  iflands  of  various  fliapes  and 
fizes  at  fome  diftance  from  ir,  one  of  which

At  eight  this  point  bore  N.  67  deg.  W.'A 
The  weather  was  fo  hazy  at  noon  \hkt ' 
we  could  get  no  obferVation  ;  our  found- 
ings were  fixty-five  fathoms.  At  three 
it  became  almoft  calm,  atld  at  four  the  tk^ 
tremes  of  the  land  bore  N.  11  deg.  Wi 
and  S.  71  deg.  W.  At  eight  Pinnacld 
Point  bore  N*  28  deg.  W.  our  diftatlctf 
from  the  fliore  about  fix  leagues. 

June  17th,  we  had  light  airs  arid  find 
weather.  At  four  the  extremes  of  thd 
land  bore  N.  3  deg.  W.  and  S.  64  deg. 
W.  and  at  eight  we  faw  more  land  to  the 
fouthward,  bearing  S.  23  deg.  W.  At 
noon  our  latitude  was  55  deg.  ^o  min.  N. 

E.  We 
faw  many  fmall  ifies  in  various  parts,  and  ' 
in  the  afternoon  obferved  innumerable 
flocks  of  birds  of  the  diver  kind,  and  many 
whales. 

The  whole  of  the  next  day  was  plea- 
fant,  with  calm  weather  till  towards  the 
evening,  when  a  little  breeze  fprung  up

E.  which  on  the  f  9th  in- 
creafed  to  a  fine  gale,  our  courfe  being 
W.  S.  W.  At  four  in  the  morning  a 
clufter  of  ifles,  which  in  the  Ruffian 
voy'agea  are  called  Schumagin'a  Ifles, 
bore  S.  47  deg.  W.  and  the  weft  point  of 
the  main  S.  'jn  deg.  W.  our  diftance  off 
ihore  being  about  five  leagues.  Thefe  ifles 
were  in  fadt  nothing  but  huge  rocks,  with- 
out the  leaft  appearance  of  verdure,  and 
affbrded  a  fine  retreat  for  the  water  fowl : 
the  main  was  almoft  entirely  covered 
with  fnow.  At  noon  our  latitude  was 
55  deg.  17  min.  N.  when  the  weft  part 
of  a  paflage,  formed  by  Schumagin's 
Ifles,  and  the  main  bore  from  S.  2 1  deg. 
W.  to  S.  46  deg.  V  W.  Notwithftanding 
the  barren  appearance  of  the  land,  we 
found  that  it  was  inhabited ;  and  fix  or 
fcven  of  the  h  mericans  came  off  to  us  in 
their  fmall  fltin  canoes.  One  of  them 
tied  a  fmall  piece  of  wood  to  a  rope  which 
had  been  thrown  over  to  them  by  fome 
of  the  Diicovery's  people  and  made  figns 
.Vol.  1.  T  for 
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for  them  to  haul  it  up,  at  the  fame  time 
repeating  the  word  Call ikaab,  which  word, 
in  their  language,  we  afterwards  fouUd, 
fignified  writing.  Upon  examination, 
they  found  it  was  in  two  pieces,  arid  tied 
together;  they  opened  it,  and  found '1 
note  inclofe  %  wrote  in  the  Ruffian  lari^' 
guage,  hue  not  a  foul  on  board  underftood 
a  fyllable  of  it.  '-'•J*>  Jif^'twj  rjiodl  "Bo 

'  Captain  Gierke,  who,  as  well  as  many 
others,  at  firft  fuppofed  that  fo me  Ruffian^ 
had  been  caft  away  there,  ordered  three  giinls 
to  be  bred  as  a  fignal  to  the  Refolution, 
(who  was  a-head)  to  bring-to.  Sbe  im- 
mediately fent  a  boat  on  board,  and  Cap*' 

tain  Gierke  waited  upon  Captain  Cook  with 
the  note,  and  a  confultation  was  held, 
when  they  agreed  that  it  could  be  nothing 
more  than  a  kind  of  certificate  left  by. 
fome  Ruffian  traders,  who  had  been  there, 
which  we  afterwards  found  to  be  the  cafe.

« ivery  deep  bay,   we  obferved  a  number 
of  people  in  canoes,  very  bufily  empAoyed 
in  towing  a  whale  on  ftiorc,  which  they 
probubly  had  juft  killed.

fouk"  prongs.  In  return  for  thefe  we  ga«fe 
them  beads,  which  they  appeared  fond  of«

1  At  fix  out  foundings  were  twenty*, 
feven  fathtoms,  fliClly  bottom,  and  at  eight 
we  anchored  in  thirty- eight  fathom,  fand 
and  ihells :  the  extremes  of  the  paflTage 
we  were  ftandingfor,  bore  N.  45  deg.  W. 
and  N.  62  deg.  W.  our  diftance  from  the 
ncareft  (liore  being  about  three  miles,  "^^ 
""  The  next  morning  we  had  light  winds, 
and  the  weather  was  inclinable  to  be  thick 
and  foggy*  j(lt  three,  we  weighed  and

thft*  furrounding     ifles.      At   nine    we" 
jL^Qhored,  the  paflage  bearing  N.  79deg< 
^Wr    At  noon,  the  Refolution  weighed, 
^ade  fall,  and  got  out  her  boats  to  tow 
her  into  a  fine  harbour^  which  (he  lay  at 
fome  little  diftance  from.     The  Difcovery 
was  then  three  or  four  miles  diftant,  but 
foon  after  fhe  alfo  weighed,  and,  having 
the  advantage  of  a  little  breeze,  with  the 
,  affiftance  of  her  boats,  got  into  the  har- 
bour, and  both  ihips  anchored  about  fix. 
...   We  had  many  of  the   natives  with  us 
during  the  day,   who   were  not  fo  much 
furpiifed  at  feeing  a  fliip  as  might  have 
been  expeded.     It  is  plain  they  took  us 
for  Ruflians,  from  their  frequent  repetition 
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<^'thc  yno^A  Roe/ky :  they  alfo  pcrfc«SUy 
undcrftood  the  ufe  of  tobaccOj  which  they 
alked  for  by  that  name ;  and  when  it  was 
given  them,  |immediately  put  it  in  their 
months;    fome   likewife    made   figns  of, 
taking   fnufF. —  From   all   th;fe  circum- 
fl^nces,  we  concluded  that  they  mull  have 
frequent  intercourfe  with  the  Ruffians,;  •. 
'^  Early  the  next  morning,  all  hands  were 
called,  the  empty  cafks  got  out  of  the  hold, 
the  boats  hoifted  out,  and  a  large  party 
of  men  fent  on  fliore  to  water  ;   another 
party  was  difpatched  to  cut  grafs,  while 
thofe  remaining  on  board  were  preparing 
for  the  reception  of  the  water.     We  pur^ 
i'phafed  to  day  feveral  darts,  and  other  ar- 
"  tides  of  curiofity,  of  the  natives,.who  were 
51  very  well  behaved    people :   we  gave 
them  fnuflP,  tobacco,  beads,  and  nails  in 
^'return.     We  faw^  neither  bows  nor  arrows 
jimongft  them>  and  we  obferved  that  fome 
'  jiad  two,  others  three  holes  in  their  under-

brought  with  them  a  vegetable,  fomc- 
thing  refcmbling  celery,  which  they  e«U: 
a  gooci  deal  of:  this  feems  to  be  nearly^ 
the  fame  plant  as  the  morkovai  of  the 
Kamptfchadales,  who  are  likewife  fond 
ofitr.""^'  ■• 

At  feven  in  the  evening,  having  com- 
pleted our  water,  and  got  a  good  ftock  of 
grafs,  we  made  ready  for  fea. 

The   next  morning   (June  30th),  the'' 
Refolution  got  up  her  anchor  and  made-' 

-r 

fail,  but  wind  and  tide  being  both  againft 
her,  fhc  was  obliged  to  come- to  again*'^ 
Soon  after,  captain  Cook  fent  two  of  his  ' 
boats  on  board  the  Difcovery,  to  aflift  her 
in  carrying  out  hawfers,  for  the  purpofc 
of  warping  out,    and  informed  captain 
Gierke  that  he  intended  to  do  the  fame. 
Ail  hands  were  now  employed  ;  but  the 
weather  fhortly  after  became  thick,   and 
the  Ihips  making  but  little  progrefs,  w6^^^ 
anchored  again  at  noon,  and  capf  nin  Cook"" 
fignified  his  intention  of  contin ning  here   ' 
till  to-morrow,  '-'wi     ^liJufUti^  >^'^*^  M^^i-'-^^ 
-  Hoi/iv;  "fc  31W,'  .«tUio.fl  inf. to  ni^ji^    j^ 
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In  the  afternoon,  all  the  people  that 
cctdld  be  fpared,  were  permitted  to  go  on 
ihore  and  gather  herbs,  or  amufe  them<*. 
felves  in  any  other  makiner  they  thought 
proper  ;  and  fome  of  the  gentlemen  hav-> 
ing  been  informed  that  there  was  a  fmall 
Indian  village  near  the  entrance  of  the 
harbour,  on  the  eaftern  fhore,  took  this 
"■  opportunity  of  walking  there.  The  hills 
over  which  they  were  obliged  to  pafs, 
were  high,  but  not  very  difficult  to  climb, 
on  account  of  the  length  of  grafs,  which 
prevented  their  feet  from  flipping ;  there 
were  many  fmall  ponds  of  water  upon 
the  top,  occafioned  probably  by  the  melt- 
iilg  of  the  fnow,  very  little  of  which  was 
now  to  be  feen.  j.  J 

Upon  their  arrival  at  the  village,  they  \ 
were  very  civilly  received  by  the  inhabit  ' 
tants,  who  pulled  off  their  bonnets,  and  t 
made  very  low  bows:  there  w^re  not  ^ 
more  than  eighteen  or  twenty,  including  ^ 
women  and  children.  The  town  confift-  * 
ed  of  eight  or  ten  houfes,  one  of  which 

was 
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was  large,  the  others  much  fmaUer  ;  the  a 
largeft  vras  about  thirty  feet  in  length,  - 
and  eighteen  feet  wide,  raifed  nearly  fix  * 
feet  above  the  furface,  and  hollowed  the  ' 
fame  depth  below  it:  there  were  two  o-  ® 
peni'ngs  on  the  top,  one,  which  was  in' 
the  middle,  for  the  admiffion  of  light,  the  t 
other  as  an  entrance  to  the  houfe,  which  ^* 
was  efFefted  by  meaxis  of  a  long  poft,  with^ 
notches  cut  in  it  for  the  reception  of  the  ^ 
feet  in  ucfcending  :  the  bottom  was  lined  f 
wilh  dry  grafs,  and  the  roof  fupported  * 
by  ftakes  fet  upright,  acrofs  vvhich  were? 
placed  balks.,    and   over  the  whole  was  * 
thrown  dry  grafs  and  earth,  which  gave 
it  the  appearance  at  a  diftance  of  a  large 
hillock  :  it  was  divided  into  partitions,  in  »' 
each  of  which  the  feveral  families  flejp  :  * 
the  fmell  which  iflTued  from  it  wa  s  very  * 
ftrong  and  difagreeable.    At  fome  diftance  » 
from  the  houfes,  were  ereded  ftages  for  '. 
the  purpof'e  of   drying  fifti,  upon  which 
were    hung  large  pieces  of  halibut  and 
whale's  fleih,  and  in  leveral  places  were 
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great  numbere  "<rf  the  flielU  of  f^  :QggQ, 
which  dppciir  to  paajse  Dofmall  part  q£  their 
food.     Ti^re  were  or^ly  two  women,  one 
verf;  o^i.a^  greyrheaded,  the  other  whp 
appealed  to  be  a|]>o,u^  twenty,  had  suchildi^ 
her  arin§  ;  (he  wa^  drelTed  in  a  feal. (kin^ . 
jacj^t^^and  ^)er  cheeks  were  marked  or, 
ta^pT^^d  ill  a  particular  manner ;  fhe  hafl; 
s^n  .Qfnz^paqnt  ffi  her  under  lip  made  of 
bone)  iind  waSftoall  appearance,  tolerably 
neatijajuJ  gje^iit.    .The  men  were  clothed

.The  weather  the  next  morning  (July  .3 
i(t),  T^'aa  Jne  and  pleafanf,  and  the  iliips  v 
ypL.

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again  endeavoured  to  get  out,  but  found 
it  impradicable,  on  account  of  ,the  wind 
and  tide.     The   men   from  both  fliips 
were  permitted  to  go  on  fhoi*e  as  yefter- 
day,   and  feveral  (hooting  parties  v^ent 
out;  fome  of  them  brought  f^n  board  a

At  half- paft  nine,  the 
weathti  i'euig  very  thick  and  foggy,  we 
hauled  off  fhore,  our  courfe  being  N.  N,  E.

Cook  feiit  an  order  to  Captain  Gierke  to 
ji^t  the  Ihip's  company  to  two-thirds  al- 
lowance of  beef,  pork,  bread,  and  flour,i 
fts  .we  were,  now  in  a  latitude  where  fifh 
were,  very  plentiful,  and  he  thoilght  ii; 
jpsTiudent  to  referve  as  mUdh  of  thfe  fhip'a 
J^j-pyifioiis  as  he  could  with  propriety,  left 
11  migbt  be  ^ahted  iti  future  upon  more 
j^reffing  occafions  :  in  eonfequence  of  this 
gti^r,  hooks  and  lines  were  diftributed  to 
the  Ibips  companies.     At  noon,  our  lati-« 
tude  waK  56  deg,  54  min.

At  four,  it  became  Calm,  and  hav* 
ihg  a  good  depth  of  water  for  fifhing,  wc 
put  our  hooks  and  lines  over,  and  caught 
plenty  of  fine  cod.

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a?a^d  of  the  DIfcovery,  fired  a  gnn,  air» 
fignhl  t(i' 'make  more  fail,"  the  wind  n^W 
frefhenihg  up.  At  ten,  we  altered  our' 
courfe  to  N.  by  E.  The  lahd  now' trend- 
ed away  to  the  eaftward,  and  had  in  many 
places  a  remarkable  ajppearance,  refem- 
bling  large  broken  columns  Or  pillars; 
the  high  land  was  very  fnowy.  At  noon, 
our  latitude  was  ^y  deg,  47  mln.

S.  £*  courfe^  with  Our  boats ( 
a-head  founding,  the  Difcovery,  as  draw^^ 
ing  leaft  water,  being  ordered  to  take  the 
lead.  At  ten,  we  refumed  our  formef^ 
courfc,  our  foundings  varying  from  eight 
to  twelve,  and  foon  after  to  nine  fathom, 
the  bottom  fandy.  At  noon,  our  obferv- 
ed  latitude  was  58  deg* -15  min.  N.-Vvheil 
Round  Ifland  bore  N.  25  deg.  E.  dtflanj| 
about  ten  leagues*  The  land  here  wai 
very  broken,  having  the  appearance  o( 
iflands,  with  here  and  ther£  a  patch  of 
fnow,  but  not  a  tree  to  be  feen.  At  thred 
in  the  afternoon,,  we  had  light  airs,  and  a| 
twelve  it  became  calm,  with  hazy  weathefj 
the  weftermoft  land  in  fight  bearing  W« 
N.  W.  ,-W. 

-,H  In  the  morning,  we  had  light  airs  and 
calms,  with  firie  pleafant  weather.  At 
fix,  our  foundings  were  twenty-fix 
fethom,  and  at  eight  Round  Ifland  bore 
N.  26  deg.  E,  Many  of  the  feamen  put 
■^bi  over 
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over  their  liooks  and  lines,  and  caught  a 
fine  fupply  of  cod,  pollacks,  fmall  halW 
but,  and  a  fpecies  of  flat  fifh  refcmbling  a 
dab.  About  two  in  the  afternoon,  we  faW 
two  morfe's,'  or  fea-horfes,  afleep 'In  tlie 
water,  and  a  boat  from  the  Difcovery 
with  three  or  four  people  were  fent  to  at-i 
tack  them ;  but  before  they  came  near 
.enough  to  do  any  execution,  the  animals 
^  difappeared  :  thefe  were  the  firft  we  had 
feen. 

At  half-paft  four  the  next   morning 
•July   15th),  it  became   exceeding   thick 
and  foggy,  on  which  account  we  anchor- 
Mi''"*  At  leven,  it  cleared  up  in  fome  de- 
gree, and  wf!  weighed  our  anchors,  keep- 
ing nearly  a  weft  courfe.     At  noon  our 
latitude  was  58   deg.  21   min.  N.  when 
we  faw  the  ,weftern  extreme  bearing  N.

...The    fog    clearing    away    about •  jfiVc 
g(july  16th),  we  faw  the  laud,  the  neireft 
part  bearing  N.  1 8  deg.  W.  dboiit  live 
miles  diftant,  which  was  much  ciofer  thati 
we  expe^ed.     We  weighed  foon  after, 
our  foundings  being  from  fixteen  to  twen- 
ty-one fathom.     At  nine  Captain  Cook 
fent  his  large  cutter  on  fliore,  with  direc- 
tions to  the  gentlemen  who  were  in  Tier 
to  make  what  obfervations  they  could. 
At  half  paft  eleven,  the  tide  began  to 
make  from  the  weflward,  on  which  ac* 
count  we  anchored.     We  had  feveral  fea- 
bears  about  the  fhips,  one  of  which  we 
Ihot  at,  but  were  not  fortunate  enough 
to  kill   him*     Our  latitude  to-day  was 
58  deg.  36  min.  N.     At  half  paft  five, 
the  tide  from  the  eaftward  began  to  make, 
and  at  fix  we  weighed,  having  very  light 
airs.     The  boat  returned  at  eight  in  the 
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eveninc:.  The  low  land  was  covered  with 
plants  a^d  flowers  of  various  kinds,  which 
lafForded  a  moil:  plea(in|;  appearance,  and 
at  the  fame  time  emitted  a  fragrance 
which  was  delightful,  particularly  the 
iinarfli  ciftus  fledumpalujirej^  which  was 
in  full  flower.  The  hills  were  com- 
pofed  of  mafles  of  loofe  ftones,  which 
rendered  them  very  difficult  to  afcend ; 
fome  of  the  gentlemen  however  reached 
the  top  of  one  of  the  higheft,  upon  which 
they  buried  a  bottle  containing  a  paper, 
upon  which  the  names  of  the  two  Ihips 
were  wrote,  with  that  of  their  command- 
ers, and  the  date  of  the  year.  The  weather 
was  very  hazy,  which  greatly  obftrudled 
their  view.  They  faw  a  deer  and  fawn, 
feveral  red  foxes,  and  the  tracts  of  bears, 
llpon  the  beach  they  found  the  putrified 
car  cafe  of  a  fea-horfe,  out  of  the  head  of 
which  they  took  the  teeth.  The  rocks 
fwarmed  with  fhags  and  guillemots,  moft 
of  which  had  young  ones.  Amongft 
many  plants  and  flirubs,  were  cran-ber- 
nes,  whor tie-berries,  monk's  hood,  gera- 
nium, 
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nmm»  the  faranne  {h'lium  Kamtfchatcen/e^ 
Lin.)  poppy,  dock,  violet,  golden  rod,  and 
valerian.  The  foil  was  a  ;kind  of  light 
fand,  with  a  fmall  mixture  of  clay,  very 
ftony,  and  not  more  than  a  foot  deep,in 
fome  places  not  fo  much.  This  place  was 
called  Cape  Newenham.  At  twelve,  it 
became  hazy,  when  Cape  Newenham  bore 
N.  by  W.  diftant  fix  leagues. 

What  little  wind  we  had  the  next  day 
was  E.  N.  E.  our  courfe  N.  W.  the  wea- 
ther warm  and  pleafant.  At  four  in  the 
morning,  Cape  Newenham  bore  N.  41 
deg.  E.  our  diftance  from  the  neareft 
ihore  being  about  five  leagues  At  noon 
our  foundings  were  feventeen  fathom,  and 
we  faw  a  fevv  gulls,  puffins,  and  guille- 
mots about.  At  half  pail  ten  in  the  evening, 
having  fhoaled  our  water  to  ten  fathoms, 
we  tacked  fliip,  and  flood  to  the  S.  W. 
The   next  day  in  the  morning  (July 

J  8th),  we  had  a  fine  little  breeze  from 
the  S.  E.  our  courfe  N.  N.  W.    At  eight

This  tvas  a  con^ 
tinufttion  of  the  fhoal  '^e  weire  rua- 
iftg  ttpdn  laft  night  at  half  pail  ten* 
fAt^eh- we  deepened  out  water,  and  foon 
after  bore  away  •  our  courfe  being  N  N. 
'E:"the'Vind  S.  S.  E,  At  noon  our  ob- 
ferved  latitude  was  59  deg.  ^3  mln.  N. 
Ob^q  l^wenham  bearing  S.  31  deg.  E. 
diftaiit  fourteen  or  fifteen  leagues.  The 
foundings  from  the  boats  were  from  fiv-e 
tonight 'fathom ;  but  at  half  paft"  three 
they  hadonly  four  fathom :  we  itpmediate 
iy  hauled  our  wind,  and  ftood  to  the 
-N.  W.  and  at  five  the  Refolution,  who 
was-a  good  way  a-ftern,  made  the  fignal 
'for  anchoring  J  foon  after  which  both 
(hips  Ci.me-to  in  fix  fathom.  When  at 
anchor,  a  point  of  low  land  bore  due  N, 
diftant  two  leagues,  and  Cape  Newen- 
>ham  (at  lead  as  much  as  we  faw  of  it) 
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S^  24  deg.  £.  diflant  eighteen  leagues.  At 
feven  in  the  evening  the  boats  returned, 
with  an  account  that  to  the  weftward 
there  was  a  bank  about  two  leagues  from 
us,  part  of  which  was  dry  at  low  water ; 
this  bank  was  a  continuation  of  the  point 
of  low  land  mentioned  before  as  bearing 
due  N.  The  tide  by  its  ebb  and  flow  had 
formed  a  kind  of  channel  through  it, 
whofe  depth  was  near  five  fathom.  In 
the  courfe  of  the  night  the  Refolution 
parted  her  cable. 

Early  the  next  morning,  two  Amcri'- 
cans,  in  their  canoes,  were  feen  reconnoi- 
tring the  fliips  at  a  diftance  ;  they  ftaid 
•about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  during  which 
time  they  fung  a  kind  of  fong,  and  theft 
departed.  At  eight  captain  Cook  feqt 
for  the  Difcovery's  launch  to  affift  the 
Refolution*s  boats  in  recovering  the  an- 
chor. They  had  nearly  hoiitod  it  in  laft 
night  by  the  buoy-rope,  which  unluckily 
broke,  fo  that  they  had  only  their  labour 
for  their  pains.  However,  at  feven  in 
the  evening,  they  were  fortunate  enough 
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to  get  the  clinch  of  a  hawfer  over  one  o^ 
the  flukes,  by  which  means  they  fecured 
it.  The  weather  to-day  was  very  warm* 
and  the  {hips  were  peftered  with  gnats» 
which  found  means  to  explore  their  way 
from  the  fhore,  aiid  tormented  us  not  si 
little. 

'  At  eight  the  next  morning  (July  20th]« 
the  Refblution  made  a  fignal  for  the  "Dif^ 
covery's  large  cutter  to  found  to  the  S.  W. 
At  two  in  the  afternoon  fhe  returned  with 
the  difagreeabie  news  that  the  fhoal  ex-^ 
tended  a  confiderable  diftance  to  the 
weftward ;  being  furrounded  in  this  man- 
ner, by  the  continent  on  one  tide,  and 
this  infurmoiintable  barrier  on  the  other^ 
we  had  nothing  left  but  to  return  back^ 
and  proceed  to  the  fouthward,  till  we  had 
entirely  got  out  of  its  neighbourhood. 
And  this  was  no  eafy  talk  on  account  of 
the  little  depth  of  water  in  many  places 
we  had  already  pafTed,  and  by  which  we 
were  obliged  to  return.  t  ^^  ; 
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We /weighed  bur  ancliors  'tlie  next 
mommgat  three,  hnd  flood  to  the fbuth- 
WaVcI,  vVuh  the  boats  a  head  founding. 
At  Ti^irpaft  fix,  bhe  of  them  made  the 
fignal  for  flioaNwater,  and  foon  after  ail 
the  reft;  we  therefore  c'ame-to  (Jiredly, 
and  found  a  ftrong  tide  running.  A  fugar- 
*Ioaf  liiil  bofe  S.  E.  by  E.  andapairtof 
"ttie  land  making  in  fe^ind  of  a  cap(e,'N.  E. 
Irtii's' ifi][Je  waa  '^etotiMt^^^  Shbdl  ^^fs 
*i)f  captdin  Cook.     At  eight,  a  flfe^t  df 

fmall  canoes,  confirtihg  of  tweifty-eight, 
made  their  appearaii'ce.  At  firft  tKe'y  re- 
marned  at  a  difllahce,  but  /(^'efaloif  ihem 
"at  Fength  ventured  alloiig-ficle.  Some 
^were  clothed  'in  garfh'diits  niadfe'rff  fkins 
of  the  fpotted^field  iiibiife,  and'had'a  kind 
of  bonnet  on  their  heads,  foni^fhi'rtgiike 
thofe  before  mentioned,  but  without  ia 
liole  through  them  for 'the  reception  of 
the  IWad.  Their  hair  was  in  general 
ve^  rfi<:^rt,  atid  fohie  vfcte  'fliavedclofc ; 
they  had  a  holeini5rieltd<e  of  their' lihder- 
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lip,  and  beyond  th^t  another  ii^  the  che^k, 
in  both  which  they  had  ornaments.  Their 
faces  were  not  painted,   but  were  very 
dirty,  and  the  fliape  of  it  varied  greatly ; 
being  long  and  thin  in  fome,   and  round 
in  others;  upon  the  whole,  they  were  a  fet 
of  ill-looking  people.    Their  canoes  were 
covered  with  Ikin,   like  thofe  mentioned 
before,  but  they  were  wider,  and  the  hole 
in  which  the    perfon    fits   was   larger. 
They  in  general  ufed  fmgle  paddles,  but 
had  double  ones  fecured  upon  the  outfide 
of  their  canoes;   none  had  the  bladder- 
drefs.     They  did  not  appear  to  be  much 
accuftomed  to  (hips,  nor  were  they  very 
honeft,  for  they  frequently  made  off  with 
nails  and  other  things  that  were  handed 
down  to  them,  as  the  price  of  their  va- 
rious articles  of  trade,   without  returning 
an  equivalent.     We    purchafed  fome  of 
their  bows   and   arrows,   the   points  of 
#hich  were  compofed  of  fea-horfe  teeth, 
and   barbed,    and   feveral    other  things 
in  the  curiofity-way,   alfo  a  few  dried 
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falmon.     After  ^bpijt;  half  an  hour's  ilay 
they  departed. 

At  eleven  we  got  up  our  ar^chors  and 
jnade  fail,   with  the  boats  a-head,  who 
got  from  five  to  ten  fathom,  but  very  ir- 
regularly.    At   noon,    oyr   latitude  wa^ 
59  ^eg.  25  mjn.  N,.iwhen  the  fugar-loaf 
hill  bore  S.   62   deg.   H.   diftant  eight 
Jeagues,  and  Shojil  Nefs,  N.  N.  E.  f  E. 
At  three  we  let  go  our  anchors,   and  at 
fix  weighed  them  again  j  our  foundings 
from  nine  to  fifteen  fathoms.     At  nine 
we  came-to  for  the   night,  when  Capp 
Newenham  bore  S.  S,  E,  ~  E.  ten  leagues 
fiiftajit.

/Vt  eight  we  had  from  thirteen  to  fifteen 

fathom. 
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fathom>  and  Shoal  Nefs  bore  N:  26  deg. 
E.  At  half  paR  nine  we  fhoaled  to  nine- 
fatlioms,  when  we  tacked  and  flood  to  the 
E.  N.  E.  the  Refolution's  boats  keeping 
a-head  upon  this  tack,  and  the  Difcovery's 
upon  the  other.  At  eleven  we  anchored, 
the  tide  being  againft  us ;  when  the  fugar-* 
loaf  hill  bore  N.  6  deg.  E.  Shoal  Nefs,  N. 
17.  deg.  E.  twelve  leagues  diftant,  and  the 
neareil  part  of  the  (hore  about  three 
leagues  diftant.  Cape  Newenham  could 
not  be  diftinguiflied.  We  endeavour- 
ed this  afternoon  to  catch  fome  fifli, 
but  met  with  little  fuccefs,  the  w  iter  be- 
ing too  ihallow.  In  the  afternoon  at  five, 
we  got  up  our  anchors,  and  having  made 
fail,  ftood  S.  S.  E.  the  wind  being  eaft, 
and  our  foundings  fifteen,  thirteen,  and 
fourteen  fathom.  At  fix  we  faw  Cape 
Newenham  bearing  N.  40  deg.  E.  feven 
or  £ight  leagues  diftant.  At  eight,  hav- 
i|^g  from  fixteen  to  twenty  fathoms,  we 
made  the  fignal  for  the  boats  to  come  on 
board,  and  foon  after  hoifted  them  in.

covery  to  go  a-head  and  found,  a^d  at  fiv^ 
•vye  (hoaled  from  eighteen  to  ten  fathom  j 
"We  immediately  hauled  the  wind*  and 
ftood  S  S.  E.  This  no  doubt  was  a  con- 
tinuation of  that  extenfive  Ihoal  we  were 
fo  near  on  the  20th.  At  fix  we  had 
from  nine  to  thirteen  fathoms;  and  at  two 
in  the  afternoon,  having  deepened  them  , 
to  twenty-three  fathoms,  we  bore  away  tq 
S.  S.  \V.  and  at  feven  altered  our  courfe 
to  W.  S.  W.  We  h^d  many  puffins, 
tea.  parrots,  guillemots,  ar^ic,  and  other 
gulls,  about  us  to  day. 

The  weather,  which  for  thefe  ieve^al 
days  paft  was  fine  and  clear,  now  became 
thick  and  foggy.

--ternoon,*we,paffed  a  piece  of  drift  wood. 
.       The  next  day  (Auguft   ift),  we  had 
.,  open  cloudy  weather.     At  four  we  pafftd 
,the  body  of  a  large  tree,  and  at  fix  a  good 
deal  of  drift-wood,   moft  of  which  ap- 
/^eabed  to  have  been  long  in  the  water. 
Ai'Cight  the  wind  fhifted  co  E.  NjE.  and 
■ttt  nine  to  N.  N.  W.   our  couffe  N.  E. 
%na    foutidings    <from     twenty-four    to 
ft^iirity-one    fethoitw.      We   had   many 
^r^ic  giills  about.     At  half  'paft  eleven 
'^^e'had  a  ftiff  breeze  from  the  N.  by'E. 
1oUr*c(5Urfe  N.  W.  by  W.  and  our  latitude 
6  '    0  was 
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was  6 1  deg.  58  min.  N.   In  the  afternoon 
we  pafled   more  drift-wood,  and  a  fhag, 
apparently  quite  exhaufled  witji  fatigue, 
pitched  upon  one  of  the  Difcovery's  an- 
chors.   At  eight  we   tacked  ihip,   our 
courfe  being  E  {-  N.  the  wind  N.  by  £. ' 
The  weather  on  the  fecond  wag  thicks 
heavy,  and  rainy,  withawarmdifagreeable 
atmofphere,  and  a  frefti  breeze  ftom  the 
E.  N.  E.  our  courfe  S.  E.     We  pafled 
much  drift-wood,  and  at  eight  we  had 
little  winds  and  rain,  with  a  heavy  irre- 
regular  Tea  from  ttie  northward.     Many 
gulls  and  large  flocks    of  Iheer-waters 
about.    At  two  in  the  afternoon  it  became 
calm,  and  our  fou\idings  were  nineteen 
fathoms,  with  a  fine  fandy  bottom. 

The  following  day  we  had  open  cloudy 
weather,  with  intervals  of  funfliine,  and  a 
flight  breeze  from  the  W.  by  N,  our 
courfe-  N.  by  W.  Our  foundings  were 
eighteen  fathom,  and  at  noon  our  latitude 
by  fome  double  altitudes  was  62  deg.  33 
.  min»  N.     In  the    afternoon  we  fl:eered 
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N;  N.  E.  the  wind  being  E.  S.  E.  ^ndS^ 
E.  byE,  At  four,  we  had  fourteen  fa- 
thom, and  at  fix  they  deepened  to  twenty. 
Soon  after,  we  faw  land  bearing  W.  4-N. 
diftant  about  eight  leagues.  At  eight, 
we  had  thirteen  fathom,  and  the  land 
bore  S.  84  deg.  W.  ,        ..     .       ,,^^ 

On  the  fourth,  we  had  a  flrong  breeze 
from  the  E.  by  N.  our  courfe  being  N.  N. 
E.  At  half  paft  three  in  the  morning, 
captain  Cook  hailed  the  Difcovery,  and  or- 
deied  her  to  keep  a-head,  and  found.  At 
cightj  we  had  thirteen  fathom  and  a  half, 
the  bottom  brown  fand  and  fhells^  At  two 
in  the  afternoon,  we  faw  land  extending 
from  N.  to  W.  N.  W.  ahout  fix  leagues 
diftant.  At  three,  we  had  ten  fathom, 
and  foon  after  hauled  clofe  to  the  wind^ 
having  fince  one  been  about  a  point  and 
half  from  the  wind.  As  we  proceeded, 
our  founding  became  irregular,  from  ten 
to  feven  fathom,  and  then  deepening  to 
thirteen.  At  four,  the  Difcovery,  feeing 
^  kind  of  ripling  a-head,    which   had 
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r^heii  a  fuJpiGlcmB  appearance,  tacked, 
srnd  *the  'Re^oltitloh  foon  after  followed 
herek^ple.  'At%tflf  paft  four-  theDif- 
covery  tamt  uiiii6r  tfee'Refoliitibii's  ft^m, 
As  bfy 'fignal,  and  ttt'  feven  both TefTds  'let 
gb'ftictf  andhors,"  ki  it  "became  ver^r  thick. 
When  it  cleared  up^  we  faw  a  liigli  bluff 
ifle,  .bearing  W.  By  S.  diftant  about  t^rec 

^i.^i^  next  day  ^(Auguft^th)  was  fog- 
g^,  wUh  ^fftall  drilling  rain,  ^t  ffojur, 
\Vfe  fpr^pared  fojj.getting  up  our  anchors, 
but  as  it;  foon  after  became  yery  thick, 
-w^i^iifted,  J^t  isfiner  w«  wejgbed,  and 
ab<M*t  ten,  atbpat  v^s  fent  qn,  board  the 
Bifoovdry,  wjth  fan  Account  of  the  death 
M'li^y.  And^rfqn,  the  furgeon,  who 
Iliad  b^n  in  a  declining  .ftate  for  near  a 
twelverapnth  ,paft :  he  was.fucceed-ed  by 
M^.  LsiVfy  thfi  furgepn  of  tlie-Qifcavjery. 
r^t^naon,  the  extifiines  of. the  land,  which 
,prpved-to  be  the  main,  bore-N.  E.-by,E. 
rand  N.  W.  i  W.  At  half  paft  ©ne,  we 
anchored    in    eight  fathom,   about  two 
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miles  diftant  from  the  ifland,  the  extre-* 
.mities  of  which  bore  S.  and  S.  36  deg. 
E.  the  land  on  the  main  to  the  weft- 
ward  was  high,  and  bore  N.  48  deg.  W. 
and  the  eaftermoft  land  in  fight  N.  58 
deg.  E.  We  found  the  tide  fetting  ftrong 
from  the  E.  by  S.  Soon  after  we  were 
anchored,  captain  Cook  fent  boats  from 
both  fhips  to  cut  grafs  for  the  ftock,  of 
which  there  appeared  to  be  plenty,  and 
which  was  a  repaft  they  ftood  much  in 
need  of  i  himfelf  likewife,  with  fome  of 
his  officers,  went  on  fhore  to  make  what 
obfervations  they  could.  ;.     . 

The  ifland  was  very  fmall,  but  covered 
in  almoft  every  part  with  variety  of  herb- 
age, amongft  which  were  many  plants 
common  in  England,  and  two  or  three 
fpecies  of  willows,  but  very  diminutive, 
not  being  above  eighteen  inches  in 
height.  Berries  (fuch  as  cran-berries 
and  whortle  -  berries)  were  remarkably 
plentiful,  but  their  time  was  too  fhort  to 
permit  them  to  colleft  many.     They  a- 
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fcended  the  hill,  but  the  weather  wss 
very  unfavourable  for  a  great  extent  of 
vifion :  they  faw  much  land  in  different 
directions,  and  upon  the  beach  found  a 
fledge,  which  induced  captain  Cook  to 
call  it  Sledge  liland. 

At  three  the  next  morning,  we  weigh- 
ed and  made  fail,  keeping  a  W.  and  W* 
S.  W.  courfe,  with  a  light  breeze  from 
the  fouthward.     At  feven,  we  faw  more 
land  bearing  N.  W.  and  at  eight,  Sledge 
Ifland  bore  S.  72  deg.  E.  two  leagues 
diftant.     At  noon,  our  obferved  latitude 
was  64  deg.  40  min.  N.  and  at  one,  we 
faw  an  ifland  bearing  N.  85  deg.  W.  fe- 
ven leagues  difl:ant.     At  four,  it  was  calm 
and  foggy,    when  the  extremes  of   the 
main  bore  E.  and  N.  by  E.      At  fix,  we 
had  from  ten  to  feven  fathom,    and  at 
feven  tacked  and  flood  S.  8.  E.  the  wind 
being  S.  W.  when  we  faw  more  land  to  the 
weftward  bearing  N.  W.  ^  W.     At  eight, 
!  we  anchored  for  the  night,  when  Sledge 
Ifland  bore  S.  64  deg.  E.  the  other  ifland 
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S.  70  deg.  \V.  fix  leagues  diftant,  and 
the  weftern  part  of  the  main  N.  52  deg. 
W.  our  diftance  off  (hore  being  about  five 
miles. 

In  the  morning  (Auguft  7th),  we  had 
cloudy  weather,  with  light  foutherly 
breezes.  At  eight,  we  weighed  and 
made  fail,  our  courfe  \V.  S.  W.  and  W. 
At  one  in  the  afternoon,  we  tacked,  and 
at  eight  the  wind  blew  frefh  from  the  N. 
by  E.  and  N.  E.  our  courfe  being  N.  W. 
4.  N.  and  our  foundings  from  twelve  to 
fifteen  fathom.  The  weftermoft  land  in 
fight  then  bore  N.  55  deg.  W.  our  di- 
ftance off  fhore  about  three  leagues.  At 
twelve  we  had  hard  rain,  our  foundings 
being  eleven  and  twelve  fathoms. 

The  next  morning  was  thiclt  and  hazy, 
with  light  winds  and  hard  rain.  At  three, 
having  ihoaled  to  nine  fathom,  we  bore 
away,  the  wind  S.  by  E.  and  S.  our 
courfe  N.  E.  and  N.  At  four,  we  faw 
the  knd  bearing  N.  W.  by  N.  and  foon 
after  hauled  up  to  E.  S.  E.  At  five 
:■    ■:  X  2  having 
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having  light  "winds,  and  drifting  faft  on 
fhore,  we  let  go  our  anchors,  when  the 
extremes  of  the  land  bore  N.  80  deg.  W. 
and  N.  48  deg.  I  E.  the  weftern  extreme 
making  in  a  high  peaked  hill,  our  diftance 
from  fhore  two  miles.  At  eight  we  took 
the  advantage  of  a  brezee  which  fprung 
up,  and  weighed  and  made  fail.  At  ten,  our 
founding  being  feven  fathom,  we  tack- 
ed and  bore  away  to  the  W.  N.  W.  the 
wind  being  N.  N.  E.  At  noon,  we.  had 
frefli  breezes,  and  the  extremes  of  the 
main  bore  N.  65  deg.  W.  and  E.  ^  S, 
our  foundin-:s  being  from  eight  to  thir- 
teen fathoms.  At  four,  we  had  rain, 
tacked  and  flood  to  the  E.  N.  E.  the 
wind  N.  and  foon  after  faw  a  long  neck 
of  low  land,  running  out  from  the  north- 
ermoft  high  had,  bearing  N.  2  deg,  E. 
and  a  high  fteep  rock  S.  88  deg.  W. 
We  faw  many  objeds  upon  the  low  land 
refembling  trees.  At  half  paft  five,  tack- 
ed fhip  and  flood  W.  N.  W.  and  at  fe- 
ven Wore,  our  courfe  E  by  N.  the  fteep 
V    •    '  6    a    .  rock 
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rock  bearing  S.  W.     At   nine,  we  fa\y 
the  point  of  low  land  a  head,  about  three  ' 
miles  diftant,  and  foon  after  fhoaled  our* 
water  to  five  fathom,  when  we  tacked  and 
flood   to  the  weftward,  and   foon  after 
anchored, 

Auguft   9th.      The  next  morning  v  e 
had  thick,  cloudy,  rainy  weather,  with 
fqualls  and  hard  gales  from  the  N.  by  W. 
At  eight  we  weighed  and  made  fail,  and 
at  nine  wore  Ihip  and  flood  W.  v  N.     At 
noon,  our  latitude  was  65  deg.  45  min. 
N,  when  the  high  rock  bore  S.  W.  by  S.  ^ 
and  the  ifland  to  the  weflward  W.  S.  W. 
-f  W.     At  two  in  the  afternoon,  we  bore 
away  for  the  weftern  ifland,  our  courfe  S. 
W.  by  W. ;   but,  upon   our  nearer  ap- 
proach we  found  there  were  two  inflead 
of  one.     At  four  the  extremes  bore  N, 
and  W.  by  N.  the  eaflermofl  about  a 
mile  diflant.      They  were  entirely  com-  . 
pofed  of  rugged   pointed  rocks  from  the 
bottom  to  the  fummit,  and  here  and  there  . 
we  faw  a  fmall  patch  of  grafs.     Captain

Cook  named  them  the  Ifles  of  DifappGint-f 
meiit.  At  feven  we  faw  more  land  bear- 
ing W.  by  S.  and  at  eight  the  extremes 
of  the  land  from  S.  W.  i  W.  to  N.  W. 
and  a  bluff  head  forming  the  north  point 
of  a  bay  W,  S.  W.  five  or  fix  leagues  di-. 
ilant.  At  ten,  we  wore  fhip,  our  ^courfp 
being  N.  E.  by  N. 

The  next  day  was  fine  and  clear,  with 
moderate  breezes  from  the  N.  W.  At 
two,  we  wore  rtiip  and  kept  a  W.  i  S. 
courfe.  At  four,  we  had  frefh  gr^^  s,  and 
at  five  faw  land  bearing  N.  At  eight, 
the  land  fet  at  five  bore  N.  i6  deg.  E, 
and  the  fouth  point  of  a  bay  S.  85  deg; 
W.  off  Ihore  two  or  three  miles.  The 
land  formed  a  deep  bay,  a'nd  was  mode- 
rately high,  in  fome  parts  rocky,  with  a, 
(lope  of  low  land,  which  feemed  well  cot 
vered  with  verdure.  Upon  one  part  of 
it  we  faw  feveral  houfes,  about  which 
were  placed  upright  what  appeared  to  be 
the  jaw-bones  of  whales.  By  the  affift- 
fiupe  of  our  glalles,  we'  difcovered   many 

iahabi- 


inhabitants,  who  feemed  to  be  runnincj 
about  in  great  confufion,  and  feme  mak- 
ing off  to  the  mountains.  The  Ibuther- 
moft  part  confifted  of  a  double  ridge  of 
high  mountains,  the  tops  of  which  were 
covered  with  fnow.  At  ten,  we  anchored 
in  thirteen  fathom,  with  a  gravelly  bot- 
tom, the  two  points  of  the  bay  bearing 
N.  16  deg.  E.  and  S.  31  deg.  W.  the 
village  N.  31  deg.  W.  and  the  ifles  of 
Difappointment  N.  E.  \-  E. 

Soon  after  we  had  anchored,  the  Rcfo- 
lution's  pinnace,  in  which  was  captain 
Cook,  attended  by  the  large  cutters  of 
both  fhips,  all  well  manned  and  armed, 
proceeded  to  that  part  of  the  fhore  where 
the  village  was  fituated.  As  they  ap- 
proached they  faw  between  fifty  and  fixty 
people  (landing  upon  an  eminence  near  the 
houfes,  as  if  prepared  to  defend  themfelves 
againft  any  attack  that  might  be  made. 

Having  reached  the  fhore,  three  of 
them  came  down ;  but  upon  captain 
Cook's  approach   (who  landed   by  him-

feif),  they  retired  ;  he  however  followed 
them,  and,  by  every  fign  of  friendihip, 
endeavoured  to  perfuade  them  to  lay  a- 
fide  their    fears,   and  at  the   fame   time 
fhewed  them  beads  and  various  other  ar- 
'  tides.     Thefe  fcemed  to  engage  their  at- 
tention, and  at  laft  one  of  them  came  near 
enough  to  the  captain  to  receive  a  bunch  of 
beads,  which  he  carried  to  his  two  compa- 
nions, and  after  fome  conference  they  col- 
JeQed  courage,  and    readily  joined   him. 
The  others,    feeing   the   reception   their  ^ 
comrades  had  met  with,  came  down  to 
meet  them.     Several  of  the  officers  who 
were  in  the  boats  now  followed  the  cap-.  ' 
tain  ;    but  the  natives  made  figns  that  too 
many  ftiould  not  come  at  once,  and  appear- 
ed very  circumfped and  upon  their  guard, 
for,  as  the  others  approached,  they  retired, 
till   having  arrived  at  their  houfes,   they 
fixed  a  line  made  of  the  (kin  of  the  fea-, 
horfe,  acrofs,  and  gave  the  gentlemen  to  ^ 
underftand  they  were  not  to  go  beyond 
it.     Haying  fettled  matters  thus  far,  they 
,  brought 
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brought  out  various  articles  of  trade,  fuch 
99  fea-horfe  hides  and  teeth,  fcal  {kins, 
ropes  made  of  hides,  gloves,  and  half- 
boots,  both  curioufly  ornamented  wi^h 
embroidery.  Many  diflPerent  things  wete 
purchafed,  and,  having  come  to  a  good 
linderftanding,  the  rope  w^as  removed, 
and  the  captain,  officers,  &c,  were  per- 
.mltted  to  take  a  nearer  view  of  their 
houfes.  Thofe  which  were  fuppofed  to 
be  their  fummer  habitations,  were  nearly 
of  a  cylindrical  form,  covered  with  the 
fkins  of  the  morfe,  or  fea-horfe,  and 
propped  up  or  fupported  by  the  bones  of 
whales,  as  were  likewife  the  roofs  of 
their  winter  huts.  The  latter  were  a- 
bout  five  or  fix  feet  below  the  furface  of 
the  earth,  the  bottoms  covered  with 
boards,  and  the  tops,  after  being  fecured 
with  the  bones  of  whales,  as  mentioned 
before,  were  covered  with  dried  grafs 
and  earth,  much  like  thofe  of  the  natives 
of  Unalafchka,  but  the  entrance  was  at 
^he  front,   and  not  on  the  top.     In  thefe 
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were  obferved  many  fledges,  and  various 
utenfils  in  the  fifliing  way. 

The  men  (for  they  faw  neither  women 
nor  children)  were  uout  and  well  made, 
and  in  general  below  the  middle  fize, 
though  three  or  four  were  near  fix  feet 
high ;  their  colour  nearly  bordering  upon 
the  copper,  their  faces  broad,  high  cheek- 
bones, fmall  eyes,  flat  nofes,  and  thick 
lips :  their  teeth  were  bad,  and  appeared 
as  if  worn  down  to  the  ftumps ;  they  had 
no  holes  for  the  reception  of  ornaments 
either  in  the  under-lip  or  cheek,  b  it  they 
had  blue  beads,  and  many  others  of  dif- 
ferent kinds,  in  their  ears;  their  hair 
was  very  Ihc  ",  and  fome  were  fhaved 
clofe;  in  general,  they  had  but  little 
beard.  Theii  drefs  confifted  of  jackets 
with  fleeves,  lome  made  of  dog-fltins 
with  the  hair  on,  others  with  the  ikin 
tanned  and  *^»3fred,  and  fattened  round 
the  middle  with  a  belt ;  their  breeches, 
(lockings,  and  llioes,  were  all  of  a  piece, 
^(id  made  of  the  lame  materials  as  the 
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jackets;  their  flioes  were  ornamented 
with  embroidery,  which  does  credit  to 
their  women,  and  fliews  great  ingenuity 
and  tafte.  They  were  all  armed  with 
bows,  quivers  of  arrows  at  their  backs, 
and  fpears  headed  with  iron  exceeding 
fharp  and  bright,  and  inlaid  with  white 
and  yellow  metal :  their  bows  v.  ore  by 
far  the  beft  we  had  feen,  but  they  would 
not  fell  one,  nor  would  they  truft  them 
out  of  their  hands;  their  arrows  were 
much  like  thofe  of  America,  but  the 
(harp  end  was  compofed  of  fea  horfe 
tooth,  and  not  barbed.  They  very  rea- 
dily fhewed  the  goodnefs  of  their  arms  by 
ihooting  feveral  arrows,  which  went  to  a 
great  diftance,  and  with  amazing  velo- 
city. The  perfon  who  appeared  to  be 
their  chief,  was  quite  an  old  man ;  he 
had  a  mark  or  line  acrofs  his  nofe,  and 
extending  beyond  his  cheek-bones,  at  the 
termination  of  which  were  the  forms  of 
two  fi(h :  this  had  the  exad  appearance 
pf  tatowing,  and  in  all  probability  was 
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done  in  that  manner,  but  it  was  the  only 
inftance  feen.  There  were  numbers  of 
dogs,  which  they  keep  for  the  purpofe  of 
drawing  their  fledges ;  they  were  much 
like  thofe  of  Kamtfchatka,  and  quite  as 
large.  Many  of  them  had  evidently 
been  juft  killed,  which  induced  the  cap- 
tain to  fuppofe  they  were  intended  as  fa- 
crifices  to  their  gods,  to  infure  them  fuc- 
cefs  and  vidory  in  cafe  we  attacked  them. 
In  various  fpote,  at  fome  little  diftancc 
from  their  houfes,  were  piles  of  flones, 
in  which  were  placed  upright  the  ribs  or 
jaw-bones  of  whales :  the  captain  was 
very  defiroua  of  knowing  the  ufe  or  in- 
tention of  them,  but  could  not  learn. 

The  natives  behaved  with  great  civi- 
lity, and  the  old  chief  made  the  captain  a 
prefent  of  feveral  fine  trout,  in  return  for 
^ome  beads  which  he  had  received,  and 
one  of  them  brought  a  large  piece  of  fea- 
horfe  flefh,  which  he  made  figns  was 
very  good  ;  but  the  gentlemen  declined 
eating.     They  were  lik^wife  entertained 
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with  a.  dance;  three  of  them  fung,  at  the 
fame  timfc  ftriking  a  kind  of  drum  with , 
a  ftick,  while  three  others  danced,  put- 
ting themfehres  in  various  poftures,  but 
keeping  time  to  the  ftrokes  of  the  drum. 
Several  of  their  canoes  were  feen,  which 
were  nearly  the  fame  as  the  large  open 
canoes  of  Sandwich  Sound.  The  hills 
were  compofed  of  rocks  and  loofe  ftones, 
with  very  little  verdure  upon  them;  but 
the  plains  were  extenfive  and  well  cloth- 
ed with  plants  and  herbs,  amongft  which 
were  fcurvy-grafs,  colt's  foot,  cotton- 
grafs, and  monk's  hood:  trees  were  quite 
out  of  the  queftion,  not  a  twig  being  feen 
in  any  part. 

*  Having  made  as  many  obfervations  as 
the  time  would  permit,  the  captain  took 
his  leave  of  them,  and  returned  to  the 
Ihip.  At  three  in  the  afternoon,  we 
weighed  and  made  fail,  and  ftood  to  the 
northward,  tracing  this  part  of  the  coaft. 
Which  proved  to  be  the  continent  of  Afia, 
till  five  in  the  afternoon,  when  we  bore 
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away  to  N,  E.  by  N.  with  the  wind  at  S. 
S.  W.  There  were  many  conjedtures 
formed  refpedling  this  part  we  had  juft 
left,  feme  fuppofmg  it  to  be  part  of  Afia, 
and  others  declaring  in  favour  of  its  be- 
ing part  of  the  great  ifland  Alatfchka,  fo 
curioujly  and  accurately  laid  down  in  a 
book  intitled  Ruffian  Difcoveries  in  the 
Northern  Archipelago,  by  a  Mr.  Stsehlin. 
Time  however  proved  the  former  con- 
jecture to  be  true,  it  being  the  Tfchutfchki 
Nofs,  which,  in  the  Ruffian  charts,  is  laid 
down  feveral  degrees  farther  to  the  north- 
ward.

DireSi  our  courfe  to  the  American  Jhure—^ 
fall  in  with  the  ice— 'numerous  herds  of 
fea-horfes,  or  morfe^  upon 'it—fee  land, 
which  captain  Cook  denominates  ley 
cape — trace  the  ice — difco'-jer  the  Afatic 
continent t  which  we  continue  to  trace  till 
we  again  arrive  at  the  Ifchutfchi  Nofs, 

WE  now  proceeded  in  a  N.  E.  by  N. 
diredion,  for  the  coaft  of  Ame- 
rica.    On  the  eleventh,  at  eight  in  the 
morning,  the  extremes  of  the  ifles  of  Dif- 
appointment  bore  from  S.  9  deg.  E.  to  S. 
y^  d^g.  E.  and  the  north  point  of  the  bay 
we  left  S.  40  deg.  W.  our  foundings  be- 
ing twenty-fiv^   fathom,     broken   (hells 
and  gravel,    at  noon,  our  obferved  lati- 
tude was  66  deg.   5  min.   N.      At  four, 
in  the  afternoon,  we  (hoaled  our  water  to 
ten  fathom,  when  we  altered  our  courfe 
A  to 
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to  E.  N.  E.  the  iflands  of  Difappointmetlt 
bearing  S.  26.  deg.  W.  and  S.  34deg.  W. 

^  and  the  extremes  of  land  to  the  caftward 
N.  66  deg.  E.  and  S.  20  deg.  E.  At  five, 
our  depth  of  water  was  only  feven fathom, 
fo  hauled  our  wind,  and,  at  half  pall  five, 
we  dropped  our  anchors,  in  fix  fathom, 
with  a  brown  fandy  bottom,  the  eaftern- 
land  bearing  from  N.  73  deg.  E.  to  S.  8 1 

.  deg.  E.  and  the  ifles  of  Difappointment 
S.  33  deg.  W.  and  S.  39  deg.  W.  Soon 
after  captain  Cook  dlfpatched  a  boat  to 
found  to  the  N.  E. ;  and,  after  a  ftay  of 
about  half  an  hour,  flie  returned,  with  an 
account  of  the  water  proving  very  {hal- 
low in  that  quarter ;  thi,<!  determined  him 
to  weigh  the  firft  opportunity,  becaufe, 
if  blowing  weather  came  on,  the  (hips 
might  drag  their  anchors,  and  by  that 
means  run  into  flioal  water.  At  nine, 
we  had  a  b:ec;e  from  the  northward, 
which  both  veflels  took  the  advantage  of, 
and  got  up  their  anchors,  (landing  to  the 

,  weftward. 
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At  four  the  next  fliorning  (Auguft 
i2th),  the  weather  was  moderate  and 
fine,  our  courfe  W.  N.  W.  with  the  wind 
at  N.  but  at  eight  it  became  cloudy, 
the  extremes  of  the  eaftern  land  (part  of 
America)  bearing  S.  52  deg.  E.  and  S.  36 
deg.  E,  and  the  extremes  of  the  land  to 
the  weftward  (part  of  Afia)  from  S.  60 
deg.  W.  to  S.  49.  deg.  W.  our  foundings 
being  twenty- nine  fathom,  fandy  bottom* 

At  nooii,  our  obferved  latitude  was  66 
deg.  19  min.  N.  when  a  high  peaked  hill 
lipon  the  American  Ihore  bore  S.  44  deg, 
E.  At  eight  in  the  evening,  the  peaked 
hill  bore  S.  34.  deg.  E.  and  the  iiles  of 
Difappointmeht  S.  8  deg.  W.  and  S.  15 
deg.  W.  diftant  about  eight  leagues.  At 
twelve,  we  tacked  and  flood  N.  E.  4.  N. 
the  wind  N.  W.  by  N.  We  were  obliged 
to  tack  frequently  in  the  courfe  of  the  day, 
on  account  of  our  irregular  foundings. 

The  next  day  we  had  light  airs  and 
catms,  with  fair  and  pleafant  weather,  and 
faw  many  ardic  and  other  gulls  iibout.

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with  a  few  guillemots.  At  eight,  the 
land  to  the  weftward,  which  was  now 
almoft  out  of  fight,  bore  S.  26  deg.  W. 
diftant  twelve  leagues,  our  foundings 
from  twenty  to  thirteen  fathoms.

At  four  in  the  morning  (Auguft  14th), 
we  had  frefh  breezes  from  the  S.  E.  with 
fqually  weather,  our  foundings  twenty- 
two  fathom.  At  nine,  faw  land,  the  ex- 
tremes of  which  bore  from  N.  67  I-  deg.  E. 
to  N.  14  deg.  W.  and  at  ten,  it  became 
hazy,  with  fmall  drizzling  rain.    At  noon,

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the  tjreeze  freihened  to  a  gale,  the  exi 
tremes  of  the  land  bearing  N.  E.  '  E-  and 
E.  We  had  many  fu'mars  about,  as 
well  as  gulls  and  guillemots.  At  two  iii 
the  afternoon,  we  fhoaled  our  water  to 
thirteen  fathom,  fo  tacked  and  ftood  to 
the  S.  S.  W.  At  four,  wore  fhip,  our 
courfe  E.  N.  E.  an^i  at  five  bore  away  to

It  was  of  a  very*  ' 
moderate  elevation,  and  almoft  entirely^^ 
covered  with  fnoW,  which  had  fallen  iti ' 
the  courfe  of  the  day.    We  foon  after  al- 
tered our  courfe  to  S.  E.  and  at  noon  thti 
land  extended  from  W«  I  N.  to  £.  S.  £« 
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our  foundings  fourteen  fathoms.     At  one 
in  the  afternoon  our  courfe  was  N.  E,  by 
E.  the  wind  N.  by  W.    At  four  our  depth 
of  water  was  fifteen  fathom,  and  at  fix 
it  fhoaled  to  ten,   on  which  account  we 
hauled  off.     At  eight  the  extremes  bore 
W.  S.  W.  i-  V/.   and  S.  S.  E.  ^  E.    the 
neareft  part  being  about  fix  miles  diftant. 
At  half  paft  elevert  we  hauled  the  wind, 
and  flood  off  for  the  night,  our  courfe  be- 
ing N.  E.  the  wind  N.N.  W. 

We  bore  away  again  to  E.  N.  E.  at 
two  in  the  morning,  and  at  four  the  land 
bore  S.  E.  by  E.  and.  S.  W.  by  W.  our  di- 
ftance  from  the  neareft  part  being  four 
leagues.  At  fix  we  bore  away  to  E.  by 
S.  and  at  eight  we  had  twenty- two  fa- 
thom ;  the  eallern  extreme  appeared  like"" 
an  ifland,  but  we  afterwards  found  that  it 
was  conneded  with  the  main  by  low  lanJ, 
and  projected  confiderably  from  it.  This 
part  captain  Cook  called  Eaft  Cape.  At 
noon  it  was  hazy  and  cloudy  over  the 
land  ;   our  lat.'tude  obferved  was  6j  deg. 
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38  mill.  N.  At  four  the  eaftermoft  land 
in  frght  bore  S,  9  leagues  diflant,  and  the 
Eaft  Cape  N.  80  deg.  W.  three  leagues. 
At  half  paft  five  faw  more  land  bearing 
S.  'jy  deg.  E.  fo  hauled  farther  off,  our  '■ 
foundings  being  twelve  fathom.  At 
twelve  it  became  fqually  with  fhowers  of 
fleet,  our  depth  of  water  being  thirteen 
fathom.  In  the  courfe  of  the  day  we  faw 
great  numbers  of  brown  fheerwaters,  and 
fome  puffins  and  fea  parrots.   \  "'.'■■  ''"■' 

The  next  day  (Sept.  ift.)  we  had  open 
cloudy  weather,  with  flight  fhowers  of 
fleet.  At  half  paft  two  in  the  morning, 
we  tacked  and  fl:ood  N.  E.  by  E.  At  iix: 
we  obferved  large  flocks  of  birds  flying 
pafl:  us,  and  at  eight  our  foundings  were 
flxteen  fathom,  with  a  black  fandy  hotf 
torn,  the  extremes  of  the  land  bearing, 
S.  E.  by  E,  and  S.  W.  our  dillance  from- 
Ihore  being  between  three  and  four  leagues.. 
At  four  in  the  afternoon  we  were  within 
fcven  miles  of  the  land,  which  was  mo- 
derately high  and  leve^  and  without  thofe 
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irregular  fummits  fo  frequent  on  the  Am^-»'  ^ 

rican  coaft ;    we  did  not  however  fc^  tji^  ^

'*£arly  the  nejjt  morning  we  bore  away^ 

to  E.  by  N.   the  wind  N.  W.  by  N.  an4 
at  four  we  had  frefh  breezes,  with  fre-9 
quent  fhowers  of  fnow.     At  fix,  we  Taw 
fome  diflant  land  to  the  eaftward,  •  ap*' 
peering  like  an  ifland,  which  bore  S.  £.- 1.' 
S,    W?  had  many  whales  about,   an<J 
•variety  of  fea-birds,  fuch  as  ftieerwaters, 
fulmars,    ardic    and  other    gulls,     and 
numbers  of  the  fcalloped-toad  fandpipers 
ftringa  lobata^  Lin.)    Our  obferved  la»- 
titude  was  66  deg.  40  min.  N.  and  our 
foundings  twenty-one  fathom.     At  three 
in  the  afternoon,  we  faw  more  land,  bear- 
ing S.  72  deg.  E.  and  at  ten  were  land- 
ing round  the  eafternqoft  part  of  the  con- 
tinent, near  the  fpot  we  anchored  off  on 
the  loth  of  Auguft,  our  courfe  E.  S.  E. 
Fart  of  the  fore  and  the  whole  of  the  af- 
ternoon were  very  pleafant:  the  land,  as 
^%  proceedeid  farther  to  the  fouthward,

.Ipnr.  weather  the  nestt  day  was  cleajf 
a{i4  plcafant,  with  a  fine  breeze  from  the 
I^.;  W.   our  courfe  being  S»  S.  W.     At 
eight  we  were  abreaft  of  the  place  we 
lapped  at  on  Auguft  the  loth,  the  north 
point  of  the  road  bearing  S.  64  deg.  W. 
four  miles  diftant.     The  wind  being  fair, 
captain  Cook  purfued  his  courfe,  and  con- 
tinued to  trace  the  land,  which  now  made 
a  confiderable  bend  to   the  fouth-weft- 
■vyard.     By  the  help  of  our  glaffes,  we 
faw  two  or  three  towns  as  we  pafled  a- 
long,  but  none  of  the  inhabitants  would 
venture  out  to  us.     We  had  many  birds 
about,   and  a  hawk  flew  by  the   ihips. 
Our  latitude  to-day  was  65  deg.  31  min. 
'  N.     At  two  in  the  afternoon,  we  obferv- 
.ed  a  fmall  drain  of  the  tide  from  the  N. 
'Pil"  Atfour,  the  two  points  of  the  road

and  the  fouthermoft  land  in  fight  S.  22 
deg.  W.    At  twelve,  we  hauled  the  wind,'  -

In  the  morning  early  (September  4th), 
we  l/orc  a\s''ay  again  as  ufual,  our  courfe 
being  N.  \V.  by  W.  At  eighty  we  had 
no  ground  at  twenty- five  fathom  ;  but  at 
eleven  flioaled  from  twelve  to  feven  fa- 
thom, and  foon  after  to  five  ;  we  dirc£tly 
hauled  off,  and  our  foundings  became 
gradually  dee{>er.  At  noon,  we  faw  2> 
fpit  of  low  land,  runriing  off  from  the 
fouthern  extreme,  which  bore  S.  by  Wi> 
As  we  approached  this,  our  depth  of  wa- 
ter became  lefs.  Our  latitude  was  64 
deg.  39  min.  N.  At  three  in  the  after- 
noon, we  bore  away  for  the  American 
continent,  our  courfe  S.  S.  E.  the  wind 
N.  by  W,  and  N.  N.  W.  At  four,  the. 
fouthertnoft  land  in  light  bore  S.  46  de^." 
W,  and  at  fix  S.  51  deg.  W.  At  nine, 
we  hauled  the  wind,  our  courfe  being  1^. 
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
